are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Stoneham 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet in Town Hall on 
Monday, March 5, 1973 at six o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles of this warrant: 
ARTICLE 1 

To choose the following officers, and to consider the following question: 

One (1) Moderator for one (1) year. 

Two (2) Selectmen for three (3) years. 

One (1) Assessor for three (3) years. 

Two (2) members of the School Committee for three (3) years. 

One (1) Town Clerk for three (3) years. 

One (1) Town Treasurer for three (3) years. 

One (1) Tax Collector for three (3) years. 

One (1) member of the Board of Health for three (3) years. 

Two (2) Trustees of the Public Library for three (3) years. 

One (1) member of the Board of Public Works for three (3) years. 

One (1) member of the Planning Board for five (5) years. 


One (1) member of the Stoneham Housing Authority for five (5) years. 


One (1) member of the Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational 
District School Committee for four (4) years. 
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Three (3) Constables for three (3) years. 


“Shall the town pay one half of the premium costs payable by the sur- 
ving spouse of an employee or retired employee for group general or blanket 
hospital, surgical, medical and other health insurance?”’ 


All on one ballot. 


The polls for the annual Town Election shall be closed at eight o’clock in 
the evening. 


For consideration of the following articles the meeting shall be ad- 
journed to meet in the Junior High School at 7:30 o’clock in the evening of 
March 12, 1973, in accordance with the provisions of Article 1, Section 2 of the 
By-Laws of the Town of Stoneham. 


ARTICLE 2. 


To choose all other necessary town officers for the ensuing year in such 
manner as the town may determine. 


TOWN ACCOUNTANT 
ARTICLE 3. 


To hear the reports of the town officers and committees and act thereon 
and to choose committees. 


TOWN ACCOUNTANT 
ARTICLE 4. 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
the purpose of paying the members of the Board of Public Works an annual 
salary or do anything in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 5. 


To see if the Town will vote to fix the salaries of the several elective 
officers and boards of the town for the current fiscal year.

ARTICLE 6. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by 
Striking out, under Annual Rate, the item ‘‘Sealer of weights and measures, 
$1700.00’ and inserting in place thereof the item ‘‘Sealer of weights and 
measures, $2100.00" or do anything in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 7. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan”’ by ad- 
ding to Section 12, as follows: Section 12A, paragraphs (1), (2), (3), (4), (5), 
(6) and (7). 


Section 12A. Sick Leave. 


(1) Every full time employee not covered by Collective Bargaining, who 
has completed his probationary period shall be granted sick leave with pay 
for absence caused by illness, or by injury, or exposure to contagious 
disease. (non-occupational). Illness does not include pregnancy or 
maternity but may include complications therefrom. 


(2) Sick leave shall accrue at the rate of 1144 days for each month of 
actual service not to exceed (15) working days in any calendar year. Unused 
sick leave may be accumulated from year to year. On termination of em- 
ployment, unused sick leave shall lapse and shall not be compensated. 


(3) An employee who is sick has the responsibility to notify his im- 
mediate superior of his intended absence as soon as possible. The Town may 
request a doctor’s certificate or other satisfactory evidence of illness for 
absences in excess of three (3) working days, or before or after scheduled 
days off, vacations or holidays or after a pattern of absences has developed. 
In any of the above situations the individual claiming illness has the burden 
of establishing eligibility for sick leave. _ ; 


(4) The town shall provide each employee with an annual report of sick © 
leave credit. 


(5) Each employee hired on or before December 31, 1971 will be credited 
with three (3) sick days for each year of service. Each employee hired on or 
after January 1, 1972 but not later than December 31, 1972 will be credited 
with one year of service for the purpose of applying the preceeding sentence. 
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Each employee hired on or after January 1, 1973 will accrue sick leave under 
paragraph 1. 


(6) Extension of paid sick leave in excess of accumulated credit can be 
made only upon recommendation of the Department head, or Supervisory 
Authority, after review by the Personnel Board. In determining whether 
sick leave extension will be granted, the prior attendance performance of 
the employee and unused vacation leave are significant factors for con- 
sideration. 


(7) These sick leave rules shall supersede any pre-existing policy, 
practice, rule, execution order or vote under which discretionary sick leave 
was granted at the discretion of the Department head. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


ARTICLE 8. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan” by ad- 
ding to Section 12, as follows: Section 12B, paragraphs (1), (2) and (3). 


Section 12B. Bereavement: 


(1) In the event of a death in the immediate family of a full-time em- 
ployee, he shall be paid up to three days pay for otherwise working time 
within the period from the date of the death through the day after the 
Funeral Service. 


(2) Immediate family shall include only the employee’s mother, father, 
brother, sister, spouse or child. A full-time employee will be paid up to one 
day’s pay for otherwise scheduled working time for the purpose of attending 
the funeral of one of his in-laws, aunt, uncle or grandparents. 


(3) In-laws is interpreted to mean the mother in-law, father in-law, 
sister in-law and brother in-law of an employee but is not intended to include 


the brothers in-law or sisters in-law of the employees wife or husband.

ARTICLE 9. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham entitled ‘“‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by 
deleting in its entirety, subsection (c), under Section 5, and inserting in place 
thereof the following: 
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(c) Increment shall become effective on the anniversary date following 
employment. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


ARTICLE 10. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by 
striking out in its entirety paragraph (3), under Section 13, subsection (E), 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 


(3) Director of Public Health. 


Definition: Administrative, supervisory and inspection work in the 
Town Public Health program; related to work as required. 


Distinguishing Characteristics: Works under the general direction of 
the Board of Health. Performs varied and responsible duties requiring 
considerable judgment in applying state laws and local regulations to 
frequently changing conditions and problems. 


Makes frequent contact with State and Local health officials, trained 
medical personnel; operators and managers of various plants and establish- 
ments handling food products; and the general public. 


Exercises supervision over a small group of departmental personnel. 
Considerable effort required to detect and correct errors which could be 
costly in terms of inadequate standards of public health and sanitation. 
Some physical effort demanded while performing duties under conditions 
involving minor disagreeable factors or exposure to communicable 
diseases. 


Examples of Work: Administers and coordinates public health 
programs and services in accordance with established policies. 


Enforces state health laws and rules and regulations of the local Board 
of Health; inspects dairy farms and riding stables, stores and pasteurization 
plants; makes bacteriological analyses of milk samples taken in the field 
and eating utensils. Processes applications, issues certain permits and 
licenses, handles complaints and investigates alleged nuisances; inspects 
new sewage disposal systems. 


Inspects child care centers, nursing homes, recreation areas and food 
handling establishments; swimming pools, public and private school, 
hospitals, theaters and condemns all buildings determined unfit for human 
habitation. Desirable Qualifications: High school graduation, sup- 
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plemented by formal training in public health administration; five years’ 
experience in conducting inspections in the field c food service operations; 
qualifications as licensed sanitarian or certified Health Officer or any 
equivalent combination of education and experience. 


Thorough knowledge of the laws, rules and regulations pertaining to 
public health sanitation and of the approved methods and equipment used in 
handling food products. Ability to enforce and interpret regulations firmly, 
tactfully and impartially. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


ARTICLE 11. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘“‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’, by 
adding to Section 13, as follows: subsection (L). 


(L). Assistant Assessor. General Statement of Duties: Under general 
direction of the Board of Assessors, to gather necessary information (i.e. 
measuring, listing, etc.) to appraise Real and Personal Property for tax 
purposes; to attend all meetings of the Board and to perform related work as 
required. Qualifications: Must be a High School graduate and preferably a 
College graduate. Shall hold one or more of the following professional 
designations: Member of Appraisal Institute (MAI), Society of Real Estate 
Appraisers (SRA), Certified Assessing Examiner (CAE), Certified 
Massachusetts Assessor (CMA), or shall have qualified as an expert Real 
Estate Witness before the Superior Court or the Appelate Court of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. He may qualify for the position by virtue of 
past training and experience of no less than five years in Assessing or Ap- 
praising work. Should have a basic knowledge of building construction, 
should be familiar with State laws regarding assessing, should have the 
ability toread maps, plans and subdivisions, and to estimate land values for 
tax purposes. Should have some previous experience in office management 
and the keeping of records. Must be of good moral character, with 
references as to integrity and honesty. Must be familiar with the three ap- 
proaches to value for ad valorem purposes. Some basic knowledge of 
computer operations would be desirable. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 
ARTICLE 12. 
To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’, by 


adding to Section 13 as follows: subsection (m). 
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(m) Executive Secretary. 


Qualifications: Applicant must have 1) at least five years experience in 
public or municipal administration i: :luéing the minimum of three years 
full time experience as a municipal admumpestrator, and 2) must possess a 
Bachelor’s Degree from an accredited college or university, preferably in 
Public Administration and or Business Administration or an equivalent 
combination of education and experience. 


Appointment: The Executive Secretary shall be appointed by a four- 
fifths vote of the Board of Selectmen for a term of three years or until his 
resignation or removal. Such removal shall require a four-fifths vote of the 
Board of Selectmen and only after such removal has been initiated by 
written charges preferred against him by the appointing authority and he 
has been given an open public hearing on such charges if he requests such 
hearing. Within six months after his appointment he shall become a resident 
of the Town of Stoneham if said appointee is a non-resident and shall hold no 
other office elected or appointed, except as hereinafter provided. 


Basic Function: Serve as the Chief Administrative Officer for the 
Board of Selectmen, developing and coordinating an integrated system of 
staff services; and plan, direct and coordinate any activities of the Town 
departments which are under the general supervision of the Selectmen and 
the activities of any other town department, board committee or com- 
mission which may request his services and who can demonstrate a need for 
administrative assistance. He shall also serve as the personnel co-ordinator 
for the Personnel Board. 


Duties and Responsibilities: 1) Subject to the direct supervision and 
authority of the Board of Selectmen or a town department, board committee, 
of commission which requests his services and receives approval of such 
request, he shall regularly review operation and activities of all such of- 
ficers, boards, commissions and committees and shall submit reports and 
recommendations concerning the administration of such officers, boards, 
commissions and committees to the official or officials having jurisdiction. 
over such town departments. 


2) He shall keep the Selectmen fully informed as to the needs of the Town 
and shall recommend to the Selectmen for adoption such measures 
requiring action by them or by the Town as he may deem necessary. 


3) He shall guide and give managerial and technical direction to all 
officials and offices under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen con- 
cerning the operation of such office, including but not limited to all personnel 
matters. He may give such assistance to any other board, committee, 
commission or department which requests the same. He shall provide 
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whatever assistance in the Collective Bargaining negotiations as the 
Collective Bargaining Committee may direct with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


4) He shall, under the authority delegated by the Board of Selectmen, 
represent the Town at hearings, suits, inter-departmental meetings, and 
other proceedings deemed essential by the Board of Selectmen. He shall 
meet with the Federal and State agencies relative to programs and funds 
available to the Town and shall determine and perform whatever is 
necessary to qualify the town for said Federal and or State funds. 


5) He shall have submitted to him all warrants for the payment of 
Town Funds, prepared by the Town Accountant in accordance with the 
provisions of Section fifty-six of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. He shall 
review such warrant and if any claim seems to him to be of doubtful validity, 
excessive in amount, or otherwise contrary to the interests of the Town, he 
shall refer it to the Board of Selectmen for an investigation of the facts anda 
determination as to what payment, if any, should be made. Pending such 
determination by the Selectmen, payment shall be withheld. 


6) He shall act as coordinator between Town Departments, Boards, 
Committees or Commissions, and arrange meetings between the heads of 
such units to deal with common problems and to allow an interchange of 
ideas and information. He shall report to the Board of Selectmen the results 
of these meetings and his recommendations based therein. 


7) He shall provide such assistance to the Finance and Advisory Board 
as it may direct relative to the Town Budget and shall be the budget analyst 
for said Board. 


8) Heshall, with the approval of the Selectmen, provide such technical 
assistance and supervision as the Planning Board may request, relative to 
the administration and enforcement of the subdivision control law including 
but not limited to surveillance of subdivisions under construction for com- 
pliance with contractual and legal requirements. 


9) He shall provide advice and perform functions in connection with 
matters which are the subject of citizen complaints and keep the community 
informed on municipal! affairs and encourage communications through his 
office between the citizens and municipal officers. In effect, the Executive 
Secretary shall act as Ombudsman. 


10) Heshall be an ex-officio member of all Town Committees. 


11) As the agent for the Board of Selectmen, he shall have the 
jurisdiction over, and be responsible for, planning construction, recon- 
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struction, alteration, repair, maintenance, improvement and use of all 
buildings under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen. 


12) Heshall have the responsibility for the preparation and submission 
to the Selectmen of the operating budgets of all departments subject to the 
control of the Board of Selectmen and the preparation of the Town Report 
and such other reports as said Board of Selectmen requires. 


13) He shall become thoroughly familiar with respect to the respon- 
sibilities and activities of the various departments of the Town and advise 
the Selectmen on ways of achieving maximum efficiency and coordination of 
the activities of those departments. 


14) He shall not establish policy but shall suggest and recommend 
policy and in so doing shall collect and analyze data in developing drafts of 
policy recommendations. 


15) Heshall act as Workman’s Compensation Agent for the Town and 
shall attend all hearings before the Industrial Accident Board in which the 
Town has an interest. 


16) He shall coordinate the purchasing of all supplies, materials and 
equipment for those offices and departments under the control of the 
Selectmen and any other departments, boards and committees of the Town 
who request these services. In so doing, he shall draw up any specifications 
relative to bids concerning such purchases and shall make recom- 
mendations concerning acceptance of such bids to the awarding authority. 


17) Heshall refrain from participation in the election of the members 
of his employing administrative body or State Representatives or State 
Senators who represent the district of which Stoneham is part thereof and 
shall also refrain from all partisan political activities which would impair 
his performance as a professional administrator. 


18) He shall be the Secretary to the Board of Selectmen and in such 
capacity shall attend all meetings of the Board. 


19) Heshall perform such other duties consistent with his office as may 
be required by him by vote of the Selectmen or by vote of the Town Meeting 
or any which by implication are necessary to efficiently perform those which 
are heretofore enumerated. 


20) Allof the aforementioned activities shall conform with the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth and the By-Laws of the Town of Stoneham. If 
any provision of this classification is held invalid, the remaining provisions 
shall not be effected thereby. If the application of the classification to any 
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person or circumstances is held invalid, the application of this classification 
to any other persons and circumstances shall not be effected thereby.

ARTICLE 13. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by ad- 
ding to Section 13, subsection (kK) paragraph (1) after ‘‘Golf Course 
Superintendent’. 


Recreation Area Manager and an additional paragraph (1A), as follows: 
(1A) Also responsible for the management and maintenance of all outdoor 
recreational facilities whether developed or undeveloped on the Unicorn 
acreage, including the grounds and parking lot of the Unicorn Ice Skating 
facility. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


ARTICLE 14. 


To see if the TOwn will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’, by 
adding to Section 13, as follows: subsection (n) paragraphs (1), (2), (3), (4), 
(5), (6) and (7). 


(n) Unicorn Arena. 


(1) Arena Manager. Job Controls: Works under the general super- 
vision of the Unicorn Committee who are responsible for the overall 
operation of the Arena. Recommendation and decisions of a major nature 
are reviewed for soundness and feasibility. Overall work is reviewed in 
terms of the effectiveness of the operation and the quality of service ren- 
dered. The arena, although municipally owned, is operated as though it were 
privately owned and must make money to absorb the costs of operation, 
bond amortization and interest costs only. Guides consist of State statutes, 
policies of the Committee, and operations manuals for equipment. 


Major Duties: Schedules all events into the Arena. This function 
requires a great deal of contact with a wide variety of groups, most 
requiring ice time, and many who require space per se, i.e., wrestling shows, 
antique shows, scout exhibits, etc. In both cases there is increasing demand 
for scheduled time in the Arena. The scheduling requires exercising a high 
degree of diplomacy as well as a good knowledge of linear scheduling 
techniques. 
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Responsible for the accuracy of all receipts, including ticket sales, 
which go into the Town General Fund. Responsible for preparing annual 
budget which will be reviewed and accepted by Unicorn Committee. Budget 
will then be presented by Unicorn Committee to Finance Board for approval 
and voted by Town Meeting. Maintain constant liaison with Unicorn Com- 
mittee. Supervise the work of all arena employees which in season reaches 
15-20 in a number of classifications. 


Supervise and direct maintenance requirements and custodial work. 
Must assure cleanliness of Arena at all times. Must assure General Upkeep 
of all facilities, property, buildings, equipment and Real Estate placed 
under his charge. 


Assures compliance with all safety regulations both for employees and 
the General Public and obtains all required licenses and permits. Maintains 
liaison with other Skating Arena operations in the New England Area and 
maintains contact in the field of arena operations to insure that his 
operations are up-to-date and that the arena provides the optimum in ser- 
vices. Responsible for recommendations regarding purchase of major 
equipment for the Arena operation and authorizes expenditures, within his 
budget limits, of other supplies and equipment. 


Qualification Requirements: Graduation from college with Major, 
preferably in Business Administration, Physical Education or Recreation 
with five years responsible supervisory experience. Experience in sports 
arena management is desirable. Actual management experience may be 
substituted on a calendar years experience for each year of college provided 
it is in excess of five years responsible supervisory experience. At least two 
years of before mentioned experience should be in some form of public 
relations. Manager must be able to deal effectively with public. 


2) Assistant Arena Manager. Job Controls: Works under the general 
supervision of the Arena Manager who periodically checks work for ef- 
fectiveness and adherence to operating and administrative policies. 
Manager assigns priorities and advises of administrative and technical 
changes. Must demonstrate high degree of tact and diplomacy to maintain 
effective relationship with fellow employees and with the public. 


Major Duties: Assists, and in his absence, acts for the Arena Manager 
in his entire scope of responsibility which includes efficient and profitable 
operation of the Arena, maintaining and repairing equipment, making work 
assignments and otherwise supervising subordinates, etc. 


Perform all types of general maintenance in and around the skating 


arena which includes but not necessarily limited to maintenance of 
refrigeration and other equipment, painting and carpentry, etc. 
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Operates Zamboni ice resurfacing machine and makes ice as required. 
Performs other related work as assigned and or required. 


Qualification Requirements: High School graduate plus at least (2) 
years of formal education beyond High School, plus a minimum of four (4) 
years of experience in general maintenance and repair of equipment and 
facilities, not less than one year of which should have been in a supervisory 
of administrative capacity. Additional years of experience may be sub- 
stituted for two (2) years of formal education beyond High School. Must be 
able to deal effectively with public. 


(3) Arena Assistant. Job Controls: Works under the general super- 
vision of the Arena Manager and the Assistant Arena Manager who 
may periodically check work for effectiveness and adherence 
to operating and administration policies. Supervisor(s) may 
assign priorities and advise on administrative and technical changes. Must 
demonstrate high degree of tact and diplomacy to maintain effective 
relationship with fellow employees and with public. 


Major Duties: Assists and in their absence acts for Arena Manager 
and or the Assistant Manager in their entire scope of responsibilities which 
includes efficient and profitable operations of the arena. Establishes ice 
time scheduling and programs (overall policies for which have been deter- 
mined by Arena Manager). Performs investigations, conducts surveys, and 
writes reports based on research required by the Manager or the Com- 
mittee. Performs minor repairs and maintenance i.e. painting, general 
cleaning duties etc. when required. May assign work to and supervise em- 
ployees. Operates Zamboni Ice Resurfacing Machine and makes ice when 
required. Performs other related duties as assigned and required. 


(4) Clerk - Bookkeeper. Job Controls: Works under the general 
supervision of Arena Manager and Golf Course Superintendent who furnish 
oral and written instructions. Work is performed on own initiative with 
‘“‘spot-check”’ review for accuracy, completeness, and compliance with 
procedures and instructions. 


Major Duties: May perform one or more, in any combination, of the 
following duties: 


Performs a wide variety of clerical, stenographic, recording, 
bookkeeping, accounting, financial and collection operations requiring 
extreme accuracy. Collects and compiles data for reports, meetings, 
memoranda and other material. Prepares and maintains required financial 
records of the Town. Assists all departments by providing them with 
necessary notices, records and information in compliance with laws, rules 
and requlations. Checks, classifies, bills and posts to various accounts and 
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records by machine or manually. Composes and types correspondence. 
Takes telephone calls and meets the public providing information from 
assigned records. 


Performs other related duties. 


Qualification Requirements: High School graduate with experience 
(two years minimum) in typing and bookkeeping. 


(5) Arena Laborer. Job Controls: Works under the direct supervision of 
the Arena Manager and or his assistants who issue oral and written in- 
structions. Works is subject to review for accuracy, completeness and 
compliance with instructions during and following projects--frequency 
varying with level of skill required on project. 


Major Duties: Performs a wide variety of unskilled and semi-skilled 
tasks which may involve, but not necessarily limited to (1) groundskeeping 
tasks as lawn maintenance, policing of grounds, shoveling snow, chipping 
ice and spreading sand, etc.; (2) custodian work within building; (3) 
maintenance work such as painting, minor carpentry, etc.; (4) maintains 
control of skaters on the ice at public sessions following established rules. 

Performs other related varied duties as assigned. 


Qualification Requirements: Completion of a standard grade school 
with ability to read and understand oral and written instructions; ability to 
learn the use of miscellaneous hand and power tools. Must be in good 
physical condition to perform duties under varying weather conditions. Must 
be able to skate adequately and demonstrate tact when enforcing public 
skating rules. 


(6) Arena Cashier. Job Controls: Works under the direct supervision 
of the Arena Manager and the Assistant Arena Manager. Detailed in- 
structions are given on assignments of non-routine nature and supervisor is 
available for advise and assistance when needed. 


Work is reviewed for accuracy, completeness, and compliance with 
procedures and instructions and for tact and diplomacy demonstrated for 
effective relationship with the public. - 


Major Duties: Sells admission tickets to the Arena maintaining ac- 
curate tally of daily receipts and maintains appropriate records in ac- 
cordance with procedure outlined by the supervisor. 


Answers inquiries received by telephone or in person regarding Arena 
operation hours, rates, events, etc. 


Performs other related duties as assigned. 
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Qualification Requirements: High School graduate with at least two 
years experience in office clerical work. Must be able to perform simple 
arithmetic computations and calculate and give change at ticket booth at a 
satisfactory rate of speed and with accuracy. 


(7) Refrigeration Supervisor. Major Duties: Performs all normal 
maintenance of refrigeration equipment. Capable of dismantling and 
overhauling chillers, compressors, glycol pumps, water cooler condensers, 
dehumidifiers and other equipment pertaining to refrigeration, heating and 
air cooling systems. 


Qualification Requirements: Must have at least three (3) years ex- 
perience on refrigeration systems. Refrigeration maintenance courses in 
technical schools above high school level may be substituted for experience 
on a year-to-year basis.

setback from the street of all structures and buildings be eighty-feet (80); 
setback from all other lot lines be sixty feet (60). 


(e) That there be one parking space for every useable rental unit in 
addition to one space for every four seats of restaurant capacity used as an 
accessory to such motel use. 


(f) That the building occupy no more than twenty-five percent of the 
area of a building lot.

Any dog so apprehended which is licensed and owned or kept in this 
Town shall be confined until the earlier of its being reclaimed by said owner 
or keeper as provided herein, or until the tenth day following the day on 
which such dog is apprehended. If such licensed dog is not reclaimed as 
provided herein, within said ten-day period, the Dog Officer shall take one of 
the alternative courses or action which Section 151 A of Chapter 140 of the 
General Laws, or any act in replacement thereof or amendment thereto, 
requires to be taken with respect to unlicensed dogs not licensed, collared or 
harnessed and tagged within the ten-day period provided therein. 


C. Promptly following the apprehension and confinement by the Dog 
Officer of any such dog, licensed, said officer shall mail to the licensed 
owner thereof, a notice of such apprehension and confinement, which notice 
,Shall include a statement of the last date on which said dog may be 
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reclaimed as provided therein. The Dog Officer shall also promptly inform 
the Stoneham Police Department of such apprehension and confinement and 
of the description of such dog. Licensed d& Zs confined by the Dog Officer 
pursuant to this article shall be confined in a place suitable for the detention 
and care of dogs and kept in a sanitary condition; or they may be placed in 
the care of the holder of a kennel license or of a charitable corporation in- 
corporated exclusively for the purpose of protecting animals from cruelty, 
neglect or abuse. 


D. The owner or keeper of any licensed dog confined as provided for in 
this Article may reclaim such dog upon payment of the costs and charges 
incurred by the Town for such apprehension and confinement and care of 
such dog, said charges to be $5.00 for the apprehension of such dog, plus care 
charges for said dog of $2.00 for each full or partial day of confinement in a 
pound owned or leased by, or under the control of the Town or the Dog Of- 
ficer. If the dog is confined in a place other than a pound owned or leased by 
or under the control of the Town or the Dog Officer, the care charges to be 
paid hereunder shail be the actual charges incurred by the Town or the Dox, 
Officer for such confinement. No licensed dog confined as provided in the 
Article may be reclaimed until the owner or keeper thereof shall have paid 
all such costs to the Dog Officer. The Dog Officer shall pay over to the Town 
Treasurer‘all sums paid to him, said sums to be applied to the cost of en- 
forcing this Article, or do anything in relation thereto.

Section 100 


ARTICLE 1 
PURPOSE 


STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


This By-Law is created for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, 
convenience, morals and welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Stoneham, as provided by Chapter 40A, of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, by regulating and restricting the height, 
number of stories, the size of buildings and structures, the size and width of 
lots, the percentage of lots that may be occupied, the size of yards, the 
density of population, and the location and use of buildings, structures, and 
land for trade, industry, residence and other purposes, thereby: 


100.1 encouraging the most appropriate use of land, 
100.2 preventing overcrowding of land, 
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100.3 conserving the value of land and buildings, 

100.4 lessening congestion of traffic, 

100.5 preventing undue concentration of population, 

100.6 providing adequate light and air, 

100.7 reducing the hazards from fire and other danger, 

100.8 assisting in the economical provision of transportation, water, 
sewerage, schools, parks and other public facilities, and 

100.9 preserving and increasing the amenities of the town. 


Section 110 


INTERPRETATION 

In their interpretation and application the provisions of this By-Law shall be 
held to be the minimum requirements adopted for the promotion of the 
above purposes. 


Section 120 


APPLICATION OF REGULATIONS 

This By-Law shall not be deemed to affect in any matter whatsoever any 
easements, covenants or other agreements between parties; provided, 
however, that where this By-Law imposes a greater restriction upon the use 
of buildings or land, or upon the erection, construction, enlargement of 
buildings, than are imposed by other By-Laws, rules, regulations, cer- 
tificates or other authorizations, or by easements, or covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this By-Law shall prevail. Except as 
hereinafter provided, the following general regulations shall apply:

APPLICABILITY TO LAND AND BUILDINGS 


No building shall be erected, moved, altered, rebuilt, or enlarged, nor shall 
any land or building be used, designed or arranged to be used for any pur- 
pose or in any manner except in conformity with this By-Law and par- 
ticularly with the District Use Regulations for the district in which such 
building or land is located. 
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NUMBER OF BUILDINGS ON A LOT 

Every building hereafter erected shall be located on a lot as defined herein. 
There shall be not more than one main building and its accessory buildings 
on one lot, except for nonresidential buildings or apartments in districts 
where such uses are permitted, and in the latter instance only with the 
permission of the Planning Board, in accordance with provisions of Chpt. 41, 
Sec. 81Q, G.L. 
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SEPARATE YARDS 

No yard or other open space provided about any building for the purpose of 
complying with the provisions of these regulations shall be included as any 
part of the yard or open space for any other building; no yard or any other 
open space on one lot shall be considered as a yard or open space for a 
building on any other lot, except for the use of open space for parking, as 
provided for in Sub-section 516. 
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DIVIDING A LOT 

Should a lot hereafter be formed from the part of a lot already occupied by a 
building, such separation shall be effected in such manner as not to impair 
conformity with any of the requirements of this By-Law with respect to the 
existing building and, all yards and other required spaces in connection 
therewith, and no permit shall be issued for the erection of a building on the 
new lot thus created unless it complies with all the provisions of this By-Law.

ZONING MAP 
These districts are defined and bounded as shown on the ‘‘Zoning Map of the

45. Slaughtering of animals or fowls. 

46. Smelting of ores. 

47. Soap manufacturing. 

48. Soda or soda compounds manufacturing. 

49. Stockyards. 

50. Stove blacking or polish manufacturing. 

51. Sugar refining. 

52. Tanning or curing of raw hides or skins or japanning of leather. 

53. Tar distillation or manufacturing. 

54. Manufacturing of tar roofing or tar waterproofing. 

55. Tobacco (chewing) manufacturing. 

56. Yeast manufacturing. 


Section 380 


LIMITED BUSINESS DISTRICT 
This section of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Stoneham shall be valid 
only if Article 23 ia voted by the Annual Town Meeting of 1973 or sub- 
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sequently at a Special Town Meeting and subsequent thereto approved by 
the Attorney General in accordance with provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 32, said Section (380) being identical in meaning with the 
provisions of said Article 23.

PERMITTED USES

PROHIBITED USES 

Within Limited Business Districts the following specified uses are 
prohibited: ? 
387.1 Any exceptional use of land for motels as specified in Sub-section 
385.1, wherein the land is not within two-thousand feet of a divided highway, 
said highway being part of the Interstate Highway System or being under 
the control of the Commonwealth, and wherein the land also has insufficient 
frontage on a road controlled by the Commonwealth, or by the County, and 
wherein the land is of insufficient area, as specified by the dimensional 
requirements of Article 4, Sections 481 and 483, shall be prohibited and not 
subject to exception. 
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ARTICLE 4 
DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


Section 400 


All dimensions specified herein shall be effective, but with exceptions as 
provided for. 

400.1. . Exceptions to Setback Area.Where to an extent of fifty percent of the 
space between two streets, or in a space of four hundred feet, on one side of 
the street, front yards of uniformly greater depth than specified hereunder 
have been established or provided for by common agreement or by private 
building restrictions, or where through common usage they exist, the depth 
of the front yards so established, provided for or existing shall be the front 
yard depth under this By-Law for such street or portion of a street. Where in 
a similar space and to a similar extent front yards of varying depth but all of 
a greater depth than fifteen feet are so established, provided for or existing, 
the minimum depth so established, provided for or existing shall be the front 
yard depth under this By-Law for such street or portion of a street. 


401 


EXCEPTIONS UNDER BOARD OF APPEAL 

The Board of Appeal may give permission, in accordance with Article 8, Sub- 
section 805.11, for lesser distances in specific cases where unfavorable 
topography makes it difficult to conform to the provisions of Sections herein 
having to do with Residence ‘‘A’’, Residence ‘‘A1’’, Residence ‘‘B”’ and One- 
Family Districts, or where any parcel of land, the boundaries of which have 
remained unchanged since the passage of this By-Law dated March 31, 1925, 
is of such peculiar size or shape that is not reasonably possible for the owner 
to make beneficial use of such parcel in conformity with the provisions of 
this By-Law relating to area and setback lines within Residence ‘‘A’’, 
Residence ‘‘Al’’ and One-Family Districts.

GENERAL EXCEPTION TO HEIGHT RESTRICTIONS 
As an exception, schools and municipal buildings may contain three stories 
and be forty-five (45) feet in height.

AVERAGE SETBACK 
As an exception, if a dwelling is one of a series of three contiguous house lots, 
the setback required shall be the average of said existing lots.

MAIN STREET SETBACK 
405.10 Except as provided for in Article 8, Section 805, on appeal, where the 
Board of Appeals may permit a lesser distance under conditions where 
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unfavorable topography makes compliance with this Sub-section im- 
practical, no building may be placed within fifteen (15) feet of the street line 
in the following areas along Main Street: 

405.11 On the westerly side between Marble Street and Maple Street. 

405.12 On the westerly side.between Montvale Avenue and North Street. 
405.13 On the easterly side between Summer Street and Hancock Street. 
405.14 On the easterly side between Pleasant Street and North Street. 

405.20 On both sides of Main Street, from Collincote Street north to the 
northerly boundary of Stoneham, no part of any structure used for other than 
residential purposes, or accessory to such use, shall be built, altered, 
enlarged or moved within fifty feet of the street line.

VISION CLEARANCE AT CORNER LOTS 

406.1 Vision Clearance, Residence ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B’’ Districts. 

Vision Clearance on Corner Lots in Residence ‘‘A”’ and “‘B”’ Districts, and 
One Family Districts. 

On a corner lot no fences, wall or structure, planting or foliage more than 3- 
\y feet in height above the plane of the established grades of the streets shall 
be erected in any part of a front or side yard herein established, that is in- 
cluded within the street lines at points which are twenty feet distant from 
their point of intersection measured along said street lines which will 
materially obstruct the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching a street 
intersection. 

406.2 Vision Clearance, Retail, General Business and Industrial district. 

On a corner lot no fences, wall or structure, planting or foliage, more the 3-4 
feet in height above the plane of the established grade of the streets shall be 
erected in any part of a front or side yard herein established, that is included 
within the street lines at points which are seven feet distant from their 
distant from their points of intersection, measured along said street lines, 
which will materially obstruct the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching 
a street intersection. This shall not apply to structures above the first story. 


407 
EXTENSIONS OF BUILDINGS 


Under provisions for Setback in Residence ‘‘A’”’ and Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts 
specified in Sub-sections 414.2, 444.1 and 444.2, cornices may be extended two 


(2) feet and chimneys and one story portions three and one-half (3-14) feet 
nearer a lot line, private way or other building. 


Section 410 


Residence ‘‘A’’ DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified the following dimensional requirements apply: 


411 
LOT SIZE 


411.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot area of ten 
thousand (10,000) square feet. 

411.2 As an exception, new buildings for semi-public, philanthropic, 
charitable or religious institutions may be erected provided there is a 
minimum lot area of one (1) acre, in accordance with procedures provided 
for by Article 8, Section 850 for a hearing by the Board of Appeals.

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 
412.1 The height of buildings in Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts shall not exceed 
forty (40) feet or two and one-half (2-!2) stories.

STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTH 
413.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 
ninety (90) feet.

SETBACKS AND YARDS 

414.1 No part of a building may be placed as defined inArticle 10,by the term 
‘building placement’’, within fifteen (15) feet of any street, nor within ten 
(10) feet of a side line, nor within three feet of any other lot line, nor within 
twenty (20) feet of any other building, not an accessory building, on the same 
lot, except as follows: 

414.2 As an exception, in the case of a duplex or semi-detached house, no 
part of a building may be placed within fifteen (15) feet of any street, nor 
within thirty (30) feet of a side line. 

414.3 As an exception, on lots of under fifty (50) feet frontage a building may 
be built to eight (8) feet of a side lot line, provided such lot or lots shall not 
have been altered or changed in size as of record in the Registry of Deeds 
since the passage of the original Zoning By-Law.

422.1 The same requirements as 412.1.

STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTH 

423.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 
two hundred (200) feet.

SETBACKS AND YARDS 

The same requirements as Sub-section 4]4 for Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts 
except for omitting the provisions of 414.6 herein. 


Section 430 


ONE FAMILY DISTRICTS 

For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply: 
The same requirements as Section 410 for Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts 
except for omitting the provisions of Sub-section 414.6 herein. 


Section 440 


RESIDENCE ‘‘B”’ DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply: 


441 


LOT SIZE 

441.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot area of seven 
thousand (7,000) square feet. 

441.2 There shall be provided a minimum lot depth of one hundred and 
seventy-five (175) feet for the construction of apartment buildings. 


442 


HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

442.1 The same requirements as 412.1. 

442.2. As an exception, apartment houses shall not be restricted to two and 
one-half stories provided they shall not exceed forty (40) feet in height. 


443 
STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTHS 
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443.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 


seventy (70) feet. 
443.2 As an exception, all apartment buildings constructed in the Town after 


May 17, 1962 shall be provided with a minimum frontage of one hundred and 
fifty (150 feet.

RETAIL BUSINESS DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply:

LOT SIZE 
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451.1 All dimensional ‘‘Lot Size’’ requirements applicable to use in 
Residence ‘‘A”’ Districts as specified in Section 410 herein, and in Residence 
““*B”’ Districts as specified in Section 440 herein, shall apply to the same uses 
in Retail Business Districts. 

451.2 Alunch cart or portable diner shall be erected and maintained on a lot 
only unless said lot shall have a minimum area of fifteen thousand (15,000) 
square feet. 

451.3 Gasoline or oil selling stations, as provided for by Article 8, Section 
806, may be erected on a lot having a minimum area of ten thousand (10,000) 
square feet. 


452 

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

452.1 All dimensional ‘‘Height of Building’’ requirements applicable to 
uses in Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 412 herein and in 
Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts as specified in Section 442 herein shall apply to the 
same uses in Retail Business Districts. 

452.2 For other uses the height limit is forty (40) feet. 


453 


STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTH 

453.1 All dimensional ‘‘Street Frontage’ requirements applicable to uses in 
Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 413 herein and in 
Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 443 herein shall apply to 
the same uses in Retail Business Districts. 

453.2 Alunch cart or portable diner shall be erected and maintained on a lot 
only if such lot shall have a minimum frontage of one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet. 

453.3 Gasoline or oil selling stations, as provided for in Article 8, Section 806, 
may be erected on a lot having a minimum frontage of one hundred (100) 
feet. 


454 


SETBACKS AND YARDS 

454.1 All dimensional “Setbacks and Yards’’ requirements applicable 
to uses in Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 414 herein, 
and in Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 444 herein, shall 
apply to the same uses in Retail Business Districts. ; 
454.2 For Retail Business uses, at the junction of Stevens and Franklin

463.1 The same requirements as specified for Retail Business in Sub-section 
453, where Retail Business is a permitted use of land and buildings in a 
General Business District. 


464 
SETBACK AND YARDS 
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464.1. The same requirements as specified for Retail Business in Sub-section 
454, where Retail Business is a permitted use of land and buildings in a 
General Business District. 


Section 470 


INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS: the following specified dimensional 
requirements apply:

LOT SIZE 
471.1 A building used as a single family dwelling may be placed on a lot 
having a minimum area of five (5) acres.

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 
472.1 For all uses the height limit is sixty-five (65) feet. 


Section 480 


LIMITED BUSINESS DISTRICTS 

This section of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Stoneham shall be valid 
only if Article 23 is voted by the Annual Town Meeting of 1973 or sub- 
sequently at a Special Town Meeting and subsequent thereto approved by 
the Attorney General in accordance with provisions of General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 32, said Section (480) being identical in meaning with the 
provisions of said Article.

483.2 Where the exceptional use of land or buildings for motel purposes is 
permitted as provided for in Sub-sections 383 and 385 herein, the minimum 
frontage for such use shall be six hundred (600) feet along a road controlled 
by the Commonwealth or the County.

SETBACKS AND YARDS 

484.1 Within the Limited Business District where land or buildings are 
validly used as permitted in Residence ‘‘A’’ and Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, 
the provisions of Sub-sections 414 and 444 herein in regard to such use shall 
apply.

485.1 Within the Limited Business District where land or buildings are 
validly used as permitted in Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, the provisions of Sub- 
section 445 herein in regard to such use shall apply.

486.1 Within the Limited Business District where land or buildings are 
validly used as permitted in Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, the provisions of Sub- 
Section 446 herein in regard to such use shall apply.

DWELLING DENSITY 
487.1 Within the Limited Business District where land or buildings are 


validly used as permitted in Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts, the provisions of Sub- 
section 447 herein in regard to such use shall apply.

488.1 Within the Limited Business District where land and buildings are 
validly used as permitted in Residence ‘‘B’”’ Districts, the provisions of Sub- 
section 448 herein in regard to such use shall apply.

Section 510 


OFF-STREET PARKING 

All new or substantially altered uses or structures in any District shall be 
provided with off-street automobile parking facilities to at least the extent 
required in Sub-section 518 below. 


oll 


APPLICABILITY 

No application for a permit for such parking structure or use shall be ap- 
proved unless there is included with the application for a permit a plot plan 
showing such parking facilities. 


512 


MANEUVERING AREAS 
Such parking facilities shall be designed with appropriate maneuvering 
areas and with appropriate vehicular access to a street or alley. 


513 


SURFACING 
Such parking facilities shall be suitably graded, surfaced and drained so as 
to dispose of all surface water without detriment to surrounding uses.. 


514 


LOCATION ON SITE 
Such parking facilities may be provided within or outside a structure, above 
or below ground. 


515 


COMBINING BY USE 

The required parking for any two or more uses or structures may be 
provided by the allocations of the total of the various spaces required for 
each use or structure in a common parking facility COOP 
established and operated. 


516 


SEPARATE FACILITIES 

Such parking facilities may be provided on the same lot or premises as the 
use and structure for which they are intended or in any lot of same use of 
which at least a substantial portion is within 600 feet of such use or structure, 
or on a lot which is within 600 feet of such use or structure and is in a less 
restrictive zone. 


517 


MINIMUM APPLICABILITY 
The regulations of this Section 510 shall not apply to any use or structure 
whose required minimum parking under the above schedule would amount 
to 10 parking spaces or less. 


518 


PARKING SPACES DETAILED BY USE 

Parking facilities shall be provided for the following uses in the following 
minimum quantities: 

518.01 For hotels, rooming houses or tourist homes, one parking space for 
every three guest rooms or suites. 

518.02 For restaurants or diners, one parking space for every four seats. 
518.03 For hospitals, one parking space for every two beds; for con- 
valescent homes, welfare or similar institutions, one parking space for 
every four beds. 

518.04 For all other places of public assembly, auditoriums, theaters or 
halls, one parking space for every four seats or other unit of expected at- 
tendance. 

518.05 For office buildings, one parking space for every 600 square feet of 
rentable space. 

518.06 For retail business and personal service establishments, one parking 
space for every 300 square feet of selling space. 

518.07 For wholesale, storage, or industrial establishments, one parking 
space for every three persons employed at any one peak period. 

518.08 For Apartment Buildings, one and one half parking spaces per 
dwelling unit. All parking shall be located to the rear of the front of the 
building line. 


519 


SCREENING ABUTTING PROPERTY 

Abutting properties in Residence Districts shall be protected from light, as 
follows: 

519.10 All illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as not to shine 
upon abutting properties in Residence Districts. 

519.20 Properties in Residence Districts, other than the use served by the 
parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from headlight 
glare by either: 

519.21 A strip at least four (4) feet wide, densely planted with shrubs or 
trees which are at least four (4) feet high at the time of planting and which 
are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense screen at 
least six (6) feet high within three (3) years, or 

519.22 A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five (5) feet 
high, but not more that six (6) feet above finished grade. Such wall barrier, 
or fence may be opaque or perforated provided that not more than fifty (50) 
percent of the face is open. 
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519.23 Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all times, and 
shall not be permitted, except for trees, to exceed six (6) feet in height within 
required side yard. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrances and exits. 


Section 520 
REGULATION OF AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE USES 


521 


DEFINITION OF AUTOMOTIVE SERVICES 

For the purposes of this section, an Automotive Service is defined as any one 
of the following, including any appurtenances or accessory uses associated 
with the same: 

521.1 Gasoline or oil-selling stations where use is provided for in Article 8, 
Section 806. 

521.2 Public Garage 

521.3 Automobile Repair Shop 

521.4 Greasing Station 

521.5 Storage Battery Service Station. 


522 


RESTRICTIONS AS TO USE 

The following restrictions apply to any Automotive Service as defined 
herein: 

522.10 No Automotive Service may be placed within fiftv (50) feet on the 
street line of any Residence District 

522.20 No driveway to premises used by an Automotive Service shall be in 
any part within fifty (50) feet of any Residence District. 

522.30 No Automotive Service shall have any entrance or exit for motor 
vehicles within six hundred (600) feet of the property used by the following: 
522.31 Any public or private school having more than twenty-five (25) 
pupils. 

522.32 public library 

522.33 church 

522.34 playground 

522.35 institution for the sick, dependent, or for children under sixteen years 
of age having provision for not less than ten imates. 

523 

GASOLINE SELLING STATIONS 

Gasoline Selling Stations may engage in light repair work on motorcycles, 
passenger automobiles and delivery vehicles of not more than one-half ton 
rated capacity, provided that: 

523.10 such business is not conducted with any store or stand selling 
refreshments, food or groceries, and 

523.20 said light repairing shall not include nor involve the following: 
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523.21 body or fender work 

523.22 painting 

523.23 plating 

523.24 the manufacture of new replacement parts 

523.25 the use or operation of machinery other than air compressors, 
requiring over one-half horsepower for its operation. 


ARTICLE 6 
SUPPLEMENTARY REGULATIONS 


Section 610 

SIGNS, GENERAL 

The Sign By-Law of the Town of Stoneham regulates the dimensions, 
placement and use of signs within the Town. The authority for such 
regulations is conferred upon the Town by General Laws, Chapter 93, Sec- 
tion 29, and Chapter 143, Section 3, as amended. For purposes of notification, 
but not as a portion in force of the Zoning By-Law, the following Sub-sections 
specify the relevant Sign By-Law, or as subsequent reprints of this By-Law 
becomes available:

ADVERTISING SIGNS 

For the permitted use of premises for a profession as provided for in Sub- 
section 317.8, and for the use of premises for customary home occupations, 
as provided for in Sub-section 317.7, a sign advertising the use therein is 
permitted not to exceed nine (9) inches in width and twenty-four (24) inches 
in length. 


612 

REAL ESTATE SIGNS 

In all Districts, where uses as specified for Residence Districts are provided 
for, real estate signs advertising the sale, rental or lease of the premises 
upon which such uses are located are permitted but not to exceed twenty- 
four (24) inches by thirty (30) inches in dimension.

CONDITIONS LAID ON LOTS 


621 

EXISTING LOTS SMALLER THAN MINIMUM REQUIRED 

621.1 In any District, where a lot has existed as a lot of record prior to the 
effective date of this By-Law and such lot fails to meet the minimum area or 
frontage width of the District in which located, and such lot has been owned 
separately from any adjoining lot or lots, a building permit for a permitted 
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use shall be issued in accordance with the provisions in Section 5A of Chapter 
40A, such effective date or dates referring to the first time or times such 
minima were effective. 

621.2 If contiguous lots are under one ownership, the owner shall be 
required to add to such lot any land adjoining, in his ownership, in order to 
permit a lot to be created that can meet requirements as far as possible. 


Section 630 
CONDITIONS LAID ON USE OF LAND 


631 


EARTH REMOVAL 

631.1 The removal of sod, loam, sand, clay, gravel or stone from any 
residence district, as a business enterprise, shall be deemed non-conforming 
uses of premises. Such uses shall be permitted, as variances, only under 
special permission of the Board of Appeal in the manner provided for in 
Article 8, Sub-section 805.15, and under such conditions as the Board shall 
impose. 

631.2 Such conditions as the Board of Appeals shall impose shall tend to 
protect the Town and the district so as not to adversely affect the scheme of 
growth laid down in the Zoning By-Law, nor tend to impair the beauty of the 
Town or district, nor result in injury because of the method of removal of 
such material and such conditions shall be made a part of the permit.

MOBILE HOMES OR TRAILERS 


641 


VARIANCE FOR TRAILER USE 

A single trailer, with or without wheels, used as a place of habitation may be 
permitted, as a variance, provided it is connected to a town sewer and water 
and its electrical service is metered separately from any other source, in 
accordance with and subject to a written permit therefor issued by the 
Building Inspector, provided a variance has been granted by the Board of 
Appeal after a public hearing duly held according to the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham. 


642 


GUIDELINES ON ISSUANCE 

No such variance shall be granted by the Board of Appeal which in its 
judgment would adversely affect the health, safety, convenience, character 
and welfare of the neighborhood or of the Town. 


643 
DURATION OF PERMIT 
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Each permit issued pursuant to the provisions of this By-Law shall be for 
such period or periods and on such terms and conditions as the Board of 
Appeal shall determine and shall be revocable at the discretion of the Board 
of Appeal and - or the Building Inspector. 


644 


NON-WAIVER OF CONDITIONS 

The Building Inspector shall not waive or alter restrictions or conditions 
imposed by the Board of Appeal but may make any additional regulations he 
deems mecessary within the scope of the variance as granted by the Board 
of Appeal. 


ARTICLE7 
NON-CONFORMING USES 


Section 710 


NON-CONFORMING USES, GENERAL 

Any use existing in any building or on any premises at the time of the 
passage of this By-Law may be continued in the same building or the same 
part thereof or on the same premises, although not conforming to the use 
regulations of the district in which said building or premises is located. 


711 


CHANGES OF NON-CONFORMING USE 

No non-conforming use shall be changed, moved or extended on any 
premises and no building devoted to a non-conforming use or uses in whole 
or in part shall be structurally or substantially altered or reconstructed or in 
any way enlarged or extended unless such non-conforming use or uses are 
changed to a use or uses authorized in the district in which the building is 
located as hereafter provided. 


712 

NON-CONFORMING MANUFACTURING USE 

As an exception, any non-conforming manufacturing use existing at the time 
of passage of the original By-Law (March 31, 1925) in any building or on any 
premises may be continued on the same location, and such a building or 
premises may also be used for any purpose set forth in Section 360 under the 
head of General Business. 


Section 720 

NON-CONFORMING USE EXTENDED OR MOVED 

A non-conforming use may be extended or moved in any building provided 
that the building is not structurally or substantially changed and provided 
also that in a Residence or Commercial District a non-conforming use is not 
extended or moved to any building designed, arranged or extended to a 
conforming use. 
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Section 730 


NON-CONFORMING BUILDING DESTROYED OR DAMAGED 

Where a non-conforming building is destroyed or damaged to such an extent 
that restoration to its condition before being damaged would cost more that 
sixty percent of the cost to reproduce new the entire building, it shall not be 
restored or reconstructed unless the building and all its uses shall be made to 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which the building is located, 
unless the Inspector of Buildings and Board of Appeal grant permission to 
restore or reconstruct the building, and to continue any non-conforming use 
therein in accordance with procedure provided in Article 8, Sub-section 
805.16 of this By-Law. 


Section 740 


ABANDONMENT OF NON-CONFORMING USES 

The abandonment of a non-conforming use of a building or premises for a 
period of six months or more shall cause said building or premises to con- 
form to the use reguations of the district in which such building or premises 
is located, unless the Board of Appeal grants permission to continue any non- 
conforming use in accordance with the procedure provided in Article 8, Sub- 
section 805.16 of this By-Law. 


ARTICLE 8 
ADMINISTRATION 


801 


ENFORCEMENT 

801.1 Building Inspector as Enforcing officer. The Building Inspector ap- 
pointed under provision of the Building By-Law shall enforce the provisions 
of this By-Law. 

801.2 Inspection for Violation If the Inspector shall be informed or knows 
that any provision of this By-Law has been, or is being violated he shall in- 
spect the property where violation exists. 

801.3 Notice of Violation. If the Inspector shall find any such violation as 
specified in 801.2 above, he shall give notice in writing to the owner or his 
authorized agent and to the occupant of premises that any use of building or 
structure contrary to this By-Law shall immediately cease. 

801.4 Revokation of Occupancy Permit. If after such notice as specified in 
801.3 above, the building or structure is used contrary to provisions of this © 
By-Law or if any owner or occupant fail to obey a lawful order of the In- 
spector in respect to any violation of this By-Law he may revoke the permit 
for occupation of the premises. 

801.5 Complaint and Injunction. Upon such failure to obey as specified in 
801.4 above, the Inspector shall make complaint to the court having 
jurisdiction thereof or apply to the Superior Court for an injunction or order

restraining the further use of premises and shall take any and all such action 
as may be necessary to enforce this By-Law. 


801.6 Authority in All Other Matters. In all other matters the Building 
Inspector shall have all authority granted him under the Provisions of the 
statute law or Town By-Laws. 


802 


BUILDING PERMIT 

The Building Inspector shall act as follows: 

802.1 No Permits in Violation of Zoning. He shall grant no permit for the 
construction, erection, removal or alteration of any building or structure 
which is designed or intended to be used for a purpose in violation of this By- 
Law. 

802.2 Posting of Permit. He shall, upon granting a permit, not later than 
twelve hours thereafter cause a copy to be posted on the property to which it 
relates in a conspicuous location thereon. 

802.3 Date of Issuance. He shall issue no permit for the construction, 
erection, alteration or removal of any building until after three days from 
the time of filing of application. 


803 


OCCUPANCY PERMIT 

803.1 Occupancy and Compliance with Zoning. No building hereafter 
erected or altered shall be occupied or used in whole or in part for any 
purpose whatsoever, and no change of use shall hereafter be made on any 
land or in any building or part thereof, until a certificate of occupancy and 
compliance shall have been issued by the Inspector of Buildings and in case 
of dwellings and buildings accessory to dwellings also by the Chairman of 
the Board of Health, stating that the building and - or use complies with the 
provisions of this By-Law, other By-Laws or State laws. 

803.2 Application for Certificate. Applications for certificates of occupancy 
and compliance shall be filed coincident with the application for building 
permits and shall be issued or refused in writing for cause within five days 
after the Inspector of Buildings has been notified in writing that the erection 
or alteration of such buildings has been completed. 

803.3 Recording of Certificates. A record of all certificates of occupancy 
and compliance shall be kept on file in the office of the Inspector of Buildings 
and copies shall be furnished upon request to any person having a pro- 
prietary or tenancy interest in the property. 

803.4 Accessory Buildings. Buildings accessory to dwellings when com- 
pleted at the same time shall not require a separate certificate of occupancy. 
803.5 Issuance of Temporary Certificates. Pending the issuance of a 
regular certificate, a temporary certificate may be issued for a period not 
exceeding six months, during the completion of alterations or during partial 
occupancy of a building pending its completion.

803.6 Conditions on Issuance of Temporary Certificates. Such certiticate 
shall not be issued except under such restrictions and provisions as will 
adequately insure the safety of occupants. 

803.7 Issuance and Failure to Comply. No temporary certificates shall be 
issued prior to its completion, if the building fails to conform to the 
provisions of the building laws and State laws or of this By-Law to such a 
degree as to render it unsafe for the occupancy proposed. 


804 


BOARD OF APPEALS 

804.1 Powers of Zoning Board of Appeals. There shall be a Board of Appeal 
consisting of five members, which shall have all the powers and authority 
and be subject to all the duties as provided in Chapter 40A, Section 15, of the 
General Laws, and any amendments. thereto. 

804.2 Acting as Subdivision Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeal hereby 
established shall also act as the Board of Appeal required under the 
provisions of Section 81 Z of Chapter 41 of the General Laws relating to 
Subdivision Control and any amendments thereto. 


804.3 Appointment of Regular Members. The Selectmen shall appoint five 
members, one of such members to be nominated by the School Committee, 
one nominated by the Planning Board, one nominated by the Board of 
Health, one nominated by the Board of Assessors and one nominated by the 
Board of Public Works. 
804.4 Appointment of Associate Members. The Selectmen shall also an- 
nually during the month of April nominate and appoint two associate 
members of the Board of Appeal who shall act as members thereof in the 
absence of any member or members of the Board, when requested by the 
Board of Appeal. Said associaté menibtrs s shall have the power of regular 
members in the performance of their duties, and shall be subject to the 
provisions of the Zoning By-Law relative to members of the Board of Appeal. 
The Selectmen may at any time appoint an associate member to fill an 
existing vacancy. 
804.5 .Terms of Office. The terms of the members shall be as follows: 

Member nominated by Planning Board and Board of Health, two years. 
Member nominated by Board of Assessors and Public Works, one year. 
Member nominated by School Committee, three years, said terms to 
originally commence on May 1, 1925. Thereafter, as terms of any member 
expires, or his office becomes vacant from any cause, his successor shall be 
nominated and appointed in the same way in which such office was 
originally filled and for the term of three years. 

No member of the Board of Appeal shall serve more than one term 
consecutively. 
804.6 Residence Requirements. Members of said Board of Appeal shall be 
residents of Stoneham, shall hold office during such residence until their 
successors are duly qualified and may be removed after hearing, by the 
Selectmen. 
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804.7 Chairman. A chairman of said Board and in his absence an acting 
chairinan shall be chosen by and from the members thereof. 

804.8 Interest in Matters Before Board. No member shall act in any case in 
which he is interested financially or otherwise. 


805 


APPEALS AND HEARINGS 

805.10 Provisions for Hearings. Hearings may be held on appeal from 
actions of the Building Inspector, or prior to the issuance of a permit 
requiring a public hearing by the Board of Appeal, in the following specified 
instances, but not limited thereto: 

805.11 Cause of Grievance. When any person is aggrieved by an order, act 
or refusal of the Building Inspector to issue a permit. 

805.12 Aggrieved Others. When any property owners are aggrieved by the 
granting of a permit who have a personal interest therein. 

805.13 .Exceptional Uses. When application is made for a permit which 
would allow an exceptional use in any District. Such permitted but ex- 
ceptional uses in any District include, but are not limited to, those uses 
specified in Subsections 315.3, 315.4. 

805.14 Temporary Permits. When application is made for a temporary 
permit, as provided for in Subsection 807. 

805.15 Earth Removal. When application is made for the removal of earth 
in accordance with provisions of Subsection 631. 

805.16 Restoration. When application is made to restore, reconstruct or 
continue after abandonment a non-conforming use where damage has been 
in excess of specified limits, as provided for in Section 730. 

805.20 Wherein Notice Required. In all of the instances specified above by 
the provisions of Subsection 805.10, wherein a public hearing is required 
before acting on an appeal or authorizing the issuance of a permit by the 
Building Inspector, notice shall be given in compliance with the following 
specified procedure: 

805.21 Notice of Grievance. Wherein appeal upon grievance is provided for 
in 805.11, within ten days from the date when notice of an aggrieving order, 
act, or refusal of the Building Inspector shall have been delivered, appeal 
may be taken therefrom to the Board of Appeal by delivery of written notice 
to the Inspector and the Board of Appeal. 

805.22 Notice of Permit Refusal. Where a permit is required, as specified 
in 805.13, 805.14, 805.15, 805.16, there must be provided a public hearing prior 
to issuance. Therefore, the Building Inspector shall refuse to issue such 
specified permit upon required application, without such prior hearing. Such 
refusal shall be subject to the same notice provisions as 805.21 above. 


805.23 Notice of Hearing to Owners and Others. The Board of Appeal shall, 
hold a public hearing thereon upon notice specified in 805.21 and 805.22 and 
after sending a written notice delivered by mail, postpaid, to the petitioner 
and to the owners of all property in the immediate vicinity deemed by the 
Board to have interest therein, or to be affected thereby, as they appear on 
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the most recent tax list; and the notice of said hearing shall also be ad- 
vertised in a newspaper published in the Town of Stoneham so as to conform 
to the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40A, Section 17 and any amend- 
ments thereto. 


806 


EXCEPTIONS BY BOARD OF APPEAL 

When in its judgment the public welfare will be substantially served and the 
appropriate use of neighborhood property will not be substantially injured, 
the Board of Appeal may in a specific case after public notice and hearing 
and subject to appropriate safeguards determine and vary district 
regulations in harmony with their general purpose and intent as follows: 
806.1 Extension of Non-Conforming Use. Permit the extension of a non- 
conforming use or building upon the lot occupied by such use or building at 
the time of the passage of these By-Laws. 

806.2 Extension into Other Districts. Permit the extension of a building or 
use into a more restricted district immediately adjacent thereto but not 
more than fifty (50) feet beyond the boundary line of the district in which 
such building or use is authorized. 

806.3 Gasoline Stations. Permit the erection of a gasoline or oil selling 
station. 

806.4 Housing Authority. To aid and cooperate in the planning, con- 
struction or operation of an elderly housing project by the Stoneham Housing 
Authority as provided for under the provisions of Chapter 121 B, Section 23 of 
the General Laws, the Board of Appeals may, upon application by the 
authority, grant an exception to any regulations or restrictions contained in 
the Zoning By-Laws for that housing project for which application has been 
submitted. 

806.5 This Sub-section of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Stoneham shall 
be valid only ifArticlé23 is votedby the Annual Town Meeting of 1973, or 
subsequent thereto approved by the Attorney General in accordance with 
provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 32, said Sub-section (806.5) 
being identical in meaning with provisions of said Article, as follows: 

806.5 Motels. Permit the erection of a motel in a Limited Business District, 
subject to all applicable provisions of Section 380 and Section 480. 
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TEMPORARY PERMITS 

In undeveloped sections of the town and in built-up sections where some good 
reason exists, the Board of Appeal may grant temporary and conditional 
permits for a period of not more than one year at a time, subject to a single 
renewal for buildings and uses which do not conform to use regulations of the 
district, provided that such permits are made subject to such conditions as 
shall safeguard the character of the district and are granted in accordance 
with procedure provided in Article 8, Section 805, Subsection 805.14. 
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808 


ACTION BY BOARD OF APPEAL 

808.1 Actions Allowed. After hearing as provided in Subsection 805, the 
Board shall affirm, reverse or modify the order, act or refusal appealed 
from, or act as required in regard to permits. 

808.2 Basis for Action. The Board may vary or modify the application of 
the Zoning By-Laws in accordance with their true purpose and intent, or 
when a literal interpretation would result in manifest injustice, provided 
that no such decision shall conflict with the spirit of said By-Laws. 

808.3 “Required Vote. The concurring vote of all except one member of the 
board shall be necessary to reverse any order or decision of any ad- 
ministrative official under Chapter 40A or to decide in favor of any applicant 
on any matter upon which it is required to pass under any zoning ordinance 
or by-law, or to effect any variance in the application of any such ordinance 
or by-law. 

808.4 Inability of Member. In case of the inability of any member to act, 
the Chairman of the Board may designate any Associate Member to act 
temporarily in his place. 

808.5 Specification of Reasons, and Notice. Each decision shall specify the 
variations and exceptions allowed, if any, and the reasons therefor, and a 
certified copy shall be delivered to each party in interest within 10 days after 
the decision. 


809 


CONDITIONAL PERMIT 

809.1 Sites Lacking Frontage. Every request for a building permit in a 
location which does not abut on a street which is laid out and accepted as a 
traveled way, or which has not been built to subgrade, so that said way or 
street is passable for fire apparatus and other teaming, or which abuts on a 
street or way in which there is no public sewer or in which there is no water 
available for connection with the building after completion shall be referred 
to the Board of Appeal. 

809.2 Report on Site. Upon receipt of such application said Board shall, 
within a reasonable time thereafter, examine the said premises and after 
said examination shall issue a report, a copy of which shall be submitted to 
the person or persons applying for the permit, which said report shall state 
the possibility of water connection, sewer service or the construction of an 
accepted way abutting said premises. 

809.3 Issuance of Permit. A copy of said report shall be kept on file in the 
office of the Inspector and after said report has been rendered, said In- 
spector may issue a permit, if the plans and specifications comply with all 
existing requirements. 


Section 810 


SITE PLAN APPROVAL 
810.10 Requirements for Site Plan. .In all classes of zoning districts, no 
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buildings, or any building accessory thereto, intended to be used for 
residential purposes by three families or more shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, or established in a building not theretofore used for such 
occupancy, and no commercial buildings shall be constructed or externally 
enlarged, and no commercial use shall be expanded in ground area or 


es‘ablished in an existing building not theretofore used for commercial 
purposes except in conformity with a detailed topographical site plan 
bearing an endorsement of approval by the Board of Selectmen. Said Site 
Plan shall show, among other things, all existing and proposed buildings, 
structures, parking spaces, loading areas, driveway openings, driveways, 
service areas, and other open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and 
other waste disposal and for surface water drainage, and all landscape 
features (such as walks, fences, walls, planting areas and greenbelts) on the 
lot. 
810.20 Definitions Applicable to Site Plans. For the purposes of this Section 
810, the following uses shall be considered as commercial purposes and all 
buildings designed, arranged or constructed for, or occupied by, one or more 
of such uses shall be considered as commercial buildings: 
810.21 Any of the uses allowed by the Zoning By-Law as a matter of right or 
permissible on a special permit in a non-residential zone but not allowed or 
permitted in a residential zone except the following uses allowed in a 
residential zone: 

Telephone Office. 
810.22 Farm, stock farm, truck garden, nursery or greenhouse upon which 
items are produced for the purpose of sale, including salesrooms for the sale 
of such products raised in or upon any of them. 
810.30 Procedure for Approval: 
810.31 Any applicant desiring approval of a Site Plan under this section 
shall submit said plan with five (5) copies, with application for approval 
thereof to the Building Inspector who shall refer the plans and application to 
the Board of Selectmen. 
810.32 The Building Inspector shall act as the liaison for the Board of 
Selectmen and present said plans to all of the various departments and 
boards of the town who are expected to pass on any of the aspects of the plan 
and shall also appear, where feasible, at the formal site plan hearing and 
any continuances thereof. 
810.40 General Conditions for Approval. In considering a site plan under 
this section, the Board of Selectmen shall assure, to a degree consistent with 
a reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by the 
regulations of the district in which located: 
810.41 Protection of adjoining premises against detrimental or offensive 
uses on the site. 
810.42 Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement 
within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or im- 
provements. 
810.43 Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewage, refuse and other 
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wastes resulting from the uses permitted or permissible on the site, and the 
methods of drainage tor surface water. 

810.44 Adequacy of space for the off-street loading and unloading of 
vehicles, goods, products, materials and equipment incidental to the normal 
operation of the establishment. 

$10.50 Authority of Board. The Board of Selectmen shall have power to 
modify or amend its approval of a Site Plan on application of the owner, 
lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, or upon its own motion if such power is 
reserved by the Board in its original approval. All of the provisions of this 
Section applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to such 
modification or amendment. 

810.60 Jurisdiction and Rules. 

810.61 In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section 810, the Board shall 
conform to all requirements of procedure including provisions for notice and 
hearings and appeals under the Zoning Enabling Act, Chapter 40A, Section 4, 
where applicable, to accomplish the interest and purposes of zoning as 
specified in Chapter 40A, Section 2 and Section 3. 

810.62 The Board shail adopt rules for Site Plan Approval not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Zoning By-Law for conducting its business and 
otherwise carrying out the purposes of the Zoning Enabling Act. 


ARTICLE 9 
STATUTORY AND LEGAL REFERENCE 
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AMENDMENT OR REPEAL OF BY-LAW 

901.1 Notice and Vote. This By-Law shall not be amended or repealed until 
after public notice shall have been given by publication in all newspapers 
published in Stoneham and in no case except by a two-thirds vote of a Town 
Meeting held for this purpose. 

901.2. Referral to Planning Board. Every article inserted in the warrant 
relating to any proposed amendment or repeal of this By-Law shall be 
referred to the Planning Board for consideration and report. 


902 
SEPARABILITY 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not affect the 
validity of any section or provision thereof. 


903 

OTHER TOWN BY-LAWS 

Nothing herein contained shall be constructed so as to repeal or nullify any 
existing By-Law or regulation of the Town but shall be in addition thereto. 
Where the subject matter herein contained is elsewhere regulated the more 
stringent provision shall prevail.

ACTS OF THE LEGISLATURE ON ZONING ACCEPTED BY THE TOWN 
OF STONEHAM 

904.01 G.L. Chapter 40, Sections 25-30 inclusive. Accepted March 31, 1925. 
904.02 G.L. Chapter 40, Section 30A, Appeals for variance of Zoning By-Law. 
Accepted October 28, 1946. 

904.03 G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 8, which provide: 

‘“‘no proposed ordinance or by-law, making a change in any existing zoning 
ordinance or by-law which has been unfavorably acted upon by a city council 
or town meeting, shall be considered on its merits by the city council or town 
meeting within two years after the date of such unfavorable action unless the 
adoption of such proposed ordinance or by-law is recommended in the final 
report of the Planning Board or Selectmen required by section six’’. 
Accepted March 21, 1955. 

904.04 G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 20, which provide: 

‘no appeal or petition under paragraph three of section fifteen for a 
variance from the terms of such an ordinance or by-law with respect to a 
particular parcel of land or building thereon, and no application under 
paragraph two of section fifteen for a special exception to the terms of any 
such ordinance or by-law, which has been unfavorably acted upon by the 
board of appeals shall be considered on its merits by said board within two 
years after the date of such unfavorable action except with the consent of all 
but one of the members of the Planning Board or of the Board of Selectmen 
in a town having no Planning Board, provided however than an annulment of 
a favorable decision of said board by the court pursuant to the authorization 
contained in section twenty one shall not constitute unfavorable action 
within the meaning of this section.’’

ARTICLE 10 


DEFINITIONS 


1000.1 For the purpose of this By-Law, certain words or phrases herein shall 
be interpreted as follows, except where the context clearly indicates the 
contrary; words used in the singular include the plural, words used in the 
present tense include the future tense, the word ‘‘person’”’ includes a cor- 
poration as well as an individual, the word ‘‘lot’’includes the word ‘“‘plot”’ or 
‘parcel’, the word ‘“‘shall’’ is always mandatory, and the word ‘‘used’’ Or 
‘“‘occupied”’ as applied to any land or building shall be construed to include 
the words ‘‘intended, arranged or designed to be used or occupied’’. 

1000.2. Specific Words or Phrases.For the purpose of this By-Law, certain 
terms or words herein shall be interpreted as follows: 

Accessory Use or Structure:A use or structure subordinate to the 
principal use of a building on the same lot and serving a purpose customarily 
incidental to the use of the principal building. 

Apartment House: Is a building arranged or intended or designed to be 
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occupied by three or more families living independently of each other, and 
doing their cooking upon the premises, or by three or more individuals or 
groups of individuals living independently but having a common heating 
system, 

Automobile Repair Shop: Same as Motor Vehicle Repair Shop. 

Board of Appeal: The Board of Appeal of the Town of Stoneham. 


Body Shop: A building, or part thereof used for only the minor struc- 
tural repairs and refinishing of motor vehicles for renumeration, in which all 
such repairs are conducted entirely within the building, and in which there is 
no sale of gasoline or other motor vehicle fuel or oil or other lubricating 
substance or of motor vehicle accessories except incidental to the structural 
repair of motor vehicles as mentioned above. 

Building: Any structure having a roof for the shelter, housing or en- 
closure of persons, animals or property of any kind. 

_Building Placement: The term ‘“‘no building shall be placed’’ shall 
include, in referring to a building, any garage attached thereto, except 
uncovered steps, and placement shall indicate that said building shall not be 
built, altered, enlarged or removed to within some specified distance of a lot 
line, street line or other building or specified structure. 

Building, Principal: A building in which is conducted the main or 
principal use of the lot on which said building is situated. 

Business Stable: A building or part of a building, in which one or more 
horses belonging to the owner or tenant of the premises are kept and used in 
connection with the business of the owner or tenant for other purposes than 
sale, rent or hire. 

Certificate of Occupancy and Compliance: A statement signed by the 
Building Inspector setting forth either that a building or structure complies 
with the provisions of this By-Law, or that a building, structure or parcel of 
land may lawfully be employed for specified uses, or both. | 

Church or Other Place of Worship: A church, temple, synagogue, 
mosque, or other similar place of worship. 

District: A district or a zone shall be any portion of the territory of the 
Town of Stoneham within which certain uniform regulations and 
requirements or various combinations thereof shall be applied under the 
provisions of this By-Law. 

Dwelling: Any building not a lodging house, tenement house, boarding 
house or hotel, all or any part of which is occupied as the home or residence 
of an individual or family, or of two or more families or individuals, living 
independently of each other, and whether built singly or as a part of a two 
family or a multiple dwelling, and whether using independent or common 
entrances and halls, stairways, or cellar. 

.Family: A group of person living together whether related by birth or 
not, and may consist of one or more persons. 

Frontage: The distance between lot sidelines measured along the street 
lines. In the case of lots having all or part of the frontage on, or adjacent to, a 
street curve, the length of the curve lying within the bounds of one street will 
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be a portion of the frontage on the same street. Where two streets intersect’ 
on a corner lot, the bisector of the angle formed by the extensions of the 
closest points of tangency to the corner will be taken as the dividing line for 
the portion of a curve which lies on one or the other street. 

Garage Repair Shop: A part of a garage where minor structural 
repairs are made to motor vehicles for profit by means of lathes, vises, and 
other appliances, but not by means of heavy machinery. 

Gasoline Selling Station: A building, part of a building, lot or part of a 
lot, used in connection with tanks, pumps, or other appliances for supplying 
motor vehicles with gasoline, compressed air, oil, water and similar sup- 
plies, but not for the purpose of storing or parking motor vehicles. 

Height of a Building: The vertical distance above the top of foundation 
at the street frontage of the lot to the extreme high point of a building or 
structure. 

Height Limit: A fixed vertical distance taken at the top of foundation. 
The height limit in feet shall not apply to chimneys, ventilators, skylights or 
tanks usually carried above roofs, nor to domes or spires of non-residential 
buildings. 

Hotel: A building designed for occupancy as the temporary residence 
of individuals who are lodged with or without meals and in which no 
provision is made for cooking in any individual room or suite, but wherein 
personal services are supplied, and to which the accustomed means of ac- 
cess are not private motor vehicles and in which there is a common means of 
access to individual rooms or suites. 

Lot: A parcel of land which is or may be occupied by a building and 
accessory buildings including open spaces required under the By-laws. 

Lot, Corner: A lot abutting upon two (2) or more streets at their in- 
tersection or upon two parts of the same street. 

Lot Line: The established division line between parcels of property, 
public or private. 

Lot Lines: Lot lines of a corner lot which borders on adjacent lots shall 
be considered as side lot lines. The front lot line of a lot having a frontage on 
more than one street shall be the street line having the shorter dimension. 

Motel: A building designed for occupancy as the temporary residence 
of individuals who are lodged with or without meals and in which no 
provision is made for cooking in any individual room or suite, and wherein 
personal services are at a minimum, and to which the accustomed or usual 
means of access are private motor vehicles to be parked or garaged on the 
premises. 

Motor Vehicle Repair Shop: A building or part of a building in which 
repairs are made to motor vehicles, or a repair shop in a garage or other 
building in which heavy machinery is used. An automobile school or motor 
vehicle paint shop shall be regarded a motor vehicle repair shop. 

Multiple Dwelling: A dwelling or building designed and used ex- 
clusively for residential purposes by more than two families, each suite 
having an independent entrance from the ground and halls, but no con- 
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nection with each other except in such portion as may be a two family 
dwelling and divided one another by party walls or floors or both. 

Non-Conforming Building: A non-conforming building is a building the 
use or construction of which does not conform in whole or in part to the use or 
construction regulations of the district in which the building is located. 

Non-Conforming Use: A non-conforming use is a use which does not 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which such use exists or 
might be introduced. 

Parking Space: An area on not less than 200 square feet, net, exclusive 
of access or maneuvering area, or ramps, or columns, to be used exclusively 
as a temporary storage space for motor vehicles. 

Planning Board:. The Planning Board of the Town of Stoneham. 


Private Garage: A garage solely for private use and having no business 
connected therewith. A garage shall be considered as attached to another 
building if connected thereto by any construction of which a roof forms a 
part. 

Public or Semi-Public Building or Use: A building or use owned or 
operated by a local County, State or Federal Governmental Agency. 

Public Garage: A garage conducted as a business. 

Public Stable: The term ‘Public Stable’’ means any stable not included 
within the definition of a business stable. 

Setback or Line of Setback: The distance from the street line to part of 
structure nearest the street measured at right angles to the street line, not 
including cornices, free standing walls and fences. 

Single Family Dwelling: A dwelling built singly and apart from any 
other building and designed and used exclusively for residential purposes by 
one family or individual. 

Special Permit: The words ‘‘Special Permit’? where used in this By- 
Law shall mean special permit granted as an exception under Section 4 of 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws. 


Special Permit Use: A use of a building or lot or an action upon 
premises which may be permitted under this By-Law only upon application 
to the Board of Appeals for an exception and subject to the approval of the 
Board of Appeals and the conditions stipulated. 

Street: A street is a public way or a way opened and dedicated to the 
public use which has not become a public way, except alleys; and shall be 
synonymous with ‘‘Roads’’, ‘‘Avenues’’, ‘‘Highways’’, and ‘‘Parkways’’, 
and other terms commonly applied to public ways. 

Street Line: The line dividing the street from private property. 

Street Width: The measured distance between street lines. 

Structure: Anything constructed or erected, the use of which demands 
a permanent location in the soil or attached to something having a per- 
manent location in the soil. 

Use: A manner of utilizing by design or intent land or buildings for a 
purpose, or purposes, including maintaining premises, occupying premises, 
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erecting, aitering, restoration, enlargement, or moving a building or 
structure upon land to accomplish said purpose or purposes. 

Yard: An open space, which lies between the principal building or 
group of buildings and the nearest lot line not allowing said principal use or 
building, and unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward except 
as herein permitted: 

a. Yard, Front: An open space extending the full width of the lot bet- 
ween a principal building and the front lot line, not allowing said principal 
use or building, unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward ex- 
cept as may be specified elsewhere in this By-Law. 


b. Yard, Rear: An open space extending the full width of the lot bet- 
ween a principal building and the rear lot line, not allowing said principal 
use or building, unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward ex- 
cept as may be specified elsewhere in this By-Law. 


c. Yard, Side: An open space extending from the front yard to the rear 
yard between a principal building and the nearest side lot line, unoccupied 
and unobstructed from the ground upward except as may be specified 
elsewhere in this By-Law. In the absence of either of said front or rear yards, 
said open space will be taken as extending from the front to the rear lot lines.

secondary sign affixed to such wall whether or not such wall contains an 
entrance to the establishment, provided however, that no establishment 
shall have more than two (2) secondary signs in any event. The area of the 
secondary sign or signs shall not exceed fifty (50) percent of the maximum 
permissable area of the sign on the building front. In addition to the 
foregoing sign or signs, there may be one directory of the occupants or 
tenants of the building affixed to the exterior wall of the building at each 
entrance to the building. Such directory shall not exceed an area determined 
on a basis of one (1) square foot for each occupant or tenant of the building. 


d. Gasoline Stations and Garages: Gasoline selling stations and 
garages may if they elect to do so, divide the one exterior sign affixed to the 
front wall of the building, to which they are entitled as herein above 
provided, into separate signs affixed to and parallel to such wall and in- 
dicating the separate operation or departments of the establishment, 
provided however, that the total of the area of the separate signs shall not 
exceed the maximum area permitted under this By-Law for a single exterior 
sign on such wall. In addition, one sign, standing or otherwise, indicating the 
company whose gasoline motor vehicles or equipment are being sold, may 
be erected, of such type, in such location, and in such manner as the Board of 
Appeals may permit. The standard type of gasoline pump bearing thereon in 
usual size and form, the name or type of gasoline and the price thereon shall 
not be deemed to be in violation of this By-law.

Agreeable to the warrant signed by the Selectmen on February 13, 1973, 
and in accordance with the vote of adjournment at the annual Town Election 
held on March 5, 1973, the inhabitants of the Town of Stoneham qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs met in the Junior High School on Monday, 
March 12, 1973, at 7:30 o’clock in the evening. 


Tellers were appointed to check the names of voters entering the Junior 
High School and the check lists showed that five hundred and fifty-seven 
attended the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator and the warrant read. 


VOTED that the second reading of the motion by the Moderator be 
dispensed with. 


VOTED that no new article of the warrant be taken up after 11:00 P.M. 
this evening. 


VOTED that a 10 minute limit on debate be established per speaker on 
each motion. 


Article 2. VOTED that the Selectmen be authorized to appoint all other 
town officers whose appointment is not otherwise provided for by law. 
UNANIMOUS. 


Article 3. VOTED that the reports of town officers and committees as 
printed in the Annual Town Report for the year 1972 be accepted. 


Voted to accept progress report of the Stoneham Library Building 
Committee, as follows: 


At the annual Town Meeting of March, 1972, Article 19 voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000.00, for the purpose of 
engaging an architect to prepare preliminary architectural drawings, and 
such engineering and library services as may be required for the future 
construction of a Library Building, to be located on land formerly known as 
the Old Armory, and located at the corner of Main Street and Flint Avenue, 
and said appropriation to be raised from revenue of the current year. 
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And in Article 20 voted that the Town direct the Moderator to appoint a 
Committee of five (5), at l3ast one member to be a member of the Board of 
Library Trustees, which Committee shall have all the powers and duties 
necessary to carry out all votes under the warrant of this meeting or sub- 
sequent meetings concerning the Library Building, referred to in the 
previous article. 


On July 3, 1972, Town Moderator Philip J. McColgan appointed the 
Library Building Committee consisting of Chairman Lawrence A. Lang, Jr., 
Max J. Klainer, William McIntosh, Elizabeth S. Garbarino, and Frances A. 
Akell. 


Our first meeting was held September 13, 1972. At this time discussion 
consisted of ways of obtaining the best architectural and consultant service 
available. A notice was placed in the Dodge Reports, and 48 architects 
replied requesting that they be considered for this project. The Building 
Committee considered fer this project. The Building Committee considered 
their qualufications, work experience, and references and selected 14 firms. 
These 14 firms were interviewed at the rate of 2 or 3 an evening. 


After the interviews the group was narrowed down further to 3 firms 
who returned for a second interview. After a great deal of consideration we 
have retained the services of James C. Hopkins Associates, Inc., 36 Com- 
mercial Wharf, Boston, Massachusetts, as architect for the new Library 
Building. 


James C. Hopkins Associates, Inc., has recently designed libraries in 
Marlboro, Foxboro, Belmont, and Winchester. In Winchester the firm 
designed the original library and the recent addition. Mr. Hopkins designed 
the Robin Hood School in Stoneham. 


Mr. Hopkins has had conferences with the Library staff, the Board of 
Library Trustees, and the Massachusetts Bureau of Library Extension, in 
order to formulate a program and to determine the needs of a library which 
would be adequate for the Town of Stoneham.

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Voted to accept the Stoneham Police Station Building Committee's 
annual report, as follows: 


At the 1971 Town Meeting, under Articles numbered 37, 38, 39, the Town 
Moderator appointed the following persons to be the Stoneham Police 
Station Building Committee, to see that a new Stoneham Police Station was 
built from funds donated by Mrs. Angie Crockett, in loving memory of her 
Husband James B. Crockett, together with funds from the Town of 
Stoneham. 


The committee appointed, included: Chief Bernard C. Vacon, 
Chairman; Lt. Dominic A. Lucci, Secretary; Mrs. Mildred Schweiger; Mrs. 
Ann Prevett; Mrs. June McTaggart; Mr. William Reid; and Mr. Bennie 
Pasquariello. 


The first committee meeting was held on April 7, 1971, with all members 
present, and the selection of an architect was discussed, as well as a 
discussion and review of sites for said station. 


It was decided, after several meetings, that this station should be 
located on Central Street, at the corner of Common Street, at the north side 
of the Town Hall. 


Thirty-one (31) architects made application for consideration, and the 
committee, after considerable investigation, selected eight (8) for in- 
terviews. Hughes and McCarthy of Natick, Massachusetts were duly 
selected as the architects to make the plans for the building, in as much as 
they had spent considerable time designing plans for other police depart- 
ments in other locations. Hughes and McCarthy were then officially selected 
at the meeting held on May 3, 1971. 


The architects, who were understandably familiar with police station 
design, compiled the plans and specifications and the job was let-out on bid. 
Following the bid opening on August 24, 1971, the contract was awarded to 
the Paone Construction Company of Winchester, Massachusetts, as the low 
contract bidder. 


The Police Station Building Committee had a total of approximately 
forty (40) meetings from it’s inception to the completion of the building. 


The building was occupied by the Police Department on December 11, 
1972, and Open-House was held for the people of Stoneham on Election Day, 
March 5, 1973. 


Attached is a breakdown of accounts incurred by this committee.

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Voted to accept report of the Committee to Investigate the Im- 
plementation in Stoneham of Possible Alternatives to Future School Con- 
struction, as follows: 


I. The committee was appointed by the Town Moderator in accordance 
with the affirmative vote on Article 4 of the Warrant of the Special Town 
Meetin, January 5, 1972. The article read as follows: 


Article 4: Direct the Moderator to appoint a Committee of Seven (7), one 
member to be a member of the School Committee, to investigate the im- 
plementation in Stoneham of possible alternatives to future school con- 
struction to satisfy the educational needs of the Stoneham Schools, including 
but not limited to, the various extended school year plans now being used 
elsewhere and that the Committee report its findings at the 1973 Annual 
Town Meeting. 


II. The article dictated the following Objective for the Committee In- 
vestigation: 


To investigate the implementation, in Stoneham, of possible alternatives 
to future school construction to satisfy the educational needs of the 
Stoneham Schools, including but not limited to, the various extended school 
year plans now being used elsewhere. 


III. Four task areas were established for initial study: 


1. Enrollment figures for each school in 1972 and 1973. 

2. Current and planned use of all school facilities in 1972 and 1973. 

3. Develop location and information on extended school year plans in 
other communities. 

4. Committee walk through of all school facilities during the fall months 
of 1972. 


IV. In pursuing its objective the committee sought to uiilize the con- 
siderable experience and knowledge of its members, and others, in 
discussion and evaluation of the task areas. The “‘tenor of our times’’ was 
deemed to be a relative factor to the many facets falling within the field of 
educational needs. 


1. Past, present and projected enrollments were reviewed and 
discussed. Enrollments have dropped in each of the three (3) years since 
1969 and the present Stoneham school facility needs center around the 
facilities for kindergartens, new programs, inadequacy or obsolescence, 
rather than increasing numbers of students as in the past. 
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2. Visits were made to all school buildings, adjacent areas and one other 
building under control of the School Department. Prime interest was given 
to maintaining the desirable concept of neighborhood schooling for kin- 
dergarten through fourth grade. This is consistent with the sound philosophy 
to have educational facilities to serve the best interest of the user - ‘“‘The 
children of the Town of Stoneham.”’ It is pertinent that educational practices 
in earlier eras, when some Stoneham schools were designed and con- 
structed, differ from those of the current period. Of particular note were the 
inadequate facilities for Learning Disabilities, Library, Health and 
Guidance in various of the elementary schools. Physical education facilities 
at these schools are adequate outside but marginally sufficient inside at 
East, South and Emerson. (Low ceilings, posts, cement floors, stages etc.) 
There will be a change in facilities at those neighborhood schools where 
alterations will be made to accomodate kindergarten classes in 1973. The 
overall excellence of the core facilities at the Junior High School was duly 
recognized. It is known that some areas, adjacent to school grounds, are not 
desirable environments and the high school does not, at present, have 
adequate outside Physical Education Areas. Several other local buildings 
were visited and in follow-on discussion a determination was made that 
buildings known to the committee, other than those currently in use by 
private schools, would not provide suitable educational facilities for 
Stoneham children. It is pertinent to mention that obsolescence of school 
buildings takes place in the same general manner as other types of 
buildings. 

3. Written and verbal information on various types of extended school 
days, weeks and years was discussed. A report on a specific town school 
system was given to each member of the committee. A request was sent to 
one town school department for permission to visit and obtain first hand 
information on their extended day operation. The request was not granted. 
There are known to be many “‘pros and cons’”’ relating to some of the ex- 
tended facility and personnel use plans. At this writing consideration of 
extended school time is best suited for future study. 


V. The committee is cognizant of several changes made by the School 
Department in facilities utilization and plans for incorporating kindergarten 
space for 1973 classes. With this in mind we respectfully suggest that con- 
sideration be given to the following recommendations: 


1. Make a study on the feasibility of converting the present Junior High 
School to a four (4) class High School for Grades 9 through 12. 

2. If recommendation number 1 is deemed feasible make a further study 
in altering selected areas of neighborhood elementary schools to provide 
adequate space and facilities for Learning Disabilities, Library, Health and 
Guidance and kindergartens. 


3. Upon completion of action on recommendations number 1 and number 
2, reappraise the school system’s capability to provide adequate educational 
facilities for kindergarten through Grade 8. 
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4. Make a desirable environmental area by clearing and grading all 
vacant, wooded and unwooded, land area generally east and northeast of 
current High School land to the Veterans Housing and Pomeworth Street 
Grounds. 

5. If the planned new library is constructed consider transfer of the 
current library to the School Department. 


This report, as read at the March 12, 1973 Annual Town Meeting, is 
hereby submitted to the Town Clerk for recording and retention.

VOTED that the Town amend Article XI of the By-laws of the Town of 
Stoneham, entitled, ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’, by striking out 
under Annual Rate, the item ‘‘Sealer of Weights & Measures $1,700.00 and 
inserting in place thereof the item ‘‘Sealer of Weights & Measures”’ $2,100.00. 
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Article 7. 


VOTED that the Town amend Article XI of the ByLaws of the Town of 
Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by adding to 
Section 12, as follows: Section 12A, paragraphs (1), (2), (3), (4), (5), (6) and 
(7). 


Section 12A. Sick Leave. 


(1) Every full time employee not covered by Collective Bargaining, who 
has completed his probationary period shall be granted sick leave with pay 
for absence caused by illness or by injury, or exposure to contagious disease, 
(non-occupational). Illness does not include pregnancy or maternity but 
may include complications therefrom. 


(2) Sick leave shall accrue at the rate of 1 44 days for each month of 
actual service not to exceed fifteen (15) working days in any calendar year. 
Unused sick leave may be accumulated from year to year. On termination of 
employment, unused sick leave shall lapse and shall not be compensated. 


(3) An employee who is sick has the responsibility to notify his im- 
mediate superior of his intended absence as soon as possible. The Town may 
request a doctor’s certificate or other satisfactory evidence of illness for 
absences in excess of three (3) working days, or before or after scheduled 
days off, vacations or holidays or after a pattern of absences has developed. 
In any of the above situations the individual claiming illness has the burden 
of establishing eligibility for sick leave. 


(4) The Town shall provide each employee with an annual report of sick 
leave credit. 


(5) Each employee hired on or before December 31, 1971, will be credited 
with three (3) sick days for each or any part of a year, of service. Each 
employee hired on or before January 1, 1972 but not later than December 31, 
1972 will be credited with one year of service for the purpose of applying the 
preceding sentence. Each employee hired on or after January 1, 1973 will 
accrue sick leave under paragraph (1). 


(6) Extension of paid sick leave in excess of accumulated credit can be 
made only upon recommendation of the Department head, or Supervisory 
Authority, after review by the Personnel Board. In determining whether 
sick leave extension will be granted, the prior attendance performance of 
the employee and unused vacation leave are significant factors for con- 
sideration. 
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(7) These sick leave rules shall supersede any pre-existing policy, 
practice, rule, execution order or vote under which sick leave was granted at 
the discretion of the Department head. 


Article 8. 


VOTED that the Town amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the Town of 
Stoneham entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’ by adding to 
Section 12, as follows: Section 12B, paragraphs (1), (2), (3), and (4). Section 
12B. Bereavement: 


(1) In the event of a death in the immediate family of a full-time em- 
ployee, he shall be paid up to three days for otherwise working time within 
the period from the date of the death through the day after the Funeral 
Service. 


(2) Immediate family shall include only the employee’s mother, father, 
brother, sister, spouse or child. A full-time employee will be paid up to one 
day’s pay for otherwise scheduled working time for the purpose of attending 
the funeral of one of his in-laws, aunt, uncle or grandparents. 


(3) In-laws is interpreted to mean the mother-in-law, father-in-law, 
sister-in-law and brother-in-law of an employee but is not intended to include 
the brothers-in-law or sisters-in-law of the employees wife or husband. 


(4) Paragraphs (1), (2), and (3) shall apply only to full-time employees 
not covered by Collective Bargaining. 


Article 9. 


VOTED that the Town amend Article XI of the By-laws of the Town of 
Stoneham, entitled, ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’, by deleting in 
its entirety, subsection (c) under Section 5, and inserting in place thereof the 
following: 


(c) Increment shall become effective on the anniversary date following 
employment for those whose employment commences with the Town on or 
after July 1, 1974. . 


Article 10. It was moved and seconded that the Town vote to amend 
Article XI of the By-laws of the Town of Stoneham, entitled, ‘‘Wage, Salary 
and Classification Plan”’ by striking out in its entirety paragraph (3), under 
Section 13, subsection (e), and inserting in place thereof the following: 
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(3) Director of Public Health. 


Definition: Administrative, supervisory and inspection work in the 
Town Public Health program; related to work as required. 


Distinquishing characteristics; Works under the general direction of the 
Board of Health. Performs varied and :esponsible duties requiring con- 
siderable judgment in applying state laws and local regulations to 
frequently changing conditions and problems. Makes frequent contact with 
State and Local Health Officials, trained medical personnel; operators and 
managers of various plants and establishments handling food products; and 
the general public. Exercises supervision over a small group of depart- 
mental personnel. Considerable effort required to detect and correct errors 
which could be costly in terms of inadequate standards of public health and 
sanitation. 


Some physical effort demanded while performing duties under con- 
ditions involving minor disagreeable factors or exposure to communicable 
diseases. 


Examples of Work: Administers and coordinates public health 
programs and services in accordance with established policies. Enforces 
state health laws and rules and regulations of the local Board of Health; 
inspects dairy farms and riding stables, stores and pasteurization plants; 
makes bacteriological analyses of milk samples taken in the field and eating 
utensils. Processes applications, issues certain permits and licenses, han- 
dies complaints and investigates alleged nuisances; inspects new sewage 
disposal systems. 


Inspects child care centers, nursing homes, recreation areas and food 
handling establishments; swimming pools, public and private schools, 
hospitals, theaters and condemns all buildings determined unfit for human 
habitation. 


Desirable Qualifications: High School graduation, supplemented by 
formal training in public health administration; five years’ experience in 
conducting inspections in the field of food service operations; qualifications 
as licensed sanitarian or certified Health Officer or any equivalent com- 
bination of education and experience. 


Thorough knowledge of the laws, rules and regulations pertaining to 
public health sanitation and of the approved methods and equipment used in 
handling food products. Ability to enforce and interpret regulations firmly, 
tactfully and impartially. 


It was moved and seconded that the subject matter of this Article be 
indefinitely postponed. So voted. 
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It was moved and seconded to reconsider the vote of indefinite post- 
ponement on Article 10. This motion was NOT carried. 


Article 11. 


It was moved and seconded that the Town vote to amend Article XI of 
the By-laws of the Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and 
Classification Plan’’, by adding to Section 13, as follows: subsection (L). 


(L) Assistant Assessor. General Statement of Duties: Under general 
direction of the Board of Assessors, to gather necessary information (i.e. 
measuring, listing, etc.) to appraise Real and Personal Property for tax 
purposes; to attend all meetings of the Board and to perform related work as 
required. Qualifications: Must be a High School graduate and preferably a 
College graduate. Shall hold one or more of the following professional 
designations: Member of Appraisal Institute (MAI), Society of Real Estate 
Appraisers (SRA), Certified Assessing Examiner (CAE), Certified 
Massachusetts Assessor (CMA), or shall have qualified as an expert Real 
Estate Witness before the Superior Court or the Appelate Court of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. He may qualify for the position by virtue 
of past training and experience of no less than five years in Assessing or 
Appraising work. Should have a basic knowledge of building construction, 
should be familiar with State laws regarding assessing, should have the 
ability to read maps, plans and subdivisions, and to estimate land values for 
tax purposes. Should have some previous experience in office management 
and the keeping of records. Must be of good moral character, with 
references as to integrity and honesty. Must be familiar with the three ap- 
proaches to value for ad valorem purposes. Some basic knowledge of 
computer operations would be desirable. 


It was moved and seconded that the subject matter of this article be 
indefinitely postponed. So voted. 


It was moved and seconded to reconsider the vote of indefinite post- 
ponement on Article 11. This motion was NOT carried. 


Article 12. 


It was moved and seconded that the Town vote to amend Article XI of 
the By-laws of the Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and 
Classification Plan’’, by adding to Section 13, as follows: subsection (m), the 
position of Executive Secretary as detailed in Article 12 of the warrant for 
this meeting. This motion was NOT carried. 


It was moved and seconded to reconsider the subject matter of this 
article. This motion was NOT carried. 
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VOTED to adjourn at 10:50 P.M. to meet in the Stoneham Junior High 
School on Thursday, March 15, 1973 at 7:30 o’clock in the evening.

Town Conservation Land and accompanied by and under the effective 
control of some person. The owner or keeper of any such dog that is 
not restrained shall be punishable by a fine of not more than Ten Dol- 
lars ($10.00) for each offense. 


B) It shall be the duty of the Dog Officer to apprehend any dog 
not restrained as required by Section A of this Article, and to confine 
or cause to be confined said dog as provided herein. Any unlicensed dog 
so apprehended shall be confined and otherwise dealt with by the Dog 
Officer as required by Law. Any dog so apprehended which is licensed 
and owned or kept in this Town shall be confined until the earlier of its 
being reclaimed by said owner or keeper as provided herein, or until 
the tenth day following the day on which such dog is apprehended. If 
such licensed dog is not reclaimed as provided herein, within said ten- 
day period, the Dog Officer shall take one of the alternative courses 
of action which Section 151A of Chapter 140 of the General Laws, or 
any act in replacement thereof or amendment thereto, requires to be 
taken with respect to unlicensed dogs not licensed, collared or har- 
nessed and tagged within the ten-day period provided therein. 


C) Promptly following the apprehension and confinement by the 
Dog Officer of any such dog, licensed, said officer shall mail to the 
licensed owner thereof, a notice of such apprehension and confinement, 
which notice shall include a statement of the last date on which said 
dog may be reclaimed as provided therein. The Dog Officer shall also 
promptly inform the Stoneham Police Department of such apprehension 
and confinement and of the description of such dog. Licensed dogs con- 
fined by the Dog Officer pursuant to this article shall be confined in a 
place suitable for the detention and care of dogs and kept in a sanitary 
condition; or they may be placed in the care of the holder of a kennel 
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license or of a charitable corporation incorporated exclusively for the 
purpose of protecting animals from cruetly, neglect or abuse. 


D) The owner or keeper of any licensed dog confined as provided 
for in this Article may reclaim such dog upon payment of the costs 
and charges incurred by the Town for such apprehension and confine- 
ment and care of such dog, said charges to be $5.00 for the apprehen- 
sion of such dog, plus care charges for said dog of $2.00 for each full 
or partial day of confinement in a pound owned or leased by, or under 
the control of the Town or the Dog Officer. If the dog is confined in 
a place other than a pound owned or leased by or under the control 
of the Town or the Dog Officer, the care charges to be paid hereunder 
shall be the actual charges incurred by the Town or the Dog Officer 
for such confinement. No licensed dog confined as provided in the 
Article may be reclaimed until the owner or Keeper thereof shall have 
paid all such costs to the Dog Officer. The Dog Officer shall pay over 
to the Town Treasurer all sums paid to him, said sums to be applied 
to the cost of enforcing this article.

This ordinance hereby authorizes the creation of a Moratorium 
Housing Commission for the duration of the moratorium with one mem- 
ber appointed from the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, Board of 
Public Works, School Committee, Board of Assessors, Board of Health; 
two members from the Stoneham Housing Authority, and two mem- 
bers-at-large appointed by the moderator. 


The Commission shall make recommendations to the town and 
prepare necessary warrant articles for action by the town at the next 
annual town meeting after the adoption of this article. Thereby the 
town may meet a minimum obligation to provide subsidized low-to- 
moderate income housing consistent with the intent of Chapter 774, 
Acts of 1969, in a manner which promotes the health, safety, conven- 
ience, morals and welfare of its inhabitants. YES, 202; NO, 14.

ARTICLE 1 
PURPOSE 


Section 100 


STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 

This By-Law is created for the purpose of promoting the health, safety, 
convenience, morals and welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Stoneham, as provided by Chapter 40A, of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, by regulating and restricting the height, 
number of stories, the size of buildings and structures, the size and width of 
lots, the percentage of lots that may be occupied, the size of yards, the 
density of population, and the location and use of buildings, structures, and 
land for trade, industry, residence and other purposes, thereby: ‘ 
100.1 encouraging the most appropriate use of land, 

100.2 preventing overcrowding of land, 

100.3 conserving the value of land and buildings, 

100.4 lessening congestion of traffic, 

100.5 preventing undue concentration of population, 

100.6 providing adequate light and air, 

100.7 reducing the hazards from fire and other danger, 
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100.8 assisting in the economical provision of transportation, water, 
sewerage, schools, parks and other public facilities, and 
100.9 preserving and increasing the amenities of the town. 


Section 110 


INTERPRETATION 

In their interpretation and application the provisions of this By-Law shall be 
held to be the minimum requirements adopted for the promotion of the 
above purposes. 


Section 120 

APPLICATION OF REGULATIONS 

This By-Law shall not be deemed to affect in any matter whatsoever any 
easements, covenants or other agreements between parties; provided, 
however, that where this By-Law imposes a greater restriction upon the use 
of buildings or land, or upon the erection, construction, enlargement of 
buildings, than are imposed by other By-Laws, rules, regulations, cer- 
tificates or other authorizations, or by easements, or covenants, or 
agreements, the provisions of this By-Law shall prevail. Except as 
hereinafter provided, the following general regulations shall apply:

APPLICABILITY TO LAND AND BUILDINGS 


No building shall be erected, moved, altered, rebuilt, or enlarged, nor shall 
any land or building be used, designed or arranged to be used for any pur- 
pose or in any manner except in conformity with this By-Law and par- 
ticularly with the District Use Regulations for the district in which such 
building or land is located.

NUMBER OF BUILDINGS ON A LOT 

Every building hereafter erected shall be located on a lot as defined herein. 
There shall be not more than one main building and its accessory buildings 
on one lot, except for nonresidential buildings or apartments in districts 
where such uses are permitted, and in the latter instance only with the 
permission of the Planning Board, in accordance with provisions of Chpt. 41, 
Sec. 81Q, G.L.

SEPARATE YARDS 

No yard or other open space provided about any building for the purpose of 
complying with the provisions of these regulations shall be included as any 
part of the yard or open space for any other building; no yard or any other 
open space on one lot shall be considered as a yard or open space for a 
building on any other lot, except for the use of open space for parking, as 
provided for in Sub-section 516. 
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DIVIDING A LOT 

Should a lot hereafter be formed from the part of a lot already occupied by a 
building, such separation shall be effected in such manner as not to impair 
conformity with any of the requirements of this By-Law with respect to the 
existing building and, all yards and other required spaces in connection 
therewith, and no permit shall be issued for the erection of a building on the 
new lot thus created unless it complies with all the provisions of this By-Law.

These districts are defined and bounded as shown on the ‘Zoning Map of the 
Town of Stoneham, Massachusetts’’ dated March 1967, and filed in the office 
of the Town Clerk, which, with its amendments enacted from time to time, 
and notations, is hereby made a part of this By-law. 


For purposes of codification, from the effective date of approval of this

Where any uncertainty exists as to exact location of boundary lines, the 
location shall be determined by the Inspector of Buildings provided, 
however, that any persons affected by this decision may appeal to the Board 
of Appeal in the manner provided in Article 8, Section 805. 


ARTICLE 3 
DISTRICT USE REGULATIONS 


Section 300 

DISTRICT USE 

In addition to all uses permitted by Article 3 herein, provision is made in this 
By-law for non-conforming use by Article 7, and for appeal, exceptions, 
conditional and temporary permit under Article 8 having to do with Ad- 
ministration. 

The word ‘‘use”’ as used herein is defined in Article 10. 

Special or limited conditions on use are specified within the terms of this 
section by sub-sections 301 et seq.

ACCESSORY USES - GENERAL

(d) regulation of the size of signs such as to advertise such use within a 
building shall be in accordance with the Sign By-Law of the Town of 
Stoneham, referenced by Article 6, Section 610, Subsection 611 of this By- 
Law. 

313.8 The office or studio of a physician, dentist, lawyer, architect, artist, 
musician, teacher or other professional person residing on the premises 
provided there is no display visible from the street, with the same provisions 
as 313.7 (d) above in respect to signs.

EXCEPTIONAL USES 

The following specified exceptional uses are permitted in Residence *‘A”’ 
Districts: 

315.1 An existing double or duplex house if injured by fire may be recon- 
structed. 

315.2 A detached single house may be altered and used as a place of 
residence for two families, provided the building placement on the lot 
complies with the setback restrictions for two-family houses. 
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315.3 Buildings may be altered and premises used for the following pur- 
poses: semi-public, philanthropic, charitable, or religious institutions, 
hospitals, not including a correctional institution or place of detention, in 
accordance with Article 8, Section 805. 

315.4 New buildings used for the following purposes: semi-public, 
philanthropic, charitable or religious institutions, may be erected in ac- 
cordance with Article 8, Section 805, providing for a hearing by the Board of 
Appeals.

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ARTICLE 4 
DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


Section 400 


All dimensions specified herein shall be effective, but with exceptions as 
provided for. 

400.1... Exceptions to Setback Area.Where to an extent of fifty percent of the 
space between two streets, or in a space of four hundred feet, on one side of 
the street, front yards of uniformly greater depth than specified hereunder 
have been established or provided for by common agreement or by private 
building restrictions, or where through common usage they exist, the depth 
of the front yards so established, provided for or existing shall be the front 
yard depth under this By-Law for such street or portion of a street. Where in 
a similar space and to a similar extent front yards of varying depth but all of 
a greater depth than fifteen feet are so established, provided for or existing, 
the minimum depth so established, provided for or existing shall be the front 
yard depth under this By-Law for such street or portion of a street. 
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EXCEPTIONS UNDER BOARD OF APPEAL 

The Board of Appeal may give permission, in accordance with Article 8, Sub- 
section 805.11, for lesser distances in specific cases where unfavorable 
topography makes it difficult to conform to the provisions of Sections herein 
having to do with Residence ‘‘A’’, Residence ‘‘Al’’, Residence ‘‘B”’ and One- 
Family Districts, or where any parcel of land, the boundaries of which have 
remained unchanged since the passage of this By-Law dated March 31, 1925, 
is of such peculiar size or shape that is not reasonably possible for the owner 
to make beneficial use of such parcel in conformity with the provisions of 
this By-Law relating to area and setback lines within Residence ‘‘A’”’, 
Residence ‘‘Al’’ and One-Family Districts. 

402 

GENERAL EXCEPTION TO HEIGHT RESTRICTIONS 

As an exception, schools and municipal buildings may contain three stories 
and be forty-five (45) feet in height. 


404 


AVERAGE SETBACK 
As an exception, if a dwelling is one of a series of three contiguous house lots, 
the setback required shall be the average of said existing lots. 


405 


MAIN STREET SETBACK 
405.10 Except as provided for in Article 8, Section 805, on appeal, where the 
Board of Appeals may permit a lesser distance under conditions where 
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unfavorable topography makes compliance with this Sub-section im- 
practical, no building may be placed within fifteen (15) feet of the street line 
in the following areas along Main Street: 

405.11 On the westerly side between Marble Street and Maple Street. 

405.12 On the westerly side.between Montvale Avenue and North Street. 
405.13 On the easterly side between Summer Street and Hancock Street. 
405.14 On the easterly side between Pleasant Street and North Street. 

405.20 On both sides of Main Street, from Collincote Street north to the 
northerly boundary of Stoneham, no part of any structure used for other than 
residential purposes, or accessory to such use, shall be built, altered, 
enlarged or moved within fifty feet of the street line.

VISION CLEARANCE AT CORNER LOTS 

406.1 Vision Clearance, Residence ‘‘A’’ and ‘'B’’ Districts. 

Vision Clearance on Corner Lots in Residence ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B”’ Districts, and 
One Family Districts. 

On a corner lot no fences, wall or structure, planting or foliage more than 3- 
'\» feet in height above the plane of the established grades of the streets shall 
be erected in any part of a front or side yard herein established, that is in- 
cluded within the street lines at points which are twenty feet distant from 
their point of intersection measured along said street lines which will 
materially obstruct the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching a street 
intersection. 

406.2 Vision Clearance, Retail, General Business and Industrial district. 

On a corner lot no fences, wall or structure, planting or foliage, more the 3-12 
feet in height above the plane of the established grade of the streets shall be 
erected in any part of a front or side yard herein established, that is included 
within the street lines at points which are seven feet distant from their 
distant from their points of intersection, measured along said street lines, 
which will materially obstruct the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching 
a street intersection. This shall not apply to structures above the first story. 


407 


EXTENSIONS OF BUILDINGS 

Under provisions for Setback in Residence ‘‘A’’ and Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts 
specified in Sub-sections 414.2, 444.1 and 444.2, cornices may be extended two 
(2) feet and chimneys and one story portions three and one-half (3-12) feet 
nearer a lot line, private way or other building. 


Section 410 


Residence ‘‘A’’ DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified the following dimensional requirements apply: 


411 
LOT SIZE 
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411.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot area of ten 
thousand (10,000) square feet. 

411.2 As an exception, new buildings for semi-public, philanthropic, 
charitable or religious institutions may be erected provided there is a 
minimum lot area of one (1) acre, in accordance with procedures provided 
for by Article 8, Section 805 for a hearing by the Board of Appeals.

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

412.1 The height of buildings in Residence ‘‘A”’ Districts shall not exceed 
forty (40) feet or two and one-half (2-'2) stories.

STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTH 


413.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 
ninety (90) feet.

SETBACKS AND YARDS 

414.1 No part of a building may be placed as defined inArticle 10,by the term 
“building placement”’, within fifteen (15) feet of any street, nor within ten 
(10) feet of a side line, nor within three feet of any other lot line, nor within 
twenty (20) feet of any other building, not an accessory building, on the same 
lot, except as follows: 

414.2 As an exception, in the case of a duplex or semi-detached house, no 
part of a building may be placed within fifteen (15) feet of any street, nor 
within thirty (30) feet of a side line. 

414.3 As an exception, on lots of under fifty (50) feet frontage a building may 
be built to eight (8) feet of a side lot line, provided such lot or lots shall not 
have been altered or changed in size as of record in the Registry of Deeds 
since the passage of the original Zoning By-Law.

Zoning By-Lawn may be extended to six feet of the side lot line where the 
existing building is within twelve feet thereof and may be extended to four 
feet of the side lot line if the existing building is within ten feet thereof, 
provided that the ground area covered shall not exceed one hundred square 
feet.

423.1. There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 
two hundred (200) feet.

The same requirements as Sub-section 4]4 for Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts 
except for omitting the provisions of 414.6 herein. 


Section 430 


ONE FAMILY DISTRICTS 

For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply: 
The same requirements as Section 410 for Residence ‘‘A’”’ Districts 
except for omitting the provisions of Sub-section 414.6 herein. 


Section 440 


RESIDENCE ‘‘B”’ DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply: 


441 

LOT SIZE 

441.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot area of seven 
thousand (7,000) square feet. 

441.2. There shall be provided a minimum lot depth of one hundred and 
seventy-five (175) feet for the construction of apartment buildings. 


442 

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

442.1 The same requirements as 412.1. 

442.2. As an exception, apartment houses shall not be restricted to two and 
one-half stories provided they shall not exceed forty (40) feet in height. 
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443 
STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTHS 


443.1 There shall be provided for each building a minimum lot frontage of 


seventy (70) feet. 
443.2 Asan exception, all apartment buildings constructed in the Town after 


May 17, 1962 shall be provided with a minimum frontage of one hundred and 
fifty (150 feet.

447.1 The maximum density of dwelling units per acre shall be forty (40). 
Such density shall apply to apartments constructed after May 17, 1962. 


448 


RECREATION SPACE 
448.1 Fifteen (15) percent of the gross area of a site for apartments con- 
structed after May 17, 1962 shall be devoted to use as a recreation area. 


Section 450 


RETAIL BUSINESS DISTRICTS 
For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply: 
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451 
LOT SIZE 


451.1 All dimensional ‘“‘Lot Size’’ requirements applicable to use in 
Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts as specified in Section 410 herein, and in Residence 
‘“B”’ Districts as specified in Section 440 herein, shall apply to the same uses 
in Retail Business Districts. 

451.2 Alunch cart or portable diner shall be erected and maintained on a lot 
only unless said lot shall have a minimum area of fifteen thousand (15,000) 
square feet. 

451.3 Gasoline or oil selling stations, as provided for by Article 8, Section 
806, may be erected on a lot having a minimum area of ten thousand (10,000) 
square feet. 


452 

HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS 

452.1 All dimensional ‘‘Height of Building’’ requirements applicable to 
uses in Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 412 herein and in 
Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts as specified in Section 442 herein shall apply to the 
Same uses in Retail Business Districts. 

452.2 For other uses the height limit is forty (40) feet. 


453 


STREET FRONTAGE AND LOT WIDTH 

453.1 All dimensional ‘‘Street Frontage’’ requirements applicable to uses in 
Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 413 herein and in 
Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts as specified in Sub-section 443 herein shall apply to 
the same uses in Retail Business Districts. 

453.2. Alunch cart or portable diner shall be erected and maintained on a lot 
only if such lot shall have a minimum frontage of one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet. 

453.3 Gasoline or oil selling stations, as provided for in Article 8, Section 806, 
may be erected on a lot having a minimum frontage of one hundred (100) 
feet. 


454 

SETBACKS AND YARDS 

454.1 All dimensional ‘‘Setbacks and Yards’’ requirements applicable 
to uses in Residence ‘‘A’”’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 414 herein, 
and in Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 444 herein, shall 
apply to the same uses in Retail Business Districts. 

454.2 For Retail Business uses, at the junction of Stevens and Franklin 
Streets, and the area opposite thereto on the southerly side of Franklin 
Street, the same setback as applies to Residence ‘‘A”’ uses, as provided for in 
414.1, but without the subsequent exceptions 414.2 et seq. applicable to 
residence dwellings.

455.1 All dimensional ‘‘Lot Coverage’ requirements applicable to uses in 


Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, as specified in Section 445 herein, shall apply the 
same uses in Retail Business Districts.

456.1 All dimensional ‘Maximum Length of Structure’ requirements ap- 
plicable to uses in Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 446 
herein, shall apply to the same uses in Retail Business Districts.

457.1 All dimensional ‘‘Dwelling Unit Density”’ requirements applicable to 
uses in Residence ‘‘B”’ Districts, as specified in Section 447 herein, shall 
apply to the same uses in Retail Business Districts.

RECREATION SPACE 

458.1 All dimensional ‘‘Recreation Space’ requirements applicable to uses 
in Residence ‘‘B’’ Districts, as specified in Sub-section 448 herein, shall 
apply to the same uses in Retail Business Districts.

For all uses as specified, the following dimensional requirements apply:

463.1 The same requirements as specified for Retail Business in Sub-section 
453, where Retail Business is a permitted use of land and buildings in a 
General Business District.

164.1 The same requirements as specified for Retail Business in Sub-section 
454, where Retail Business is a permitted use of land and buildings in a 
General Business District. 


Section 470 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS: the following specified dimensional 
requirements apply:

OFF-STREET PARKING 

All new or substantially altered uses or structures in any District shall be 
provided with off-street automobile parking facilities to at least the extent 
required in Sub-section 518 below.

APPLICABILITY 

No application for a permit for such parking structure or use shall be ap- 
proved unless there is included with the application for a permit a plot plan 
showing such parking facilities.

MANEUVERING AREAS 

Such parking facilities shall be designed with appropriate maneuvering 
areas and with appropriate vehicular access to a street or alley.

SURFACING 

Such parking facilities shall be suitably graded, surfaced and drained so as 
to dispose of all surface water without detriment to surrounding uses..

LOCATION ON SITE 

Such parking facilities may be provided within or outside a structure, above 
or below ground.

COMBINING BY USE 

The required parking for any two or more uses or structures may be 
provided by the allocations of the total of the various spaces required for 
each use or structure in a common parking facility cooperatively 
established and operated.

SEPARATE FACILITIES 

Such parking facilities may be provided on the same lot or premises as the 
use and structure for which they are intended or in any lot of same use of 
which at least a substantial portion is within 600 feet of such use or structure, 
or on a lot which is within 600 feet of such use or structure and is in a less 
restrictive zone.

MINIMUM APPLICABILITY 
The regulations of this Section 510 shall not apply to any use or structure 
whose required minimum parking under the above schedule would amount 
to 10 parking spaces or less.

518.04 For all other places of public assembly, auditoriums, theaters or 
halls, one parking space for every four seats or other unit of expected at- 
tendance. 
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518.05 For office buildings, one parking space for every 600 square feet ot 
rentable space. 

518.06 For retail business and personal service establishments, one parking 
space for every 300 square feet of selling space. 

518.07 For wholesale, storage, or industrial establishments, one parking 
space for every three persons employed at any one peak period. 

518.08 For Apartment Buildings, one and one half parking spaces per 
dwelling unit. All parking shall be located to the rear of the front of the 
building line. 


519 


SCREENING ABUTTING PROPERTY 

Abutting properties in Residence Districts shall be protected from light, as 
follows: 

519.10 All illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as not to shine 
upon abutting properties in Residence Districts. 

519.20 Properties in Residence Districts, other than the use served by the 
parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from headlight 
glare by either: 

519.21 A strip at least four (4) feet wide, densely planted with shrubs or 
trees which are at least four (4) feet high at the time of planting and which 
are of a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense screen at 
least six (6) feet high within three (3) years, or 

519.22 A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five (5) feet 
high, but not more that six (6) feet above finished grade. Such wall barrier, 
or fence may be opaque or perforated provided that not more than fifty (50) 
percent of the face is open. 


519.23 Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all times, and 
shall not be permitted, except for trees, to exceed six (6) feet in height within 
required side yard. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal 
entrances and exits. 


Section 520 
REGULATION OF AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE USES 


521 

DEFINITION OF AUTOMOTIVE SERVICES 

For the purposes of this section, an Automotive Service is defined as any one 
of the following, including any appurtenances or accessory uses associated 
with the same: 

521.1 Gasoline or oil-selling stations where use is provided for in Article 8, 
Section 806. 

521.2. Public Garage 

521.3. Automobile Repair Shop 
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521.4 Greasing Station

RESTRICTIONS AS TO USE 

The following restrictions apply to any Automotive Service as defined 
herein: 

522.10 No Automotive Service may be placed within fiftv (50) feet on the 
street line of any Residence District 

522.20 No driveway to premises used by an Automotive Service shall be in 
any part within fifty (50) feet of any Residence District. 

522.30 No Automotive Service shall have any entrance or exit for motor 
vehicles within six hundred (600) feet of the property used by the following: 
522.31 Any public or private school having more than twenty-five (25) 
pupils. 

522.32 public library 

522.33 church 

522.34 playground 

522.35 institution for the sick, dependent, or for children under sixteen years 
of age having provision for not less than ten imates. 

523 

GASOLINE SELLING STATIONS 

Gasoline Selling Stations may engage in light repair work on motorcycles, 
passenger automobiles and delivery vehicles of not more than one-half ton 
rated capacity, provided that: 

523.10 such business is not conducted with any store or stand selling 
refreshments, food or groceries, and 

523.20 said light repairing shall not include nor involve the following: 

523.21 body or fender work 

523.22 painting 

523.23 plating 

523.24 the manufacture of new replacement parts 

523.25 the use or operation of machinery other than air compressors, 
requiring over one-half horsepower for its operation. 


ARTICLE 6 
SUPPLEMENTARY REGULATIONS 


Section 610 
SIGNS, GENERAL 


The Sign By-Law of the Town of Stoneham regulates the dimensions, 
placement and use of signs within the Town. The authority for such 
regulations is conferred upon the Town by General Laws, Chapter 93, Sec- 
tion 29, and Chapter 143, Section 3, as amended. For purposes of notification, 
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but not as a portion in force of the Zoning By-Law, the following Sub-sections 
specify the relevant Sign By-Law, or as subsequent reprints of this By-Law 
becomes available:

ADVERTISING SIGNS 

For the permitted use of premises for a profession as provided for in Sub- 
section 317.8, and for the use of premises for customary home occupations, 
as provided for in Sub-section 317.7, a sign advertising the use therein is 
permitted not to exceed nine (9) inches in width and twenty-four (24) inches 
in length. 


612 

REAL ESTATE SIGNS 

In all Districts, where uses as specified for Residence Districts are provided 
for, real estate signs advertising the sale, rental or lease of the premises 
upon which such uses are located are permitted but not to exceed twenty- 
four (24) inches by thirty (30) inches in dimension. 


Section 620 
CONDITIONS LAID ON LOTS 


621 


EXISTING LOTS SMALLER THAN MINIMUM REQUIRED 

621.1 In any District, where a lot has existed as a lot of record prior to the 
effective date of this By-Law and such lot fails to meet the minimum area or 
frontage width of the District in which located, and such lot has been owned 


separately from any adjoining lot or lots, a building permit for a permitted 
use shall be issued in accordance with the provisions in Section 5A of Chapter 


40A, such effective date or dates referring to the first time or times such 
minima were effective. 

621.2 If contiguous lots are under one ownership, the owner shall be 
required to add to such lot any land adjoining, in his ownership, in order to 
permit a lot to be created that can meet requirements as far as possible. 


Section 630 
CONDITIONS LAID ON USE OF LAND 


631 


EARTH REMOVAL 

631.1 The removal of sod, loam, sand, clay, gravel or stone from any 
residence district, as a business enterprise, shall be deemed non-conforming 
uses of premises. Such uses shall be permitted, as variances, only under 
special permission of the Board of Appeal in the manner provided for in 
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Article 8, Sub-section 805.15, and under such conditions as the Board shall 
impose. 

631.2 Such conditions as the Board of Appeals shall impose shall tend to 
protect the Town and the district so as not to adversely affect the scheme of 
growth laid down in the Zoning By-Law, nor tend to impair the beauty of the 
Town or district, nor result in injury because of the method of removal of 
such material and such conditions shall be made a part of the permit.

MOBILE HOMES OR TRAILERS

VARIANCE FOR TRAILER USE 
A single trailer, with or without wheels, used as a place of habitation may be 
permitted, as a variance, provided it is connected to a town sewer and water 
and its electrical service is metered separately from any other source, in 
accordance with and subject to a written permit therefor issued by the 
Building Inspector, provided a variance has been granted by the Board of 
Appeal after a public hearing duly held according to the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham.

No such variance shall be granted by the Board of Appeal which in its 
judgment would adversely affect the health, safety, convenience, character 
and welfare of the neighborhood or of the Town.

DURATION OF PERMIT 


Each permit issued pursuant to the provisions of this By-Law shall be for 
such period or periods and on such terms and conditions as the Board of 
Appeal shall determine and shall be revocable at the discretion of the Board 
of Appeal and - or the Building Inspector.

NON-WAIVER OF CONDITIONS 

The Building Inspector shall not waive or alter restrictions or conditions 
imposed by the Board of Appeal but may make any additional regulations he 
deems mecessary within the scope of the variance as granted by the Board 
of Appeal.

Section 710 


NON-CONFORMING USES, GENERAL 

Any use existing in any building or on any premises at the time of the 
passage of this By-Law may be continued in the same building or the same 
part thereof or on the same premises, although not conforming to the use 
regulations of the district in which said building or premises is located.

CHANGES OF NON-CONFORMING USE 

No non-conforming use shall be changed, moved or extended on any 
premises and no building devoted to a non-conforming use or uses in whole 
or in part shall be structurally or substantially altered or reconstructed or in 
any way enlarged or extended unless such non-conforming use or uses are 
changed to a use or uses authorized in the district in which the building is 
located as hereafter provided.

NON-CONFORMING MANUFACTURING USE 

As an exception, any non-conforming manufacturing use existing at the time 
of passage of the original By-Law (March 31, 1925) in any building or on any 
premises may be continued on the same location, and such a building or 


premises may also be used for any purpose set forth in Section 360 under the 
head of General Business. 


Section 720 


NON-CONFORMING USE EXTENDED OR MOVED 

A non-conforming use may be extended or moved in any building provided 
that the building is not structurally or substantially changed and provided 
also that in a Residence or Commercial District a non-conforming use is not 
extended or moved to any building designed, arranged or extended to a 
conforming use.

NON-CONFORMING BUILDING DESTROYED OR DAMAGED 

Where a non-conforming building is destroyed or damaged to such an extent 
that restoration to its condition before being damaged would cost more that 
sixty percent of the cost to reproduce new the entire building, it shall not be 
restored or reconstructed unless the building and all its uses shall be made to 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which the building is located, 
unless the Inspector of Buildings and Board of Appeal grant permission to 
restore or reconstruct the building, and to continue any non-conforming use 
therein in accordance with procedure provided in Article 8, Sub-section 
805.16 of this By-Law.

ABANDONMENT OF NON-CONFORMING USES 

The abandonment of a non-conforming use of a building or premises for a 
period of six months or more shall cause said building or premises to con- 
form to the use reguations of the district in which such building or premises 
is located, unless the Board of Appeal grants permission to continue any non- 
conforming use in accordance with the procedure provided in Article 8, Sub- 
section 805.16 of this By-Law. 


ARTICLE 8 
ADMINISTRATION 


801 


ENFORCEMENT 

801.1 Building Inspector as Enforcing officer. The Building Inspector ap- 
pointed under provision of the Building By-Law shall enforce the provisions 
of this By-Law. 

801.2 Inspection for Violation If the Inspector shall be informed or knows 
that any provision of this By-Law has been, or is being violated he shall in- 
spect the property where violation exists. 

801.3 Notice of Violation. If the Inspector shall find any such violation as 
specified in 801.2 above, he shall give notice in writing to the owner or his 
authorized agent and to the occupant of premises that any use of building or 
structure contrary to this By-Law shall immediately cease. 

801.4 Revokation of Occupancy Permit. If after such notice as specified in 
801.3 above, the building or structure is used contrary to provisions of this 
By-Law or if any owner or occupant fail to obey a lawful order of the In- 
spector in respect to any violation of this By-Law he may revoke the permit 
for occupation of the premises. 

801.5 Complaint and Injunction. Upon such failure to obey as specified in 
801.4 above, the Inspector shall make complaint to the court having 
jurisdiction thereof or apply to the Superior Court for an injunction or order 
restraining the further use of premises and shall take any aiid all such action 
as may be necessary to enforce this By-Law. 


801.6 Authority in All Other Matters. In all other matters the Building 
Inspector shall have all authority granted him under the Provisions of the 
statute law or Town By-Laws. 


802 

BUILDING PERMIT 

The Building Inspector shall act as follows: 

802.1 No Permits in Violation of Zoning. He shall grant no permit for the 
construction, erection, removal or alteration of any building or structure 
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which is designed or intended to be used for a purpose in violation of this By- 
Law. 

802.2. Posting of Permit. He shall, upon granting a permit, not later than 
twelve hours thereafter cause a copy to be posted on the property to which it 
relates in a conspicuous location thereon. 

802.3 Date of Issuance. He shall issue no permit for the construction, 
erection, alteration or removal of any building until after three days from 
the time of filing of application. 


803 

OCCUPANCY PERMIT 

803.1 Occupancy and Compliance with Zoning. No building hereafter 
erected or altered shall be occupied or used in whole or in part for any 
purpose whatsoever, and no change of use shall hereafter be made on any 
land or in any building or part thereof, until a certificate of occupancy and 
compliance shall have been issued by the Inspector of Buildings and in case 
of dwellings and buildings accessory to dwellings also by the Chairman of 
the Board of Health, stating that the building and - or use complies with the 
provisions of this By-Law, other By-Laws or State laws. 

803.2 Application for Certificate. Applications for certificates of occupancy 
and compliance shall be filed coincident with the application for building 
permits and shall be issued or refused in writing for cause within five days 
after the Inspector of Buildings has been notified in writing that the erection 
or alteration of such buildings has been completed. 

803.3 Recording of Certificates. A record of all certificates of occupancy 
and compliance shall be kept on file in the office of the Inspector of Buildings 
and copies shall be furnished upon request to any person having a pro- 
prietary or tenancy interest in the property. 

803.4 Accessory Buildings. Buildings accessory to dwellings when com- 
pleted at the same time shall not require a separate certificate of occupancy. 
803.5 Issuance of Temporary Certificates. Pending the issuance of a 
regular certificate, a temporary certificate may be issued for a period not 
exceeding six months, during the completion of alterations or during partial 
occupancy of a building pending its completion. 

803.6 Conditions on Issuance of Temporary Certificates. Such certiticate 
shall not be issued except under such restrictions and provisions as will 
adequately insure the safety of occupants. 

803.7 Issuance and Failure to Comply. No temporary certificates shall be 
issued prior to its completion, if the building fails to conform to the 
provisions of the building laws and State laws or of this By-Law to such a 
degree as to render it unsafe for the occupancy proposed. 
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804 


BOARD OF APPEALS 
804.1 Powers of Zoning Board of Appeals. There shall be a Board of Appeal 


consisting of five members, which shall have all the powers and authority 
and be subject to all the duties as provided in Chapter 40A, Section 15, of the 
General Laws, and any amendments. thereto. 

804.2 Acting as Subdivision Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeal hereby 
established shall also act as the Board of Appeal required under the 
provisions of Section 81 Z of Chapter 41 of the General Laws relating to 
Subdivision Control and any amendments thereto. 


804.3 Appointment of Regular Members. The Selectmen shall appoint five 
members, one of such members to be nominated by the School Committee, 
one nominated by the Planning Board, one nominated by the Board of 
Health, one nominated by the Board of Assessors and one nominated by the 
Board of Public Works. 
804.4 Appointment of Associate Members. The Selectmen shall also an- 
nually during the month of April nominate and appoint two associate 
members of the Board of Appeal who shall act as members thereof in the 
absence of any member or members of the Board, when requested by the 
Board of Appeal. Said associaté memibtrg shall have the power of regular 
members in the performance of their duties, and shall be subject to the 
provisions of the Zoning By-Law relative to members of the Board of Appeal. 
The Selectmen may at any time appoint an associate member to fill an 
existing vacancy. 
804.5 Terms of Office. The terms of the members shall be as follows: 
Member nominated by Planning Board and Board of Health, two years 
Member nominated by Board of Assessors and Public Works, one year. 
Member nominated by School Committee, three years, said terms to 
originally commence on May 1, 1925. Thereafter, as terms of any member 
expires, or his office becomes vacant from any cause, his successor shall be 
nominated and appointed in the same way in which such office was 
originally filled and for the term of three years. 
No member of the Board of Appeal shall serve more than one term 
consecutively. 
804.6 Residence Requirements. Members of said Board of Appeal shall be 
residents of Stoneham, shall hold office during such residence until their 
successors are duly qualified and may be removed after hearing, by the 
Selectmen. 
804.7 Chairman. A chairman of said Board and in his absence an acting 
chairinan shall be chosen by and from the members thereof. 
804.8 Interest in Matters Before Board. No member shall act in any case in 
which he is interested financially or otherwise. 
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805 

APPEALS AND HEARINGS 

805.10 Provisions for Hearings. Hearings may be held on appeal from 
actions of the Building Inspector, or prior to the issuance of a permit 
requiring a public hearing by the Board of Appeal, in the following specified 
instances, but not limited thereto: 

805.11 Cause of Grievance. When any person is aggrieved by an order, act 
or refusal of the Building Inspector to issue a permit. 

805.12 Aggrieved Others. When any property owners are aggrieved by the 
sranting of a permit who have a personal interest therein. 

805.13 Exceptional Uses. When application is made for a permit which 
would allow an exceptional use in any District. Such permitted but ex- 
ceptional uses in any District include, but are not limited to, those uses 
specified in Subsections 315.3, 315.4. 

805.14. Temporary Permits. When application is made for a temporary 
permit, as provided for in Subsection 807. 

805.15 Earth Removal. When application is made for the removal of earth 
in accordance with provisions of Subsection 631. 

805.16 Restoration. When application is made to restore, reconstruct or 
continue after abandonment a non-conforming use where damage has been 
in excess of specified limits, as provided for in Section 730. 

805.20 Wherein Notice Required. In all of the instances specified above by 
the provisions of Subsection 805.10, wherein a public hearing is required 
before acting on an appeal or authorizing the issuance of a permit by the 
Building Inspector, notice shall be given in compliance with the following 
specified procedure: 

805.21 Notice of Grievance. Wherein appeal upon grievance is provided for 
in 805.11, within ten days from the date when notice of an aggrieving order, 
act, or refusal of the Building Inspector shall have been delivered, appeal 
may be taken therefrom to the Board of Appeal by delivery of written notice 
to the Inspector and the Board of Appeal. 

805.22 Notice of Permit Refusal. Where a permit is required, as specified 
in 805.13, 805.14, 805.15, 805.16, there must be provided a public hearing prior 
to issuance. Therefore, the Building Inspector shall refuse to issue such 
specified permit upon required application, without such prior hearing. Such 
refusal shall be subject to the same notice provisions as 805.21 above. 


805.23 Notice of Hearing to Owners and Others. The Board of Appeal shall, 
hold a public hearing thereon upon notice specified in 805.21 and 805.22 and 
after sending a written notice delivered by mail, postpaid, to the petitioner 
and to the owners of all property in the immediate vicinity deemed by the 
Board to have interest therein, or to be affected thereby, as they appear on 
the most recent tax list; and the notice of said hearing shall also be ad- 

vertised in a newspaper published in the Town of Stoneham so as to conform 

to the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40A, Section 17 and any amend- 

ments thereto.

EXCEPTIONS BY BOARD OF APPEAL 

When in its judgment the public welfare will be substantially served and the 
appropriate use of neighborhood property will not be substantially injured, 
the Board of Appeal may in a specific case after public notice and hearing 
and subject to appropriate safeguards determine and vary district 
regulations in harmony with their general purpose and intent as follows: 
806.1 Extension of Non-Conforming Use. Permit the extension of a non- 
conforming use or building upon the lot occupied by such use or building at 
the time of the passage of these By-Laws. 

806.2 Extension into Other Districts. Permit the extension of a building or 
use into a more restricted district immediately adjacent thereto but not 
more than fifty (50) feet beyond the boundary line of the district in which 
such building or use is authorized. 

806.3 Gasoline Stations. Permit the erection of a gasoline or oil selling 
station. 

806.4 Housing Authority. To aid and cooperate in the planning, con- 
struction or operation of an elderly housing project by the Stoneham Housing 
Authority as provided for under the provisions of Chapter 121 B, Section 23 of 
the General Laws, the Board of Appeals may, upon application by the 
authority, grant an exception to any regulations or restrictions contained in 
the Zoning By-Laws for that housing project for which application has been 
submitted. 

806.5 This Sub-section of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Stoneham shall 
be valid only ifArticlé23 is votedby the Annual Town Meeting of 1973, or 
subsequent thereto approved by the Attorney General in accordance with 
provisions of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 32, said Sub-section (806.5) 
being identical in meaning with provisions of said Article, as follows: 

806.5 Motels. Permit the erection of a motel in a Limited Business District, 
subject to all applicable provisions of Section 380 and Section 480. 
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TEMPORARY PERMITS 

In undeveloped sections of the town and in built-up sections where some good 
reason exists, the Board of Appeal may grant temporary and conditional 
permits for a period of not more than one year at a time, subject to a single 
renewal for buildings and uses which do not conform to use regulations of the 
district, provided that such permits are made subject to such conditions as 
shall safeguard the character of the district and are granted in accordance 
with procedure provided in Article 8, Section 805, Subsection 805.14. 
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808 


ACTION BY BOARD OF APPEAL 

808.1 Actions Allowed. After hearing as provided in Subsection 805, the 
Board shall affirm, reverse or modify the order, act or refusal appealed 
from, or act as required in regard to permits. 

808.2 Basis for Action. The Board may vary or modify the application of 
the Zoning By-Laws in accordance with their true purpose and intent, or 
when a literal interpretation would result in manifest injustice, provided 
that no such decision shall conflict with the spirit of said By-Laws. 

808.3 “Required Vote. The concurring vote of all except one member of the 
board shall be necessary to reverse any order or decision of any ad- 
ministrative official under Chapter 40A or to decide in favor of any applicant 
on any matter upon which it is required to pass under any zoning ordinance 
or by-law, or to effect any variance in the application of any such ordinance 
or by-law. 

808.4 Inability of Member. In case of the inability of any member to act, 
the Chairman of the Board may designate any Associate Member to act 
temporarily in his place. 

808.5 Specification of Reasons, and Notice. Each decision shall specify the 
variations and exceptions allowed, if any, and the reasons therefor, and a 
certified copy shall be delivered to each party in interest within 10 days after 
the decision. 
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CONDITIONAL PERMIT 

809.1 Sites Lacking Frontage. Every request for a building permit in a 
location which does not abut on a street which is laid out and accepted as a 
traveled way, or which has not been built to subgrade, so that said way or 
street is passable for fire apparatus and other teaming, or which abuts on a 
Street or way in which there is no public sewer or in which there is no water 
available for connection with the building after completion shall be referred 
to the Board of Appeal. 

809.2 Report on Site. Upon receipt of such application said Board shall, 
within a reasonable time thereafter, examine the said premises and after 
said examination shall issue a report, a copy of which shall be submitted to 
the person or persons applying for the permit, which said report shall state 
the possibility of water connection, sewer service or the construction of an 
accepted way abutting said premises. 

809.3 Issuance of Permit. A copy of said report shall be kept on file in the 
office of the Inspector and after said report has been rendered, said In- 
spector may issue a permit, if the plans and specifications comply with all 
existing requirements. 
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Section 810 


SITE PLAN APPROVAL 

810.10 Requirements for Site Plan. .In all classes of zoning districts, no 
buildings, or any building accessory thereto, intended to be used for 
residential purposes by three families or more shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, or established in a building not theretofore used for such 
“occupancy, and no commercial buildings shall be constructed or externally 
enlarged, and no commercial use shall be expanded in ground area or 


established in an existing building not theretofore used for commercial 
purposes except in conformity with a detailed topographical site plan 
bearing an endorsement of approval by the Board of Selectmen. Said Site 
Plan shall show, among other things, all existing and proposed buildings, 
structures, parking spaces, loading areas, driveway openings, driveways, 
service areas, and other open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and 
other waste disposal and for surface water drainage, and all landscape 
features (such as walks, fences, walls, planting areas and greenbelts) on the 
lot. 
810.20 Definitions Applicable to Site Plans. For the purposes of this Section 
810, the following uses shall be considered as commercial purposes and all 
buildings designed, arranged or constructed for, or occupied by, one or more 
of such uses shall be considered as commercial buildings: 
810.21 Any of the uses allowed by the Zoning By-Law as a matter of right or 
permissible on a special permit in a non-residential zone but not allowed or 
permitted in a residential zone except the following uses allowed in a 
residential zone: 

Telephone Office. 
810.22 Farm, stock farm, truck garden, nursery or greenhouse upon which 
items are produced for the purpose of sale, including salesrooms for the sale 
of such products raised in or upon any of them. 
810.30 Procedure for Approval: 
810.31 Any applicant desiring approval of a Site Plan under this section 
shall submit said plan with five (5) copies, with application for approval 
thereof to the Building Inspector who shall refer the plans and application to 
the Board of Selectmen. 
810.32 The Building Inspector shall act as the liaison for the Board of 
Selectmen and present said plans to all of the various departments and 
boards of the town who are expected to pass on any of the aspects of the plan 
and shall also appear, where feasible, at the formal site plan hearing and 
any continuances thereof. 
810.40 General Conditions for Approval. In considering a site plan under 
this section, the Board of Selectmen shall assure, to a degree consistent with 
a reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by the 
regulations of the district in which located: 
810.41 Protection of adjoining premises against detrimental or offensive 
uses on the site. 
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410.42. Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement 
within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or im- 
provements. 

810.43 Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewage, refuse and other 
wastes resulting trom the uses permitted or permissible on the site, and the 
methods of dramaye tor surface water, 

10.48 Adequacy of space for the off-street loading and unloading of 
vehicles, goods, products, materials and equipment incidental to the normal 
operation of the establishment. 

$10.50 Authority of Board. The Board of Selectmen shall have power to 
modify or amend its approval of a Site Plan on application of the owner, 
lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, or upon its own motion if such power is 
reserved by the Board in its original approval. All of the provisions of this 
Section applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to such 
modification or amendment. 

10.60 Jurisdiction and Rules. 

410.61 In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section 810, the Board shall 
conform to all requirements of procedure including provisions for notice and 
hearings and appeals under the Zoning Enabling Act, Chapter 40A. Section 4, 
where applicable, to accomplish the interest and purposes of zoning as 
specified in Chapter 40A, Section 2 and Section 3. 

810.62. The Board shall adopt rules for Site Plan Approval not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Zoning By-Law for conducting its business and 
otherwise carrying out the purposes of the Zoning Enabling Act. 

810.70 Delegation of Powers 

810.71 The Board of Selectmen may delegate all or any portion of the powers 
and duties expressed or implied under the provisions of Section 810 herein to 
the Board of Appeals. 


ARTICLE 9 
STATUTORY AND LEGAL REFERENCE 
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AMENDMENT OR REPEAL OF BY-LAW 

901.1 Notice and Vote. This By-Law shall not be amended or repealed until... 
after public notice shall have been given by publication in all newspapers 
published in Stoneham and in no case except by a two-thirds vote of a Town 
Meeting held for this purpose. 

901.2. Referral to Planning Board. Every article inserted in the warrant 
relating to any proposed amendment or repeal of this By-Law shall be 
referred to the Planning Board for consideration and report.

SEPARABILITY 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law shall not affect the 
validity of any section or provision thereof. 
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OTHER TOWN BY-LAWS 

Nothing herein contained shall be constructed so as to repeal or nullify any 
existing By-Law or regulation of the Town but shall be in addition thereto. 
Where the subject matter herein contained is elsewhere regulated the more 
stringent provision shall prevail.

‘no proposed ordinance or by-law, making a change in any existing zoning 
ordinance or by-law which has been unfavorably acted upon by a city council 
or town meeting, shall be considered on its merits by the city council or town 
meeting within two years after the date of such unfavorable action unless the 
adoption of such proposed ordinance or by-law is recommended in the final 
report of the Planning Board or Selectmen required by section six”.

4.04 G.L. Chapter 40A, Section 20, which provide: 

“no appeal or petition under paragraph three of section fifteen for a 
variance from the terms of such an ordinance or by-law with respect to a

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ARTICLE 10 


DEFINITIONS 


1000.1 For the purpose of this By-Law, certain words or phrases herein shall 
be interpreted as follows, except where the context clearly indicates the 
contrary; words used in the singular include the plural, words used in the 
present tense include the future tense, the word ‘‘person”’ includes a cor- 
poration as well as an individual, the word “‘lot’includes the word “‘plot”’ or 
‘parcel’, the word ‘‘shall’’ is always mandatory, and the word ‘‘used”’ or 
“occupied” as applied to any Jand or building shall be construed to include 
the words ‘intended, arranged or designed to be used or occupied”. 

1000.2. Specific Words or Phrases.For the purpose of this By-Law, certain 
terms or words herein shall be interpreted as follows: 

Accessory Use or Structure:A use or structure subordinate to the 
principal use of a building on the same lot and serving a purpose customarily 
incidental to the use of the principal building. 

Apartment House: Is a building arranged or intended or designed to be 
occupied by three or more families living independently of each other, and 
doing their cooking upon the premises, or by three or more individuals or 
groups of individuals living independently but having a common heating 
system, 

Automobile Repair Shop: Same as Motor Vehicle Repair Shop. 

Board of Appeal: The Board of Appeal of the Town of Stoneham. 


Body Shop: A building, or part thereof used for only the minor struc- 
tural repairs and refinishing of motor vehicles for renumeration, in which all 
such repairs are conducted entirely within the building, and in which there is 
no sale of gasoline or other motor vehicle fuel or oil or other lubricating 
substance or of motor vehicle accessories except incidental to the structural 
repair of motor vehicles as mentioned above. 

Building: Any structure having a roof for the shelter, housing or en- 
closure of persons, animals or property of any kind. 

Building Placement: The term ‘‘no building shall be placed’’ shall 
include, in referring to a building, any garage attached thereto, except 
uncovered steps, and placement shall indicate that said building shall not be 
built, altered, enlarged or removed to within some specified distance of a lot 
line, street line or other building or specified structure. 

Building, Principal: A building in which is conducted the main or 
principal use of the lot on which said building is situated. : 

Business Stable: A building or part of a building, in which one or more 
horses belonging to the owner or tenant of the premises are kept and used in 
connection with the business of the owner or tenant for other purposes than 
sale, rent or hire, 

Certificate of Occupancy and Compliance: A statement signed by the 
Building Inspector setting forth either that a building or structure complies 
with the provisions of this By-Law, or that a building, structure or parcel of 
land may lawfully be employed for specified uses, or both. 
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Church or Other Place of Worship: A church, temple, synagogue, 
mosque, or other similar place of worship. 

District: A district or a zone shall be any portion of the territory of the 
Town of Stoneham within which certain uniform regulations and 
requirements or various combinations thereof shall be applied under the 
provisions of this By-Law. 

Dwelling: Any building not a lodging house, tenement house, boarding 
house or hotel, all or any part of which is occupied as the home or residence 
of an individual or family, or of two or more families or individuals, living 
independently of each other, and whether built singly or as a part of a two 
family or a multiple dwelling. and whether using independent or common 
entrances and halls, stairways, or cellar. 

Family: A group of person living together whether related by birth or 
not, and may consist of one or more persons. 

Frontage: The distance between lot sidelines measured along the street 
lines. In the case of lots having all or part of the frontage on, or adjacent to, a 
street curve, the length of the curve lying within the bounds of one street will 
be a portion of the frontage on the same street. Where two streets intersect 
on a corner lot, the bisector of the angle formed by the extensions of the 
closest points of tangency to the corner will be taken as the dividing line for 
the portion of a curve which lies on one or the other street. 

Garage Repair Shop: A part of a garage where minor structural 
repairs are made to motor vehicles for profit by means of lathes, vises, and 
other appliances, but not by means of heavy machinery. 

Gasoline Selling Station: A building, part of a building, lot or part of a 
lot, used in connection with tanks, pumps, or other appliances for supplying 
motor vehicles with gasoline, compressed air, oil, water and similar sup- 
plies, but not for the purpose of storing or parking motor vehicles. 

Height of a Building: The vertical distance above the top of foundation 
at the street frontage of the lot to the extreme high point of a building or 
structure. 

Height Limit: A fixed vertical distance taken at the top of foundation. 
The height limit in feet shall not apply to chimneys, ventilators, skylights or 
tanks usually carried above roofs, nor to domes or spires of non-residential 
buildings. 

Hotel: A building designed for occupancy as the temporary residence 
of individuals who are lodged with or without meals and in which no 
provision is made for cooking in any individual room or suite, but wherein 
personal services are supplied, and to which the accustomed means of ac- 
cess are not private motor vehicles and in which there is a common means of 
access to individual rooms or suites. 

Lot: A parcel of land which is or may be occupied by a building and 
accessory buildings including open spaces required under the By-laws. 

Lot, Corner: A lot abutting upon two (2) or more streets at their in- 
tersection or upon two parts of the same street. 
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Lot Line: The established division line between parcels of property, 
public or private. 

Lot Lines: Lot lines of a corner lot which borders on adjacent lots shall 
be considered as side lot lines. The front lot line of a lot having a frontage on 
more than one street shall be the street line having the shorter dimension. 

Motel: A building designed for occupancy as the temporary residence 
of individuals who are lodged with or without meals and in which no 
provision is made for cooking in any individual room or suite, and wherein 
personal services are at a minimum, and to which the accustomed or usual 
means of access are private motor vehicles to be parked or garaged on the 
premises. 

Motor Vehicle Repair Shop: A building or part of a building in which 
repairs are made to motor vehicles. or a repair shop in a garage or other 
building in which heavy machinery is used. An automobile school or motor 
vehicle paint shop shall be regarded a motor vehicle repair shop. 

Multiple Dwelling: A dwelling or building designed and used ex- 
clusively for residential purposes by more than two families, each suite 
having an independent entrance from the ground and halls, but no con- 
nection with each other except in such portion as may be a two family 
dwelling and divided one another by party walls or floors or both. 

Non-Conforming Building: A non-conforming building is a building the 
use or construction of which does not conform in whole or in part to the use or 
construction regulations of the district in which the building is located. 

Non-Conforming Use: A non-conforming use is a use which does not 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which such use exists or 
might be introduced. 

Parking Space: An area on not less than 200 square feet, net, exclusive 
of access or maneuvering area, or ramps, or columns, to be used exclusively 
as a temporary storage space for motor vehicles. 

Planning Board: The Planning Board of the Town of Stoneham. 

Private Garage: A garage solely for private use and having no business 
connected therewith. A garage shall be considered as attached to another 
building if connected thereto by any construction of which a roof forms a 
part. 

Public or Semi-Public Building or Use: A building or use owned or 
operated by a local County, State or Federal Governmental Agency. 

Public Garage: A garage conducted as a business. 

Public Stable: The term ‘‘Public Stable’’ means any stable not included-: 
within the definition of a business stable. 

Setback or Line of Setback: The distance from the street line to part of 
structure nearest the street measured at right angles to the street line, not 
including cornices, free standing walls and fences. 

Single Family Dwelling: A dwelling built singly and apart from any 
other building and designed and used exclusively for residential purposes by 
one family or individual. 
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Special Permit: The words ‘Special Permit’ where used in this By- 
Law shall mean special permit granted as an exception under Section 4 of 
Chapter 40A of the General Laws. 


Special Permit Use: A use of a building or lot or an action upon 
premises which may be permitted under this By-Law only upon application 
to the Board of Appeals for an exception and subject to the approval of the 
Board of Appeals and the conditions stipulated. 

Street: A street is a public way or a way opened and dedicated to the 
public use which has not become a public way, except alleys; and shall be 
synonymous with “Roads”. ““Avenues’’. ‘‘Highways’’, and ‘*Parkways’’, 
and other terms commonly applied to public ways. 

Street Line: The line dividing the street from private property. 

Street Width: The measured distance between street lines. 

Structure: Anything constructed or erected, the use of which demands 
a permanent location in the soil or attached to something having a per- 
manent location in the soil. 

Use: A manner of utilizing by design or intent land or buildings for a 
purpose, or purposes, including maintaining premises, occupying premises, 
erecting, aitering, restoration, enlargement, or moving a building or 
structure upon land to accomplish said purpose or purposes. 

Yard: An open space, which lies between the principal building or 
group of buildings and the nearest lot line not allowing said principal use or 
building, and unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward except 
as herein permitted: 

a. Yard, Front: An open space extending the full width of the lot bet- 
ween a principal building and the front lot line, not allowing said principal 
use or building, unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward ex- 
cept as may be specified elsewhere in this By-Law. 


b. Yard, Rear: An open space extending the full width of the lot bet- 
ween a principal building and the rear lot line, not allowing said principal 
use or building, unoccupied and unobstructed from the ground upward ex- 
cept as may be specified elsewhere in this By-Law. 


c. Yard, Side: An open space extending from the front yard to the rear 
yard between a principal building and the nearest side lot line, unoccupied 
and unobstructed from the ground upward except as may be specified 
elsewhere in this By-Law. In the absence of either of said front or rear yards, 
Said open space will be taken as extending from the front to the rear lot lines.

peddling or hawking the same, is declared to be a nuisance. 


22.6 Definition. For the purpose of this by-law the following words as 
used herein shall be considered to have the meaning herein ascribed thereto. 


22.61 ‘‘Soliciting’’ shall mean and include any one or more of the 
following activities: 


22.61a Seeking to obtain orders for the purchase of goods, wares, 
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merchandise, foodstuffs, services of any kind, character or description 
whatever, for any kind of consideration whatever, or - 


22.61b Seeking to obtain prospective customers for application or 
purchase of insurance of any type, kind or character. 


22.61c Seeking to obtain subscriptions to books, magazines, 
periodicals, newspapers and every other type or kind of publication, or; 


22.61d Seeking to obtain gifts or contributions of money, clothing, or 
any charitable or non-profit association, organization, corporation or 
project. 


22.62 ‘‘Residence’’ shall mean and include every separate living unit 
occupied for residential purposes by one or more persons contained therein, 
within any type of building or structure. 


22.63 ‘‘Registered Solicitor’’ shall mean and include any person who 
has obtained a valid certificate of registration as herein after provided, 
which certificate is in the possession of the solicitor or his or her person 
while employed in soliciting. 


22.64 ‘‘Certificate of Registration.’’ Every person desiring to engage in 
soliciting as herein defined from persons in residences within this 
municipality, is hereby required to make written application for a cer- 
tificate of registration as hereinafter provided. Such certificate shall be 
carried by the solicitor. 


22.65 ‘‘Application for Certificate of Registration’’ Application for 
Certificate of Registration shall be made upon a form provided by the Town 
of Stoneham. The applicant shall truthfully state in full, the information 
requested on the application to wit; 

22.65a Name and address of present place of residence and length of 
residence at such address; also business address if other than present 
address; ) 


22.65b Age of applicant. 


22.65¢ Physical description of the applicant 
Section 22.65d Name and address of the person, firm or corporation or 
association where the applicant is employed by or represents; and the length 
of time of such employment or representation. 


22.65e Name and address of employer during the past three (3) years if 
other than the present employer. 


22.65f Description sufficient for the identification of the subject matter 
of the soliciting in which the applicant will engage. 


22.65g Period of time for which the Certificate is applied. 
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22.65h The date or approximate date, of the latest previous application 
for certificate under this by-law, if any. 


Section 22.651 Has a certificate of registration issued to the applicant under 
this by-law ever been revoked? 


22.65j Has the applicant ever been convicted of a violation of a felony 
under the laws of the State or any other state or Federal law of the United 
States? 


22.7 Notice regulating soliciting. Every person desiring to secure the 

protection provided by the regulations pertaining to soliciting contained in 
this by-law, shall comply with the following directions, to wit; 
Notice of the determination by the occupant of giving invitation to solicitors, 
or the refusal of invitation to solicitors, to any residence, shall be given in the 
manner following: A weatherproof card approximately three inches by four 
inches in size, shall be exhibited on or near the main entrance door to the 
residence, indicating the determination by the occupant, containing the 
applicable words as follows: 


“ONLY SOLICITORS REGISTERED IN STONEHAM INVITED.”’ 
OR: 
“‘NO SOLICITORS INVITED” 


The letters shall be at least one third inch in height. For the purpose of 
uniformity, the cards shall be provided by the Chief of Police, to persons 
requesting same, at the cost thereof. 


Such cards so exhibited shall constitute sufficient notice to any solicitor of 
the determination by the occupant of the residence of the information con- 
tained thereon. 


22.8 Duty of Solicitors. It shall be the duty of the solicitors upon going 
into any premises in the Town of Stoneham, upon which a residence as 
herein defined is located, to first examine the notice provided for in this by- 
law if any is attached, and be governed by the statement contained on any 
notice. If the notice states “ONLY SOLICITORS REGISTERED IN 
STONEHAM INVITED” then the solicitor not possessing a valid certificate 
of registration of registration as herein provided shall immediately and 
peacefully depart from the premises, and if the notice states, ‘“‘NO 
SOLICITORS INVITED”, then the solicitor, even though registered in the 
town of Stoneham shall immediately and peacefully depart the premises. 
Any solicitor who has gained entrance to any residence, whether invited or 
not, shall immediately and peacefully depart from the premises when 
requested to do so by the occupant. 


22.2 UNINVITED SOLICITING PROHIBITED. It is hereby declared to 
be unlawful and shall constitute a nuisance for any person to go upon any 
premises and ring the doorbell upon or near any door, or create any sound in 
any other manner calculated to attract the attention of the occupant of such 
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residence for the purpose of securing an audience with the occupant thereof, 
and engage in soliciting as herein defined, in defiance of the notice exhibited 
at the residence in accordance with the provisions of Section 22.8 of this law. 


22.10 Time Limit on Soliciting. It is hereby declared to be unlawful and 
shall constitute a nuisance for any person whether registered in and under 
this by-law or not, to go upon any premises and ring the door bell upon or 
near any door of a residence located thereon, or rap or knock upon any door 
of a residence located thereon, or create any sound in any other manner 
calculated to attract attention of the occupant of such residence, for the 
purpose of securing an audience with the occupant thereof and engage in 
soliciting as herein defined, prior to 9:00 A.M. or after 4:30 P.M. on any day. 


22.11 Penalty: Any person violating any of these provisions of this by- 
law, shall upon a conviction thereof be subject to a fine of not more than that 
which is provided in the by-laws of the Town of Stoneham.

Article 9. VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$71,000.00 for the purpose of constructing a sanitary sewer in and through 
Pond Street from Gorham Avenue, northerly 1,350 feet, more or less, under 
the law relating to the assessment of betterments, said appropriation to be 
raised as follows: By transfer from the surplus revenue account $46,000.00 
and by transfer from the unused portion of the appropriation under Article 73 
of the 1973 Annual Town Meeting $25,000.00 and that the Town Accountant be 
authorized to make such transfer on the books of the Town. UNANIMOUS. 


In accordance with Article I, Section 14 of the By-laws, the Stoneham 
Planning Board duly filed with the Town Clerk, written notice that a motion 
for reconsideration of Article 2 will be made at the adjourned Special Town 
Meeting on November 1, 1973. 


Article 2. It was moved and seconded that Article 2 be reconsidered. This 
motion was NOT carried. 


Article 10. It was moved and seconded that the subject matter of this 
Article be indefinitely postponed. This motion was NOT carried. YES, 106; 
NO, 153. 


The quorum was questioned and after a count by the appointed Tellers 
revealed only 289 voters were present, being eleven (11) short of a quorum, 
the Moderator ruled that no further business could be conducted at this 
meeting. 


VOTED to adjourn to meet in Town Hall on Monday, November 12, 1973 
at 7:30 o'clock in the evening.

Agreeable to the warrant signed by the Selectmen on October 16, 1973, 
the inhabitants of the Town of Stoneham qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs met in Town Hall on Monday, November 12, 1973 at 7:30 o’clock 
in the evening. 
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Tellers were appointed to check the names of voters entering the hall 
and the check lists showed that four hundred ninety-three (493) voters at- 
tended the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator and the warrant read. 
VOTED that the second reading of motions be dispensed with. 


VOTED that a five minute limit on debate per speaker on each motion be 
established. 


Article 10. It was moved and seconded that the Town vote to designate 
the Ice Skating Rink located at 101 Montvale Avenue as The Stoneham Arena 
and that such building hereinafter shall be known by that name and that this 
building shall be dedicated to Howard ‘‘Doc”’ Gordon. Suitable plaques shall 
be affixed to the building indicating this action by the Ice Skating Rink 
Building Committee. 


It was further moved and seconded to amend main motion to read ‘‘and 
that a suitable plaque be affixed to the main lobby of the arena honoring the 
men from Stoneham who were killed during the Vietnam Conflict’. This 
motion was NOT carried. 


VOTED that the Town designate the Ice Skating Rink located at 101 
Montvale Avenue as The Stoneham Arena and that such building hereinafter 
shall be known by that name and that this building shall be dedicated to 
Howard ‘‘Doc’”’ Gordon. Suitable plaques shall be affixed to the building 
indicating this action by the Ice Skating Rink Building Committee. 


It was moved and seconded that Article 10 be reconsidered. This motion 
was NOT carried. 


Article 11. VOTED that the subject matter of this article be indefinitely 
postponed. 


Article 12. VOTED that the subject matter of this article be indefinitely 
postponed. 


Article 13. It was moved and seconded that the Town vote to amend the 
By-laws of the Town of Stoneham by amending Article 12 (Miscellaneous 
Provisions) by deleting Section 22 and inserting in lieu thereof the following 
to be known as Section 22, as described in the warrant. 


It was further moved and seconded to amend Article 13, paragraph 22.10 
by deleting the words 4:30 P.M. and inserting the words 8:30 P.M. in lieu 
thereof. This motion was carried. YES, 228; NO, 181. 
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VOTED that the Town amend the By-laws of the Town of Stoneham by 
amending Article 12, (Miscellaneous Provisions), by deleting Section 22 and 
inserting in lieu thereof, the following to be known as Section 22: 


SECTION 22. 


22.1 It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in business as a 
canvasser, or solicitor, calling at residenses within the Town of Stoneham, 
without the previous consent of the occupant for the purpose of soliciting 
orders, sales, subscriptions, or business of any kind, or seeking donations 
without first having registered in the Office of the Chief of Police. 


22.12 The registrant shall give his complete identification, his 
signature, the name of the porducts or services in which he is interested, the 
names of manufacturers of such products, or of the orgaization which he is 
representing, and the proposed method of operations in the Town of 
Stoneham. 


22.13 The Chief of Police shall cause to be kept in his office, an accurate 
record of every applicant and application received and acted upon, together ~ 
with all other information and data pertaining thereto, and all certificates of 
registration issued under the provisions of the by-law and of the denial ap- 
plications. Applications for Certificates shall be numbered in consecutive 
order as filed, and every certificate issued and any renewals thereof shall be 
identified with the duplicate number of the application upon which it was 
issued. 


22.2 Fee. Each registrant shall pay to the Town of Stoneham a 
registration fee of two dollars (2.00) for the period expiring ninety days after 
the date of said registration. 


22.3 Certificate. Each applicant who shows evidence of good character 
and, who pays the fee provided for herein, shall be furnished a certificate, 
indicating that he or she has registered and showing the date covered by 
such registration. 


22.31 Each person shall at all times, whole soliciting or canvassing in 
the Town of Stoneham, carry upon his person, the registration certificate, 
and the same shall be exhibited by such registrant whenever he is required 
to do so by any Police Officer or by any person solicited. 


22.4 Revocation. Any such registration may be revoked by the Select- 
men or the Chief of Police because of any violation by the registrant of this 
by-law, or of any other by-law of the Town of Stoneham, or of any State or 
Federal law, or whenever the registrant shall cease to possess the 
qualifications and character required in this by-law for the original 
registration. 
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22.5 Consent of Occupant. The practice of going in and upon private 
residences in the Town of Stoneham, by solicitors, peddlers, hawkers, 
itinerant merchants, or transient vendors of merchandise, not having been 
registered or invited to do so by the owner or owners, occupant or occupants 
of said private residences, for the purpose of soliciting orders for the sale of 
goods, wares and merchandise and or for the purpose of disposing of and or 
peddling or hawking the same, is declared to be a nuisance. 


22.6 Definition. For the purpose of this by-law the following words as 
used herein shall be considered to have the meaning herein ascribed thereto. 


22.61 ‘‘Soliciting’’ shall mean and include any one or more of the 
following activities: 


22.61a Seeking to obtain orders for the purchase of goods, wares, 
merchandise, foodstuffs, services of any kind, character or description 
whatever, for any kind of consideration whatever, or - 


22.61b Seeking to obtain prospective customers for application or 
purchase of insurance of any type, kind or character. 


22.61c Seeking to obtain subscriptions to books, magazines, 
periodicals, newspapers and every other type or kind of publication, or; 


22.61d Seeking to obtain gifts or contributions of money, clothing, or 
any charitable or non-profit accociation, organization, corporation or 
project. 


22.62 ‘‘Residence’”’ shall mean and include every separate living unit 
occupied for residential purposes by one or more persons contained therein, 
within any type of building or structure. 


22.63 ‘Registered Solicitor’? shall mean and include any person who 
has obtained a valid certificate of registration as herein after provided, 
which certificate is in the possession of the solicitor or his or her person 
while employed in soliciting. 


22.64 ‘‘Certificate of Registration.’’ Every person desiring to engage in 
soliciting as herein defined from persons in residences within this 
municipality, is hereby required to make written application for a cer- 
tificate of registration as hereinafter provided. Such certificate shall be 
carried by the solicitor. 


22.65 ‘Application for Certificate of Registration’’. Application for 
Certificate of Registration shall be made upon a form provided by the Town 
of Stoneham. The applicant shall truthfully state in full, the information 
requested on the application to wit; 
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22.65a Name and address of present place of residence and length of 
residence at such address; also business address if other than present ad- 
dress; 


22.65b Age of applicant 

22.65c Physical description of the applicant 

22.65d Name and address of the person, firm or corporation or 
association where the applicant is employed by or represents; and the length 


of time of such employment or representation. 


22.65e Nameand address of employer during the past three (3) years if 
other than the present employer. 


22.65f Description sufficient for the identification of the subject matter 
of the soliciting in which the applicant will engage. 


22.65g Period of time for which the Certificate is applied. 


22.65h The date or approximate date, of the latest previous application 
for certificate under this by-law, if any. 


22.651 Has a certificate of registration issued to the applicant under this 
by-law ever been revoked? 


22.65j Has the applicant ever been convicted of a violation of a felony 
under the laws of the State or any other state or Federal law of the United 
States? 


22.7 Notice regulating soliciting. Every person desiring to secure the 
protection provided by the regulations pertaining to soliciting contained in 
this by-law, shall comply with the following directions, to wit; 


Notice of the determination by the occupant of giving invitation to 
solicitors, or the refusal of invitation to solicitors, to any residence, shall be 
given in the manner following: 

A weatherproof card approximately three inches by four inches in size, 
shall be exhibited on or near the main entrance door to the residence, in- 
dicating the determination by the occupant, containing the applicable works 
as follows: 

“ONLY SOLICITORS REGISTERED IN STONEHAM INVITED.”’ 
OR: 


“NO SOLICITORS INVITED”’ 
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The letters shall be at least one third inch in height. For the purpose of 
uniformity, the cards shall be provided by the Chief of Police, to persons 
requesting same, at the cost thereof. 


Such cards so exhibited shall constitute sufficient notice to any solicitor 
of the determination by the occupant of the residence of the information 
contained thereon. 


22.8 Duty of Solicitors. It shall be the duty of the solicitors upon going 
into any premises in the Town of Stoneham, upon which a residence as 
herein defined is located, to first examine the notice provided for in this by- 
law if any is attached, and be governed by the statement contained on any 
notice. If the notice states “ONLY SOLICITORS REGISTERED IN 
STONEHAM INVITED” then the solicitor not possessing a valid certificate 
of registration as herein provided shall immediately and peacefully depart 
from the premises, and if the notice states, ‘NO SOLICITORS INVITED”’, 
then the solicitor, even though registered in the town of Stoneham shall 
immediately and peacefully depart the premises. Any solicitor who has 
gained entrance to any residence, whether invited or not, shall immediately 
and peacefully depart from the premises when requested to do so by the 
occupant. 


22.9 UNINVITED SOLICITING PROHIBITED. It is hereby declared to 
be unlawful and shall constitute a nuisance for any person to go upon any 
premises and ring the doorbell upon or near any door, or create any sound in 
any other manner calculated to attract the attention of the occupant of such 
residence for the purpose of securing an audience with the occupant thereof, 
and engage in soliciting as herein defined, in defiance of the notice exhibited 
at the residence in accordance with the provisions of Section 22.8 of this law. 


22.10 Time Limit on Soliciting. It is hereby declared to be unlawful and 
shall constitute a nuisance for any person whether registered in and under 
this by-law or not, to go upon any premises and ring the door bell upon or 
near any door of a residence located thereon, or rap or knock upon any 
door of a residence located thereon, or create any sound in any other manner 
calculated to attract attention of the occupant of such residence, for the 
purpose of securing an audience with the occupant thereof and engage in 
soliciting as herein defined, prior to 9:00 A.M. or after 8:30 P.M. on any day. 


22.11 Penalty: Any person violating any of these provisions of this by- 
law, shall upon conviction thereof be subject to a fine of not more than that 
which is provided in the by-laws of the Town of Stoneham. 


UNANIMOUS. 
Article 14. VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500.00, by transfer from the surplus revenue account, to be used by the 


Stoneham Council on Aging for the purpose of coordinating and carrying out 
programs designed to meet the problems of the aging in coordination with 
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programs of the Commission on Aging established under Section 73 of 
Chapter 6 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
for those purposes as set out in Article 66 of the warrant for the 1973 March 
Town Meeting by which the Stoneham Council on Aging was created, and 
that the Town Accountant is hereby authorized to make such transfer on the 
books of the Town, said sum to be expended under the authority of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


Article 15. VOTED that the Town do accept the provisions of Chapter 90, 
Section 20C and 20D of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, as amended, which authorized the Board of Selectmen to 
establish a schedule of parking fines.

VOTED that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
Ninety Thousand Dollars ($90,000) for the purpose of purchasing, accept as a 
gift, take by right of eminent domain, or otherwise, title in fee to a certain 
parcel of land, together with all buildings and other improvements located 
thereon, for conservation purposes, as provided for under the provisions of 
Chapter 40, Section 8C of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, said land located on the northerly side of North street and 
more particularly bounded and described as follows:

an Easterly direction 247.11 feet to a point; 


thence the line turns and runs still by land now or formerly of Alice G. 
Barton in a Southerly direction 337 feet to North Street; 


thence the line turns and runs by North Street in an Easterly direction 268.12 
feet to a stone marker;

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


As with each of the previous 82 reports submitted to the citizens of 
Stoneham, this 83rd Annual Report of the School Department is a com- 
pilation of material prepared by the various principals, supervisors, and 
other personnel. It is designed to help parents of school children and other 
citizens of the town to be better informed about the school system. The in- 
formation covers the activities and accomplishments of 1973 and the 
aspirations and goals of future years. 


The School Department consists of 434 persons employed in either 
professional or support positions. Of this number, 250 are teachers, 12 are 
educational aides, and 23 administrators, principals, supervisors, and 
directors.The health department has 4 full-time nurses and a part-time 
physician. In addition, there are 3 summer school teachers, 3 part-time 
teachers and 28 evening school teachers. 


Office personnel in all buildings includes 20 full-time secretaries, 10 
part-time clerical workers and a coordinator of data processing. 


The buildings and grounds department has a director, 32 custodians and 
2 maintenance craftsmen. The cafeteria staff consists of a director, 37 full- 
time workers, and 7 part-time workers. 


As with every year, a significant number of the instructional staff 
members are studying in various graduate schools to complete either a 
master’s degree or other advanced graduate study programs. There are 114 
staff members who have at least a master’s degree. 


Stoneham can look with pride to the length of service of many of the 
School Department employees. There are 67 persons who have spent 10 or 
more years in the Stoneham schools and 6 of these persons have over 25 
years of experience. These career employees provide a desirable balance of 
stability and leadership to the system. 


STONEHAM HIGH SCHOOL 


DAILY SCHEDULE 


In recent years the structure of the seven-period day has been open- 
ended; that is, students with assigned study halls during the first or last 
blocks of the day have a variety of social, academic, or recreational options 
to supervised study. This innovation was retained this year along with a 
semi-modular approach to scheduling advanced sections in a number of 
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science subjects and major courses in home economics and industrial arts. 
The Stoneham Plan was expanded last year to provide options to quiet study 
for all students throughout the school day. As before, students may, by 
contract, leave the campus during the first and.last periods with no 
requirement concerning their experiences except for conduct outlined in the 
guidelines. Throughout the remaining school day, students may leave 
campus, by contract, to pre-arranged educational experiences. These in- 
clude the following: a family life course, tutoring students and assisting 
teachers at the junior high school and elementary levels; the occupational 
information program in which students observe in offices, businesses, 
trades and professions; and the community service program through which 
students use their time to work with, entertain, and provide services to the 
elderly, the sick, and the handicapped in the community or perform other 
worthwhile service. In-school options of the Stoneham Plan include open 
cafeteria, mini-courses, auditorium program, quiet study, library, com- 
puter room, language laboratory, special help, and tutoring fellow students. 
Mini-courses offered include silver jewelry and casting, personal typing, 
jazz and rock music, drafting, home-crafts, weight training, note hand, 
psychology, creative writing, golf, auto mechanics, computer use, and 
coaching techniques. The auditorium program includes films selected by a 
student committee, speakers, drama presentations, and music groups. It 
should be mentioned that the existing high school facilities continue to 
inhibit some programs and to make the addition of others extremely dif- 
ficult. 


STONEHAM HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARY 


The high school library contains a book collection of approximately 8,500 
volumes, supplemented by a considerable number of uncounted paperback 
books. The library receives 8 newspapers and subscribes to 70 magazines. 
There is an excellent back-file of magazines, in some cases back to the year 
1960, with the earliest years now on microfilm to facilitate storage. The 
collection of audio-visual materials--films, filmstrips, phonograph records, 
and cassettes--is small but growing, and it is used actively by teacher and 
students. Of great value to the library program is a new area which was 
prepared during the summer and has extended the library by an additional 
12 feet. This room provides space for a teachers’ conference area with 
shelving for the professional collection of books and magazines. There also is 
stack shelving for additional material from the regular collection, a built-in 
cabinet to house the audio-visual material, and three individual study tables 
for students who prefer to work in an environment free of distractions. 
Changes in the curriculum as well as changes in teaching methods present a 
constant challenge to the library in meeting the needs of students and 
teachers. Circulation for the year was 8,533. 


STUDENT GOVERNMENT AND ACTIVITIES 


A trend, which became noticeable last year in high schools across the 
country, continued this year. Throughout the nation, including Stoneham, 
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students were reacting less dramatically to policies which conflicted with 
their views than in previous years. In Stoneham High School, this easing of 
tension was due to increasingly strong student government, increased 
student involvement in aspects of planning the school program, and, 
hopefully, the development of trust and good will among students, parents, 
faculty and administration. Student activities change each year, according 
to the interests and enthusiasm of students. Listed here are some of the clubs 
and activities which relate to the various disciplines, government and 
service, careers, and worthy use of leisure time: 


Related to disciplines: 
French Club, Latin Club, and Science Club 


Government and service to school and community: 


Student Council, home room representatives, class officers, National 
Honor Society, newspaper, year-book, literary magazine, Student Govern- 
ment Day, Student Exchange Day, Interact Club, pep squads, cheering 
squad, majorette squad, senior patrol, trafficsquad, and Community Service 
Club. 


Careers: 


Future Teachers’ Club, Future Secretaries’ Club, Future Nurses’ Club, 
Office aides, Guidance aides, and Audio-visual Assistants. 


Worthy Use of Leisure Time: 


Creative Writing Club, Chess Club, Drama Club, Intramurals, Spartan 
Chorale, Girls’ Ensemble, Boys’ Glee Club, Madrigal, Chorallettes, Radio 
Club, Telescope Club, Dance Band, Orchestra, Film Study Club. 


Social events, designed to assist students in developing healthy 
relationships and to provide a place to go in the evening, were conducted on 
an average of three per month. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


A number of new approaches and changes took place in 1973. An im- 
portant addition to the curriculum was the further development of Ameriean 
Studies. This pilot course, involving twenty juniors at the standard level of 
instruction, combines third year English and United States history, as well . 
as art, music, and science. With the installation four years ago of an IBM 
1130 computer and related hardware, came a strong commitment to 
programming instruction. Now offered to all students are semester 
programming courses in Fortran IV, Advanced Fortran IV, and Report 
Program Generator. Considerable interest in careers in art and music 
motivated the addition of major courses in art and in music for juniors and 
seniors who had completed work in sequential minors in those areas. The art 
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major has been in existence for several years. The music major was begun 
last year after a summer of curriculum development and with strong 
student support. Physical education electives for seniors; some of them co- 
ed, were again offered this year. These include bicycling and bowling, slim 
and trim and volleyball, touch football, and health. 


At the recommendation of the High School administration, the Stoneham 
School Committee voted in October 1972, to modify existing graduation 
requirements. Graduation in seven semesters was provided for as well as 
added flexibility for part-time study designed to encourage students to 
return to school and citizens who have not earned a diploma to do so. 
Students are taking advantage of this change this year. 


Electronics I and II are being offered as prerequisite courses for the 
early release program in electricity. Althoug these courses are organized as 
a part of the vocational program, they are open to all students in the school. 


STONEHAM JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


For the past few years, the Stoneham Junior High School has been host 
to the Middlesex County Teachers’ Convention and each year brings plaudits 
from educators all over the County praising the structure and foresight of 
the people of Stoneham in building and equipping such a school and main- 
taining it and the surrounding athletic areas. Compliments have also been 
recieved in behalf of the staff, maintenance department, and students for 
keeping the physical plant in such good condition. The County Convention is 
only one of many organizations that use or have requested to use our 
facilities. League, interleague, and state-wide athletic events have taken 
place on the Junior High School’s athletic areas. 


Changes, additions, and deletions have taken place in some areas of the 
curricula where it was felt necessary to stay abreast with the changing 
society. Much work is required to constantly up-date our educational 
program and, in some cases, forge ahead where warranted. 


The major educational areas effecting most students have reported 
their progress during the past year as follows: 


During the 1972-73 school year, the English teachers devoted their time 
to the discussion of how to improve composition instruction. A general plan 


for a sequential program was developed, with the grade emphasis to 
become: 


Seventh grade - descriptive writing 
Eighth grade - narrative writing 


Ninth grade - expository writing 
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Social Studies teachers are awaiting a hearing with the School Com- 
mittee and recommendations for introducing our new program. This 
program is a result of work by eight teachers (Elementary 1, Junior High 3, 
Senior High 4) who spent five weeks over the summer revising and con- 
structing a curriculum design. The hoped for implementation date is Fall of 
1974. 


The monthly mathematics meetings were devoted both to joint sessions 
with the Senior High mathematics teachers and to meetings attended by 
Junior High personnel. In the joint meetings most of the time was devoted to 
a discussion of how to better prepare students in the Junior High School for 
mathematics in the High School. Also as a result of these meetings, a 
recommendation was made to the administration to offer a new algebra 
program, which would allow for one year of algebra credit for a grade 9 and 
10 (one half each) course. The ninth grade teachers reviewed and selected 
textbooks for the new half year algebra course to be offered September 1973 
and also a newer version of the geometry text. 


For the first time there was an exchange of several science teachers 
between the Junior High School and Senior High School for a two-week 
period. This exchange promoted better understanding of the special needs of 
science students in both schools. 


Science teachers are developing a unit of instruction on the metric 
system. This is important since this country may adopt the metric system in 
the near future. Another unit, this one on topographic maps, has been 
developed. 


Besides the traditional field trips to Science Museums several groups of 
students went on field trips to New Hampshire where they actually did field 
work in Botany, Zoology and Earth Science. 


Mr. Richardson, sub-chairman, tried his five earth science classes on a 
different approach to academic work. Requirements were established, but 
all work was organized and done at the students’ discretion. Some students 
enjoyed the individualized instruction while others wished to go back to the 
traditional classroom. 


A brief orientation of seventh grade students to their new surroundings 
was carried out in September. Students met and talked with their guidance 
counselors; and also toured the Junior High School Library. An examination 
of individual study habits and the discussions that followed aided new Junior 
High students in achieving a strong foundation for good study and work 
habits. 


The concept of self was introduced as the keystone for success in life, 
and as a basis for further studies in group guidance courses. Seventh 
graders looked at the drug scene from a non-technical approach, and later 
examined the world of work. 
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Eighth grade students embarked on a new program distributed by The 
College Board, for use by groups of junior high school age students. The 
program, called ‘‘Deciding’’, explored personal values, gathering of in- 
formation, and strategy in making decisions. Methods and techniques 
developed were hopefully used in the course selection for grade nine. 


Both group guidance courses were examined during a 1973 Summer 
Curriculum Development Project. This venture will take advantage of the 
changing concepts of group guidance and newer materials available to make 
the courses more relevant to today’s student. 


ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


This past year has seen many significant changes and innovations take 
place in the elementary schools of Stoneham. An eighteen-month budget, 
and a dual registration for kindergarten program initiated changes in all 
elementary school buildings in the town. The need to update and revise 
curriculum programs necessitated a system-wide evaluation of our future 
needs. These factors, along with several others, brought about some changes 
in the grade level structure of the schools. 


KINDERGARTEN 


The kindergarten program, an entirely new concept for Stoneham, was 
implemented in September of 1973. Over the past two years, a committee 
covered every aspect of kindergarten education in order to provide the very 
best for the children of the town. After months of research and under the 
direction of the Supervisor of Elementary Education, the program began on 
September 12. The implementation was carried on successfully and is a 
modern, contemporary program, staffed by seven (7) early childhood 
specialists. Each elementary school has a kindergarten classroom on two 
sessions. Robin Hood School has two kindergarten rooms and Central School 
does not have any kindergarten rooms. The new kindergarten program 
meant a complete changeover from traditional classrooms of desks and 
chairs to rooms of small, child-sized furniture adaptable for a five year old’s 
education. Tables replaced desks; kitchen materials, new audiovisual 
material and a variety of equipment quite foreign to traditional classrooms 
was required. 


READING DEPARTMENT 


This year a reading department was established in the elementary 
school program. A total of four (4) people staff this new concept to 
Stoneham. As we already had a reading consultant, we needed people to help 
students with reading problems that could not possibly be helped within the 
regular classroom These additional staff members are also resource people 
for the schools they serve. They coordinate reading programs in the schools, 
look for new ideas for teachers, provide expertise and workshops in reading 
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besides directly working with students with special problems. The staff are 
fully qualified reading specialists with significant background and ex- 
perience. 


The new Stoneham Design for Reading Program was a significant step 
toward a more personalized approach to reading. The program, a skills 
profile approach, is a systematic development of reading skills. 


The Reading in the elementary schools is currently evolving into a new 
system of teaching. In spring of 1973 a volunteer committee of 15 teachers 
was formed to evaluate and restructure the reading program. This com- 
mittee chose three basic texts as the books to be used in a multi-basic 
method utilizing a skills approach in teaching reading. An individual skills 
profile was developed for use as a cumulative record for each child. A 
Handbook to be used as a cross reference for the skills was also developed 
for use by the teachers. 


Three reading specialists were added to the reading staff this year. They 
work in classrooms, do some individual remedial teaching and assist 
teachers in improving classroom instruction. 


In the winter and fall of this year the workshops teaching Dr. Lydia 
Duggins’ Developing Children’sPerceptual Skills in Reading were con- 
tinued. 


Two interns from Boston University worked in Stoneham for one month 
each in the spring. This term the B: U. Ed. Clinic gave four Stoneham 
children places in their clinic. 


TEACHER AIDES 


Teacher aides arenow located at all elementary schools. They are 
essential in assisting teachers and school personnel with correcting, 
duplicating, organizing material, setting up for lessons, and a variety of non- 
teaching tasks. The aides relieve the teacher to concentrate more on the 
instructional phase of teaching rather than the secretarial which takes away 
from instruction. Previously, teacher aides were assigned to Robin Hood 
and Central fifth grade programs. With the implementation of kindergarten 
and a change from the fifth grade program, aides became more essential at 
all schools. : 


MEDIA CENTERS 


The media-library center concept was implemented this year as another 
phase providing resource centers for the expanding curriculum of today and 
the future. These centers house library books, teaching materials, 
audiovisual aides and any equipment or material that will enhance learning 
and instruction. At present centers are operative at Central School, Robin 
Hood School, South School, and North School. When space is made available 
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at East School, Colonial Park School, and Emerson School, centers will be 
placed there. At present East School, Colonial Park School and Emerson 
School have library materials and areas but not enough space for a full 
media center. These centers have accounted for an increase in our library 
and audiovisual budget requirements. Itis essential that the elementary 
schools have a library-media specialist to coordinate these centers as this is 
an essential addition to our total program. 


DEMENSIONS OF PERSONALITY 


This program was implemented from grades 1 - 6 in October, 1973. The 
concept is toward helping teachers humanize education. It grapples with the 
confusion and conflicts that surround all people. Learning is a process that 
involves the whole child, his emotional as well as his intellectual side. As 
good self concepts improve, so does freedom to learn, and learning is what 
education is all about. The program is interesting and exciting and a 
sustained effort to humanize education. It is an open-minded, open-ended 
non-graded approach to the systematic attention to the emotional life of the 
child. 


CENTRAL INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


With the addition of kindergarten, it was essential to move children from 
their local schools to other schools. As a result of this mobility, all fifth and 
sixth grades are housed in the Central School (720 students). This concept 
enhanced the already successful sixth grade team program that existed at 
Central. This concept, team teaching, provides each child with a team of 
three (3) teachers to set up educational goals for him. This team develops its 
own programs, coordinates each student’s learning, creates units of study 
and acts as a team evaluation for each child. The concept opens education up 
from a basic textbook approach to a teacher-child unit study approach. The 
program and the intermediate school concept appear at this time to be 
successful. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


Due to the impact of kindergarten, need for media centers and space for 
specialists, pressure has caused necessary organizational changes 
throughout the system. Where once each elementary school housed students 
from grades one to six, now, with increased enrollments these grade 
placements have changed. Three elementary schools are comprised of K--3; 
K--4 are in three schools, and one intermediate school (Central) has Grades 
5--6. This was precipitated by necessary reassignment of students. 


SUMMARY 


Many changes and innovations have taken place in the elementary 
schools of Stoneham over the past year. All these changes are designed to 
meet the needs, both present and future, for the children of the town. Each 
program, project or idea is based on the individual aspirations of our 
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children. Both experienced and new teaching personnel have been involved 
in intensive workshops for all programs in order to assure complete un- 
derstanding and operation. Each detail has been carefully screened and 
checked to assure maximum, efficient implementation. Each program or 
concept will be evaluated over the coming months to improve the 
educational quality of the Stoneham Elementary Schools. 


ELEMENTARY HEALTH 


The Elementary Health Educator in the Stoneham Public Schools acts 
primarily as a coordinator and resource person and secondarily as a 
teacher. During this year several activities have been under way: 

1) The introduction of various materials for use on a trial basis in grades 
one, two, and three has provided insight into the type of instructional 
materials which were best received for general health instruction. 

2) A pilot program in grades four, five, and six using the ‘“‘Dimensions of 
Personality’’ series was handled by three of the teachers after an initial 
exposure of the materials to all parents involved. 

3) The ‘‘Dimensions of Personality’’ program was so well received by 
students, parents, and teachers that it has been introduced system-wide in 
grades one through six after in-service workshops were held in September. 
Guidance personnel are most cooperative and are providing support when it 
is needed. Again all parents were invited to a Parents’ Information Night to 
look over the material and ask questions. 

4) The Growth and Development Program, taught by your Elementary 
Health Educator to grades five and six was expanded, at parents’ request, to 
be available in an abbreviated form for grade four students. The response of 
the students was mixed and has led to the decision to involve the parents of 
students in grades four, five, and six in viewing different audio-visual 
materials with the possibility of changing the format to meet the students’ 
interests and developmental levels more effectively. 

5) Materials in both general health instruction and ‘‘Dimensions of 
Personality’? have been made available to Special Education teachers; 
increased activity in this area is planned. 

6) Budget preparation, professional improvement, and constant sear- 
ching for better materials and methods have been significant aspects of the 
on-going activities of your Elementary Health Educator. 


ART 


This year brings a change in the format of the art curriculum at the high 
school. The general Designs and Crafts courses have become more 
specialized and are now divided into four one-semester courses in jewelry, 
ceramics, textiles, and three dimensional design. Art 1 is a basic course in 
drawing, perspective, design, color and construction with Art 11 covering 
the same basics in a more advanced way with more emphases on graphics 
and painting techniques. The Art Major course continues to offer the serious 
art student an opportunity for intensive study in drawing, painting and 
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sculpture for preparation for art school or college. Student work will be 
exhibited at the annual Artfest in the spring. 


The art program at the Junior High continues to offer students a variety 
of experiences in painting, drawing, graphics, ceramics, textiles and 
general design. 


The elementary art program seeks to give children the opportunity to 
explore, to experiment and to use many materials and tools. Although the 
child meets with the art specialist only once every two weeks, a suggested 
follow up lesson is given to the class-room teacher in order to enrich the 
regular classroom teaching and to correlate art with the entire program. It 
was hoped that the Art Department would gain another elementary art 
teacher this year so that students could meet with the art specialist once 
each week instead of once every two weeks. 


A pilot program in Humanities is in it’s second year in the upper 
elementary grades and, hopefully, will continue to grow and expand into the 
lower grades. In this program the art teacher works with teams of three 
teachers and 90 students for two or three week periods in order to work with 
a concept “‘in depth’’. The artand music curriculum are geared to the same 
subject so that there is an integration of all subject matter. 


GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The major functions of the Guidance Department are educational and 
occupational planning, placement, testing and counseling. 
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EDUCATIONAL AND OCCUPATIONAL PLANNING 


The position of Cooperative Education Counselor at the High School has 
been changed to Career Development Counselor. Although this Counselor 
still counsels some of the cooperative education students, the regular 
counseling staff is also assigned to students in this program. The Career 
Development Counselor is responsible for the career development of any 
student in the High School that wishes to participate in this program. Twelve 
careers conferences were held at the High School this past year. As a part of 
the career development program, students are being placed in the com- 
munity to observe and become familiar with careers and occupations of 
their choice. Although a new program, this career exploration concept 
appears to be a very promising part of the career development program. As 
part of the Stoneham Plan, mini-courses are taught in career awareness and 
vocational guidance. 


Libraries of occupational and educational materials are maintained at 
both the Junior and Senior High Schools. It is hoped that within the near 
future a career information center can bedeveloped at the High School. 


The Life Decision Making courses taught in grades seven and eight are 
an integral part of the educational and occupational planning program for 
Stoneham students. 


During the year, representatives from sixty-two schools and colleges 
visited Stoneham High School to meet with interested students. 


The Guide For Students and Parents was extensively revised by the 
High School Guidance Staff. A booklet for Junior High parents and students 
is in the process of development and should be available in the near future. 


PLACEMENT 


The Guidance staff, teachers, and administrators function as an ef- 
fective team in the educational placement of students. Starting with the 
Class of 1973, the Guidance Department has assumed the responsibility for 
the full-time job placement of students.

Schools and colleges awarded seventeen scholarships with a value of 
$18,140 and eleven loans of $10,560 to the class of 1973. Forty scholarships 
worth $14,475 were given to members of the class by local businesses, 
organizations and individuals. 


TESTING 


Testing has value in the better understanding of an individual. The 
Stoneham Guidance Department fully realizes that it is only one part of the 
many factors that are used to help students. The Guidance Staff always 
strives to keep testing in its proper perspective. 


Achievement tests are administered to all elementary students. A 
complete aptitude battery is administered to eighth grade students. Reading 
tests are given to ninth graders. All College Examination Board Tests and 
the National Merit Qualifying Examination are available to interested 
students. 
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The Armed Forces Aptitude Test was administered this year to in- 
terested high school students. Because of the range of aptitudes covered by 
this instrument, it is an appropriate test for students not planning to enter 
the armed forces. The aptitudes covered are of interest to both boys and 
girls. 


Upon the recommendation of the counselor, numerous individual tests 
are administered. 


COUNSELING 


The Guidance Department feels that their major function is that of 
counseling. Individual conferences are held on the secondary level whenever 
motivated by the students or deemed desirable by the counselor. Many 
students are seen more than once a year and some at regularly scheduled 
intervals. In the elementary schools, individual conferences are usually 
held as the result of parental, teacher, or principal referrals. Some sessions 
are held as the result of counselor It is hoped in the near future to institute a 
program of self-referrals in the elementary grades. 


Group sessions are held whenever the individual counselor determines 
such conference to be beneficial to those participating. Group sessions are 
always held if appropriate for the purpose of disseminating information. 


Many types of counseling groups are being held. The counseling staff 
considers this a valuable method in helping some students. 


An increasing emphasis has been placed by the Department in the last 

several years in the areas of counseling and career development. 
HEALTH SERVICES 

The health program administered by the school nurses has continued as 
in the past. Grades one through six were given the Massachusetts Vision and 
Hearing Tests. Grades one and four were required to have either a private 
physical examination or one by the school physician. 

We have worked closely with the Special Education Staff in student 
evaluations. A strong effort is made to meet the students’ health needs. 

MUSIC 
A pilot program, THE HUMANITIES, was introduced in grade six, 


emphasizing the inter-relationship of all areas of the curriculum with a focus 
on the inseparability of music from other subject areas. Special projects 
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included: Japan, China, Greece and Colonial America. Plans are now un- 
derway to introduce this approach in grade five. 


Song flutes, a pre-band instrument, once again are incorporated into the 
third and fourth grade programs. 


The instrumental program continues to expand with approximately 300 
students involved and opportunity provided for them to become members of 
the elementary orchestra and or band. 


The use of recorders in grade 7 general music classes has reinforced the 
basic principles of note reading. 


A new eighth grade course of study in general music has been initiated. 
These are mini-courses (ten weeks each) of students’ own choosing. Two 
successful culminating projects to date are ‘‘American Musical Theatre’”’ 
unit and ‘‘American Folk Music’’ unit. Music Theory, an elective for 
students in grade nine, Stage Band and New People (choral group) have 
been added to the curriculum. 


In the high school, because of the ability and interest of students, Music 
Major has been added to the program. This offers students, who are plan- 
ning to pursue music as a vocation or avocation, the necessary background 
for furthering their education at the college level. Baroque Music and 
Twentieth Century Music have been added on one semester courses. Piano 
classes and Improvisation will be included in next year’s program of studies. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION & ATHLETICS 


Our revised physical education program for grades 1-12 is not limited to 
the traditional concept to teach students a prescribed number of games, 
dances, stunts and tumbling, gymnastics, and the like; rather, physical 
education has become a program in which the student is the point of focus. 
We have geared our efforts to develop certain values, such as physical fit- 
ness, cooperation, leadership and similar general desirable characteristics 
and qualities. Our objective is not only the teaching of physical skills, but 
also to give the student the ‘“‘how’’ and ‘“‘why”’ so that he may continue to 
retain an interest in physical activity throughout his lifetime. 


The phase of our program that is primarily recreational is intramurals. 
They are after-school programs that are completely voluntary. Our school 
system is very handicapped by the lack of large game area facilities; 
therefore, we can offer only a limited program when space is available. The 
large number of students bussed to the schools also becomes a major 
problem when after-school programs are offered. In regard to equipment 
most of the new equipment purchased replaces obsolete, worn or damaged 
apparatus. The school department accepts its responsibility to provide safe 
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equipment for class activity: A new set of uneven parallel bars and a quarter 
of a floor exercise mat for the girls program was purchased recently; new 
flying rings and climbing ropes were installed at the High School; both boys 
and girls at the High School enjoy the use of a new record player. The 
equipment at the High School is in excellent condition. Several new tumbling 
mats and small gym apparatus were added to the elementary school 
physical education inventory. 


Chief among our needs is an increase in time for physical education 
classes. When larger facilities are available, we hope that we will be able to 
offer three periods weekly and add necessary personnel to our staff. We are 
currently operating with insufficient teaching areas for High School and 
many elementary schools. The cafeteria gymnasium situation in the 
elementary schools definitely restricts our program. Thegymandplay 
areas cannot be utilized every period of the school day. Outdoor play areas 
for the High School and the North, Emerson, South and Central elementary 
schools are very small and limit curriculum. It takes skillful direction by the 
instructor to run a limited program. 


Co-educational activities are offered to improve poise and self- 
confidence in mixed groups. The volleyball program involved over 150 
students and offered a quality educational experience. The physical 
education teachers organize and run the intramural program for boys and 
girls at all levels as part of their regular teaching assignment. A special note 
of commendation should be given to Mr. Paul White for his interest and 
enthusiasm and the volunteering of his time to run a very successful weight- 
training and physical fitness program after school for High School boys. Two 
other examples of extra effort on behalf of staff members are Miss Carol 
Noyes and Mr. Robert Giannino at the Junior High School Miss Noyes in- 
structs a girls gymnastics club, and Mr. Giannino, a student-trainer course. 


Our association with the Middlesex League gives us the opportunity to 
participate against schools with excellent reputations for scholastic and 
athletic achievement. We have a natural geographic relationship that 
produces a tremendous athletic rivalry. The league has the reputation of 
being one of the best in the State. Last year we were fortunate in winning 
league championships in football, basketball and baseball. We have made 
outstanding progress in obtaining highly qualified and professionally- 
minded coaches to conduct our interscholastic programs. Our teams reflect 
good coaching and achievement in good sportsmanship. Any success that 
has been achieved during the past year has been the direct result of their 
efforts, cooperation, and ability to train our athletes. A successful athletic — 
program is based on many factors; however, our staff deserves eminent 
praise and commendation for its loyalty, tireless efforts and desire to make 
our school program successful under difficult conditions. Our athletic teams 
have good, attractive equipment that gives a team confidence and pride in 
itself. It is designed to withstand hard play, long usage, and it receives 
proper care. Our efforts to obtain good, substantial equipment for our 
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younsters has made a difference between a maximum and a minimal 
number of injuries. All of our equipment is inventoried after every season 
and sent to a reconditioner for cleaning, proper maintenance and storage. 


Our most important athletic need is facilities for the increasing number 
of girls reporting for girls sports. Areas indoors and outdoors for in- 
tramurals and additional teams at levels below the varsity are pressing to 
accommodate student interest. 


This past year we added the services of a full-time trainer to our staff. 
He works closely with the school physician, trying to make every effort 
possible to guard the health of players. We would like to express our ap- 
preciation for the excellent assistance given our athletic program by Dr. 
John Danis, our school physician. During the fall season, he gave unselfishly 
of his time to care for the athletic injuries sustained by our teams. He made 
time in his busy schedule to follow up every injury, and his assistance to our 
trainer was extremely valuable. He was ever mindful of his obligations to his 
fellow practitioners in the community and professional in his relationship 
with the coaches and injured athletes. 


We would also like to express our gratitude for the assistance given to 
our athletic program by the members of the School Committee, our school 
administrators, the maintenance department and the Board of Public 
Works. All have been understanding, cooperative, and it goes without 
saying, that it would be impossible to carry out our program without their 
interest and generous assistance. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The Special Education Department, recognizing that an important key 
to excellence in providing service is an understanding and acceptance of all 
children and their individual differences, devoted its main energies in 1972- 
73 to developing and furthering the concept of integrating all children with 
special needs into the mainstream of our education system, the regular 
classroom. All children with special needs in the Stoneham Public Schools 
were integrated with regular students insofar as each individual child’s 
ability would permit. This complied with the new State regulations for 
children with special needs. 


Concomitantly with integration, the identification and diagnosis of 
children with special needs was carried out and services in are of Learning 
Disabilities expanded to meet the steadily growing demand for this type of 
service. 


The Department of Special Education coordinated its efforts with parent 


organizations throughout the year. In conjunction with the Stoneham 
Chapter for Children with Learning Disabilities, a free clinic was held on 
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February 3, 1973 at the Robin Hood School. The clinic was held expressly for 
children who entered Grade 1 in September 1973. All children who resided in 
Stoneham at that time were included. The results are of practical use in the 
early identification and remediation of factors that lead to poor success in 
school. An eight week program for those children identified on February 3, 
1973 as having possible problems was held during months of April and May 
1973. Volunteers from MACLD and the Stoneham School Department 
provided the instructional and custodial staff for the program. The 
Department of Special Education is particularly grateful to the officers of 
the Stoneham Chapter, MACLD and Dr. Susan Visco for their untiring ef- 
forts and hard work in organizing and carrying out the clinic and resultant 
eight weeks program. 


The purpose of all the Special Education programs is to afford each child 
with special needs the right and dignity of gainful employment by utilizing 
the school system and community to realize this. Keeping this purpose in 
mind, services provided by the SEEM program were utilized to the fullest 
extent, particularly at the secondary level. Students, with special needs, at 
this level were trained for specific jobs uitlizing community resources. 
Specific job preparation within the school system was also provided for a 
limited number of secondary school students. Planning designed to increase 
this type of opportunity was implemented in September 1973.. 


The passage of Chapter 766 of the General Laws which becomes ef- 
fective in September 1974, will require an expansion of currently provided 
services and possibly services not now provided. The existence of the 
S.E.E.M. Program will facilitate meeting current needs and possible in- 
creased needs since the framework for expansion of services exists. 


A Grade One Preventive Program was initiated during school year 1972- 
73, and success in alleviating possible educational difficulties was realized. 
Seventy-five first grade children were in the Program. 


SPEECH AND LANGUAGE 


The Speech and Language Program services all schools in Stoneham, 
grades K-12 inclusive. In general the children are seen on a bi-weekly basis, 
either individually or in a small group setting. The therapists provide 
diagnostic and therapeutic services for individuals handicapped by im- 
painments of language, speech or hearing. Speech cannot be dealt with-as 
something apart from the whole individual. For this reason a concerted 
effort is made to work in conjunction with the classroom teacher, parent and » 
other specialists. 


CAFETERIA SERVICES 


It is a pretty normal, biological function that children, engaged in the 
hard work of training their minds and bodies throughout the day, are going 
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to be hungry and will require energy to support themselves during the day. 
This is the major concern of the Cafeteria Staff and the School Lunch 
Program as they function throughout all nine of our schools. 


Each balanced meal the children receive provide them with a minimum 
of one-third their daily nutritional requirement at a most important time of 
the day, during their formal education. Keeping this uppermost in mind, the 
Cafeteria Staff attempts to present this meal to the child at as low a price as 
possible without loss of quality. This is achieved in today’s market by 
competitive purchasing, student participation and through state and federal 
assistance in the school milk and lunch program. 


MEDIA SERVICES 

During the academic year 1972-73 many new directions were taken to 
assist our professional staff in providing the best education for the youth of 
Stoneham. With the creation of the Media Services Department and the 
appointment of a full-time Director, it was recognized that the coordination 
of efforts, purchasing of materials, standardization of equipment and in- 
service education and training of professionals is an important part of the 
educational process. Programs begun this past year include: 

1) centralized purchasing of equipment 

2) in-service training in the use of equipment 

3) mastery inventory 

4) coding of equipment for identification purposes 

5) student education in media production 

6) greater utilization of media centers 

7) preview committees 

8) standardization of equipment 

You will note that many of the programs instituted last year are directly 
related to the recommendations of the State Survey Team of the Self-Study. 

SPECIAL SERVICES 
The employees of the Services Department of the Stoneham Public 


Schools, have had a rewarding year. They have seen teh school department 
activate kindergarten classrooms in six of our seven elementary schools,

and had a major part in the change and activation of these rooms. Major 
building changes took place at the East School, Colonial Park School, and the 
Robin Hood School. 


Specifications were written and compiled for twenty-four projects or 
services, and were publicly bid. Two hundred and forty companies 
requested specifications on these twenty-four projects. 


EVENING SCHOOL 


The Stoneham Evening School Program offers one of the most 
significant course selections in the area. 


Classes are scheduled one or two evenings per week for twenty weeks, 
late September through March, at the High School and Junior High School 
buildings. Closing exercises in April of each year include the awarding of 
certificates for completion of course work and a public display of work 
produced, especially in the art and practical art classes. 


The Evening School program is supported by tuition receipts, local 
funding, and state and federal reimbursements to the Town. Approximately 
800 residents of Stoneham and surrounding communities enroll in courses. 
Faculty includes a part-time Director, a part-time secretary, and twenty- 
eight instructors. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 


Enrollment in the 1973 Summer School was thirty-five students of which 
five were non-residents. Courses were held in Typing, Junior High School 
and Senior High School English, Algebra 1, and General Mathematics. For 
the first time in several years, no elementary school courses were held due 
to lack of enrollment. 


TRANSPORTATION AND SAFETY 


State law requires the transportation of school children who live at least 
two miles from their school. In Stoneham, the policy is to provide bus 
transportation for children who live a mile and a half or more from the 
school. 


Contracted transportation costs have increased in recent years because 
of higher operating costs, transporting more children, and a large increase 
in the number of pupils with special hardships. In addition, the School 
Committee has established a ‘“‘Late Bus’’ for the purpose of allowing 
children to remain after school for various extra-curricular activities, extra 
help, etc., which would add to the total educational program of the student. 
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The School Committee recommended to the 1971 Annual Town Meeting 
that the safety committee be re-established in order to study any hazardous 
areas where children have to walk to and from school. 


Parents are requested to continue cooperating with the school principals 
to encourage their children to walk on the sidewalks provided, rather than in 
the streets. 


PROGRAM BUDGETING 


The first step in the conversion of the line item budget concept to 
Program Oriented Budgeting was accomplished this past year. The entire 
staff participated in the preparation of the School Department Budget for 
the forthcoming school year. 


New account codes were established to permit more detailed and refined 
allocation of expenditures to school levels and program and sub-program 
functions. Although new, these account codes will provide orderly reporting 
to State Department of Education requirements, ready adaptation to 
computer accounting applications and more meaningful cost information for 
planning and control. 


DATA PROCESSING 


Since 1970 the School Department has utilized a computer located at the 
High School for certain administrative data processing and for student in- 
struction and training. 


Presently the administrative data processing applications include 
Student and Course Scheduling, Attendance Reporting, Grade Reporting 
and Report cards and Payroll Registers. Plans for the current year include 
implementation of programs that would provide Equipment and Inventory 
information, additional payroll applications, and expansion of present 
Student Scheduling and Grade Reporting applications for Guidance pur- 


poses. 


The current program of studies at the High School includes courses in 
computer programming, programming languages, problem analysis, 
coding, keypunching and debugging and permits a “‘hands on’’ policy for 
student use of the computer in a controlled environment. 


Members of the Town Computer Commission in their evaluation of the 
most reasonable and economical approach for combining the School 
Department and Municipal data processing requirements into a single Data 
Processing Installation. 
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STATE SURVEY REPORT 


The Stoneham School Committee has devoted considerable time in 
analyzing and in examining many of the areas of survey of Stoneham’s 
Public Schools which was completed in 1972. They have been most receptive 
in reviewing the report and in making it a working document in order to 
develop a vital Educational Plan for the Town of Stoneham. 


A large number of items included in the study were in the process of 
being implemented at the time of the study. Others have been started since 
the study began in 1971. 


Two significant actions have been taken by the School Committee on the 
recommendation of the Superintendent of Schools. These actions were taken 


in an attempt to examine the report with the hope of implementing many of 
the recommendations. 


The first action was the appointment of a number of committees to 
analyze the recommendations. The committees were to develop some kind 
of priority of implementation as well as a time frame. This included con- 
sideration of recommendations which they felt could not be implemented by 
the Town of Stoneham. The committees are composed of the following 
members: 

(1) One School Committee Member 

(2) One Student 

(3) One Teacher 

(4) One Citizen 

(5) One Administrator 

One group was formed for each of the eight areas of the study. There was 
a Stipulation that the people serving on these subcommittees could not have 
served in the same area on the original self-study. These groups were 


organized in the latter part of September, 1973, and were to submit a report 
to the School Committee by November 15, 1973. 


The second action was the decision of the School Committee to engage 
the services of a management consultant firm to accomplish three tasks: 


(1) Review the Survey Findings and Recommendations. 
(2) Determine a Hierarchy of Needs. 


(3) Develop a Time Phased Plan of Action. 
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The program became effective the first of October, 1973, when a con- 
tract was signed with the consulting firm of Booz, Allen & Hamilton, New 
York, New York. A preliminary report has been received and is now being 
reviewed. These consultants analyzed the findings of the State Study and 
have determined that there were 173 recommendations or changes to be 
considered. It is quite obvious that this number is too large and some paring 
will be necessary. The report further suggests that the original eight areas 
be grouped into three broad categories. 


(1) Educational Programs 
(2) Administration 
(3) Facilities 


The Stoneham School Department recognizes that time is an essential 
part in the development of any program and every effort is being made to 
implement this study as quickly as possible. It must be recognized that 
many of the items presented require long-range plans. It is important to 
recognize that the spirit of all personnel concerned to make this program 
work is outstanding. 


Several major items are being implemented or will soon be started. We 
feel this study will make a worthwhile contribution to the Education 
Program for the young people of Stoneham.

CONCLUSIONS AND PROJECTIONS 


Schools exist today in a society that is being tried and tested in almost 
every conceivable way. The tempests of foreign wars, the confrontations 
within our society, experimentation with new codes of living, the discomfort 
of governmental intrigue, and the realities of the energy crisis have signified 
stresses and strains out of which, hopefully, a stronger and truer sense of 
identity must emerge. The successful meeting of this identity depends upon 
a union of this new knowledge with older strengths and insights. 


Changes are taking place in the Stoneham School Department. These 
changes are a result of an awareness of that which is new, tempered by the 
knowledge that time and study are essential parts of the development of any 
program. With the availability of final reports by management consultants 
and sub-committees, significant emphases is to be placed on the im- 
plementation of the recommendations of the MassachusettsDepartment of 
Education Survey of the Stoneham Public Schools. Further considerations 
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are to be given to new state regulations for special education and greater 
attention is to be paid to individualization. Continued emphasis will be 
placed on the improvement of facilities. As always planning will center on 
the motivation of the student tobuild positive attitudes toward a lifetime of 
educational pursuits and creative interests. He must be prepared to contend 
with and respond positively to this world of rapid change and conflict without 
losing cultural values and a sense of true identity. 


The School Department wishes to express appreciation to all of the 
school staff members who have contributed to providing a good educational 
program for the youth of Stoneham, and, in addition, to many related ser- 
vices for the towns-people as a whole. 


Appreciation is expressly given to parents and to students who have 
volunteered their time for committee work and for other special efforts, the 
United School Councils Committee, School Councils and Parent-Teacher 
League, the Stoneham School Committee, Self-Study Committees, Stoneham 
Public Library, Finance and Advisory Board, Public Works Department, 
The Town Clerk, the Town Treasurer, the Town Accountant, Police and Fire 
Departments, other representatives of local government, Eastern Mid- 
dlesex Guidance Clinic, Project SEEM (regional Special Education agen- 
cy), the Stoneham Teachers Association, the League of Women Voters, the 
Booster Club, and other departments, agencies and individuals who have 
given time and effort or have otherwise cooperated with the schools. 


The School Department is very appreciative of the confidence, 
cooperation, and support regularly given by students, parents, and other 
citizens of Stoneham.

To the Citizens of Stoneham:- 


The Board of Health hereby submits their report for the year ending 
December 31, 1973. 


In February our staff was saddened by the death of our board member, 
Mr. Robert B. Cassidy. Mr. Cassidy was a very dedicated and capable 
person. He served on the Board of Health a total of six years. 


The Board of Health met in joint session with the Selectmen on March 13, 
1973 to appoint a member to the Board of Health to fill the unexpired term of 
Mr. Cassidy. Mr. Michael J. Rolli, 3 Crescent Avenue, Stoneham, a former 
member of the Board of Health, was nominated and unanimously appointed 
to the Board of Health for the term ending with the March, 1974 elections. 


Miss Gail Scarpello, R.H.D. resigned her position as Dental Hygienist 
for the Board of Health to accept employment in California. Mrs. Patricia C. 
Holbrook, R.D.H., with seventeen years experience, was hired as the Board 
of Health Dental Hygienist to replace Miss Scarpello. 


The Annual Dog clinic was held on March 17, 1973. Vaccine used at this 
clinic immunizes the dogs for a period of two years. This clinic is advertised 
in a Stoneham newspaper a week in advance of the clinic date.

In June the Board of Health conducted an open meeting in the Town Hall 
for persons interested in a Mosquito control program. As a result of this 
meeting Mr. John L. Anderson, a member of the Board, was prevailed upon 
to be a chairman of a Citizens Committee for the Study of Mosquito Control 
in the Town of Stoneham. Mr. Anderson has done a commendable job. He 
has held meetings with his committee and met with local and state officials 
who are knowledgeable in all types of Mosquito Control and application 
programs. 


In August it was necessary to make some additions to our Sanitary Code 
regulations-Article XI. Section 9.6 was adopted August 13, 1973. These 
regulations were also advertised in the local papers therefore making them 
legal regulations of the Board of Health. 

The Board of Health wishes to express their appreciation to other town 
departments and officials for their support and cooperation during the past 
year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH NURSE 
1973 was an extraordinary year for the Health Team. 
Public Health means just that- meeting the needs of the community in a 


helpful healthful way. We must be alert to the needs of the individual but 
constantly aware of the outcome for the community. 
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In addition to our daily routine and annual programs we were over- 
whelmed by reports of Pediculosis, (nits-head lice) in the winter months. 
One day for example, a parent reported her nursery school child’s problem 
to us. We examined the heads of the family members only to find that this 
large family was scattered in classrooms in three different schools. We then 
proceeded to the nursery school- the elementary schools- neighbors- and in 
the P.M. the Brownie Troup. On this same day we reported to the nurses in 
the respective schools and due to the urgency of helping to prevent any more 
contamination, Mrs. O’Melia and I personally examined 15 classrooms and 
made 30 home visits. This problem has not entirely cleared up all year. We 
are constantly on the look-out. I do not know if we will ever completly be rid 
of this nuisance until the shorter hair styles (male and female) return to 
fashion. 


In 1972 we tried a new program of early vision and screening in all 
kindergartens and nursery schools. This program was midly successful and 
we were constantly changing our techniques to improve working with the 
very young child. We were convinced however of the need for early detec- 
tion. Sometime in the fall we found that we could purchase special vision 
slides for the very young child. After that we advertised these vision 
screening dates for the first three months of 1973. Some one hundred 3-5 year 
olds attended and we were most pleased with responses from the Op- 
thomologists and the parents of those children who had been referred. We 
were very pleased with ourselves when we met and saw these little people 
wearing glasses 1 and 2 years prior to first grade (the usual time for their 
first eye test). 


We had already started the annual Tuberculin test screening in the 
schools when the State Department of Public Health began to recieve ex- 
cessive reports of German Measles outbreaks through out the State. We had 
eleven conferences with the State people before we decided to stop the T.B. 
testing and adopt this new porgram, post -haste. 


In Stoneham we have required this immunization prior to entrance to 
school. It is a gigantic undertaking to keep up with the immunizations of 
those moving in and or those moving out. To add to the confusion if some 
children had received this immunization at 9 months of age as stipulated by 
all those in the know, it has since been learned that the individual immunity 
level was not adequate for portection. The Division of Communicable 
Diseases therefore, was requesting that these children be immunized again. 
A parental permission slip questionaire was compiled and distributed to 2000 
children town-wide, age 10 years and under. (In 1969 and 1970 the Rubella 
vaccine had been given to those in kindergartens, Ist, 2nd, 3rd grades.) We 
received over 500 slips back. These were checked against school health 
records and telephone calls made to many parents. We had tremendous 
cooperation by the elementary school nurses, Mrs. Louise Barbo, R.N. and 
Mrs. Evelyn Mason, R.N. as always As a result we had 300 students needing 
either primary or repeat Rubella immunization. The clinic was held April 3, 
1973. 
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The end of April we resumed T.B. testing in the schools. These tests ran 
into June. 


As a result of Middlesex County Sanitarium’s new policy since the fall of 
1972, of only providing out-patient and x-ray services to:- (1) T.B. patients 
andtheir families or (2) persons with proof of contact to same. We once 
again had to reevaluate our policy to meet the needs of the community. 


State law requires ALL persons in schools (public and private), nursing 
homes, and other public servants to have periodic proof showing they are 
free of lung disease. In the past any and all could go free of charge to the 
County Sanitarium and be x-rayed. In an effort to cut down on needless ‘‘X- 
ray exposure’’, to say nothing of the gross record work and expense, a 
person must be a Positive reactor to a T.B. skin test to qualify for chest x- 
rays. Also in the past the skin test could be done at the hospital. But the 
person must go for the test one day and return in 48 hours for a reading. If 
that person was a positive reactor they would then be given an appointment 
for x-ray. As one could imagine this required a great deal of rescheduling for 
teachers as the clinic closed at 3:00 P.M. days. Therefore, as a convenience 
and a public service we now do all preliminary screening and testing at the 
Board of Health. There is much less time lost on the job, and only those 
positive reactors need be x-rayed. Once a positive always a positive and that 
particular person need not be tested again, only x-rayed. Thereafter they 
just need a form from the Board of Health as proof of being a positive 
reactor. These monthly clinics have been very well attended. 


We of Stoneham are most fortunate in having the facility of the Eastern 
Middlesex Mental Health Association and the Guidance Center at our ser- 
vice. After twelve years this center has truly grown (3 moves in 12 years). 
The staff is warm, eager, and cooperative. They are constantly looking for 
ways to service our particular community and it’s needs. The year old Ac- 
tivity Center is bursting at the seams and is in need of larger permanent 
quarters. The Episcopalian minister Rev. James Weldon Thompson and 
members for the past two years opened it’s doors to a woman’s group and 
volunteers. 


Rev. Judith A. Urquhart and the Unitarian Church members allowed the 
use of their parish hall for ‘‘Our Place’’ which opened the middle of Sep- 
tember. ‘“‘Our Place”’ is for any age young or old to come visit, learn a hobby, 
talk, help others, etc. The volunteers even opened it on Christmas day. 


This fall Mrs. Jean M. O’Melia, R.N. attended 6 In-Service (public 
health) meetings. These were held weekly from 8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. at the 
Northeastern District Health Office in Tewksbury. The groups and 
discussions were headed up by top people in each field studied. 


The Office for Children started in July, 1972. Early in 1973 there were 
many organizational meetings in the Eastern Middlesex Area. I have been 
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duly impressed by the fact that Doctor David Leiderman and his staff have 
come to ‘‘grass-roots’’ and began to organize locally instead of from the top 
down. They are really interested in the needs of the child and children. The 
regional office is in Topsfield and I have had help from this office several 


times this year.

Biologic products and diagnostic kits provided to the Board of 
Health through the State Department of Public Health are dispensed 
to the local physicians, the New England Memorial Hospital, and to 
our own Board of Health immunization clinics upon request. 
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There were fifteen (15) premature infants born to Stoneham 
parents in 1973. A premature infant is described as a baby weighing 
five and one-half (5% lbs.) pounds at birth. Parents of premature in- 
fants may apply to the Board of Health for assistance in paying the 
hospital costs of the infant only.

210 dogs were immunized against rabies at our annual dog clinic 
which was held on the 17th of March, 1973.

TRAFFIC 


The Traffic Bureau report as submitted by Lieutenant Dominic A. 
Lucci, recorded a substantial drop in the accident rate with a total 
of 518 accidents reported in 1973, compared to 616 in 1972. 


Personal injuries claims, however, increased from 174 in 1972, to 
217" in 97s: 


There was one fatal accident which occurred on Elm Street, result- 
ing in the death of the operator of a motor vehicle which had struck 
a tree. 


The number of bicycle riders injured also decreased from 13 in 
1972, to Ssinr1 93. 


During the year 1973, Officers of this Department cited 701 motor- 
ists for a total of 964 various moving violations of which 768 were then 
prosecuted in Woburn District Court. 


The ratio of persons under age twenty-one, involved in motor ve- 
hicle accidents, shows an increase to approximately 30% of total acci- 
dents; reported in 1973, as compared to 20% in 1972.

A total of 124 juveniles were arrested for various criminal offenses, 
including 2 youngsters for Rape; 18 for Burglary; 15 for Larceny of 
property; 10 for Auto Theft; 1 for Asault; 1 for arson; four for pos- 
sessing stolen property; three for vandalism; 15 for violation of the 
Narcotic Drug Laws; 1 for operating a motor vehicle while under the 
influence of liquor; 3 for illegal possession of liquor; 22 for drunken- 
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ness and 9 for disorderly conduct; as well as 16 on various other mis- 
demeanors; and 4 as runaways. 


A total of sixty-two minors between the ages of eighteen and 
twenty-one were arrested for various criminal offenses, including one 
for aggravated assault; 8 for auto theft; 2 for assault; one for pos- 
sessing stolen property; 8 for violation of the Narcotic Drug Laws; 
three for operating a motor vehicle under the influence of liquor; 19 
for drunkenness; 9 for disorderly conduct, 9 for various other mis- 
demeanors, including larcency under $100.00 and vandalism. 


ADULT CRIME (ARRESTS) 


A total of seventy-two adults were arrested for criminal offenses; 
including two for forcible rape; one for aggravated assault; eight for 
burglary; fourteen for auto theft; four for assault; two for possessing 
stolen property; two for indecent exposure; five for violation of Nar- 
cotic Drug Laws; four for offenses against family and children; four- 
teen for driving under the influence of liquor; three for illegal sale of 
liquor; thirty seven for drunkenness; eleven for disorderly conduct; 
twenty three for various misdemeanors. 


REPORT OF INVESTIGATIVE BUREAU 


One Hundred eighty nine Burglaries were reported, compared to 
one hundred fifty four recorded in 1972. Twenty six persons were ar- 
rested for this offense and restitution was made in two cases. 


Also arrested were three purse snatchers, three persons for pos- 
session of burglarous tools. Eighteen armed robberies occurred in 1973, 
compared to sixteen in 1972. 


One hundred forty four larcenies over $100.00 were reported with 
fifteen arrests. Restitution was made in twenty one cases. Two hundred 
seventeen larcenies under $100.00 were reported with eighteen arrests. 
Restitution was made in fifty five cases. Thirten Forgeries were re- 
ported with two arrests. Two Rape and one Incest Case were reported 
with all three arrested. The persons responsible for these crimes have 
received long sentences, and are now at Walpole State Prison. 


One Hundred sixty five motor vehicles were reported stolen in 1973. 
compared to ninety four in 1972. Eight persons were arrested for this 
offense, and one hundred and fifty six motor vehicles were recovered 
and nine vehicles are still listed as stolen. 
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Two kidnappings were reported with two arrests. 
Ten persons were arrested for possession of stolen property. 
Seven persons were arrested for escaping from other jurisdictions. 


Fourteen sex offenses (open and Gross Lewdness) were reported 
with twelve persons apprehended for this offense. 


MISCELLANEOUS DUTIES 


During the year 1973, police investigated 2,837 complaints, in- 
spected 402 homes; found 112 business establishments unlocked; re- 
sponded to 109 fire alarms, served 588 summonses; issued 208 pistol 
permits and 88 firearm identification cards. The Department also pro- 
vided drug programs at the Stoneham High School, Stoneham Junior 
High School, St. Patrick’s Schoo] and the New England Memorial Hos- 
pital. Safety Officer Albert J. Duff, Jr. conducted Safety Programs at 
all the Elementary Schools and at the New England Memorial Hospital. 


The Safety Officer also gave talks to the Social Study Classes at 
the Northeast Regional Vocational School, Stoneham High School, and 
Stoneham Junior High School and to the Driver’s Education Classes 
at the Stoneham High School. He also gave talks to various organ- 
izations in the Town such as “Tops”, “Sixty Plus Club”, etc. 


Apprceximately eight hundred youths were given tours through the 
New Station during the year 1973, with instructions on safety and 
drugs, creating good public relations between these young people and 
members of the Police Department. 


Twenty Site Plan investigations were made for the Building In- 
spector and Radar and Safety checks were made throughout the com- 
munity for snow obstruction and frost on windshields of vehicles. 


Booklets on Safety were distributed to every elementary school 
child in the school system, from the kindergarten classes to and through 
the sixth grades. One hundred and fifty Safety Posters were given to 
merchants for Safety Display in their places of business and over two 
hundred calendars were given to merchants and residents of this com- 
munity. Assistance in funding, was received from many of these Stone- 
ham merchants for many of these safety crusades, including the calen- 
dars, posters and advertisements in the local papers. 


The Safety Officer was responsible for the Stop-Sign Program, 
under the Governor’s Highway Safety Program, for sixty-eight signs 
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and posts, at No Cost to the Town of Stoneham, and the equipment 
and installation of school zone flashing lights which will be installed 
before school starts in the fall of 1974. This is in the amount of 
$35,000.00, which will be reimbursed to the Town.

Personnel Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Stoneham: 


The following sets forth the Annual Report of the Personnel Board: 


The Personnel Board is made up of five members, four of whom 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen for five year terms with the 
term of one member expiring each year. The fifth member of the 
Board is a town employee, who is elected by the town employees to 
serve for a five year term. 


The Personnel Board administers the Job Classification and Salary 
Plan, under Article XI of the Town By-Laws, which was established 
for the Town of Stoneham by the Annual Town Meeting of 1955. Since 
that time the Plan has been amended and changed in various ways in 
succeeding Town Meetings. Basically, it prescribes guidelines for gov- 
erning wages and/or salaries, terms of employment, job titles and 
classifications, fringe benefits and other related matters. No provision 
of this Plan applies to elected Town Officials, employees of the School 
Department or a few specific appointed officials. 


In addition, it is the responsibility of the Personnel Board to: 


a. approve all pay or classification changes of town employees 
governed by the Plan, including hiring rates and classifications; 


b. settle any question of doubt or dispute relative to interpretation 
of the Plan; 


c. annually review all wage rates and classifications and to take 
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the necessary action to put any required changes into effect in ac- 
cordance with the provisions governing amendments to the Plan; 


d. maintain in the Office of the Personnel Board, a centra! file for 
all Town employees subject to the Plan. The file is maintained by the 
clerk of the Board and contains the vital and necessary data for each 
employee. 


During the year Messrs. John F. Burns and George A. Gammon 
resigned and the Board of Selectmen appointed Messrs. John F. Ma- 
honey and James H. Kellogg to fill the unexpired terms. This year also 
completed the long career of dedicated service to this Town for Mrs. 
Pauline Moody. Her several Town capacities included that of clerk to 
both this Board and the Collective Bargaining Board. She will be missed 
and we extend to her our sincere best wishes. Mrs. Catherine Monaco 
was hired as clerk to both boards. 


At the annual organizational meeting held in May, Mr. James H. 
Kellogg was elected Chairman and Mr. Robert P. Chase was re-elected 
Secretary.

Annual Report Of The 
Collective Bargaining Agents 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Stoneham: 


The following sets forth the Annual Report of the Collective Bargaining 
Agents for the Town: 


The General Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts passed an 
Act in 1965, providing for the election of representative bargaining agents for 
municipal employees. Since that time the following have been duly voted to 
represent the various town employees for bargaining purposes: 


1. I.B.P.O. - International Brotherhood of Police Officers (a division of 
N.A.G.E.) 
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2. I.A.F. - International Association of Fire Fighters (A.F.L. - C.1.0. 
C.0.C)) 


3. Stoneham Public Works Employees Association 

4. The Stoneham Traffic Directors Association 

In accordance with the law, the Board of Selectmen have appointed a 
Collective Bargaining Commission which represents management in labor 
negotiations. The Commission consists of five members, four of which are 


members of the Personnel Board and one non-member. 


During the year, contracts for all the bodies were negotiated and signed 
on the following dates: 


1. L.BiP:9. March 15, 1973 
2.1.AF February 8, 1973 
3. Public Works Employees March 8, 1973 
4. Traffic Directors Association September 12, 1973 


During the month of April, Complaints of Prohibited Practices were 
filed with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Labor Relations Com- 
mission against the Town of Stoneham by the Stoneham Traffic Directors 
Association and the I.B.P.0. Local 389. 


A hearing was held on July 23, 1973 in the Labor Commissioner’s office in 
Boston to hear the complaint of the Traffic Directors. As a result of this 
hearing, the Commissioner advised that further negotiations would be ap- 
propriate. Negotiations were held during the month of August, resulting in 
mutual agreements and this contract was duly signed in September. 


On August 14, 1973, a hearing was held in the Labor Commissioner’s 
office to hear the complaint of the I.B.P.O. Local 389. As a result of this 
hearing, a decision was reached on the case and found in favor of the Town of 
Stoneham. A decision was made on November 20, 1973 and issued on 
December 10, 1973. 


At both of the above-mentioned hearings the Town was represented by 
Allan W. Drachman, Esquire, who has been retained as the Town’s labor 
relations counsel. In addition to Mr. Drachman, representatives of the 
Collective Bargaining Commission and members of the bodies filing the 
complaints were in attendance. 


In addition to the two Personnel members who resigned from both 
Boards, Mr. E. Michael Marrocco resigned from the Collective Bargaining 
Commission and Mr. Samuel Adams was appointed by the Board of Select- 
men to replace him.

The Annual Report of the Civil Defense Department is hereby sub- 
mitted: 


On the national level Civil Defense has had it’s name changed from the 
Office of Civil Defense to the Civil Preparedness Agency. This new name is 
more in keeping with todays role of civil defense, and that is to be ready to 
protect people and property in any type of disaster. 


Our program for federal fiscal year 1974 has been approved and ac- 
cepted. This keeps Stoneham eligibile for Surplus Property and Excess 


Property programs, and also puts Stoneham in a eligibility status for 
matching funds projects. 


The department during the year has participated in the following 
programs and civil defense activities: 


a) active participation in the Governors Highway Saftey Campaign 
during the three major holidays. 


b) attended all the Directors meetings. 


c) attended all meetings and stayed abreast of all developments of the 
energy crisis. 
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a, 
d) active participation in the various training programs and attendance 
at various seminars in order that Stoneham would be kept abreast of any 
changes or modifications in policies concerning civil defense. 


e) conducted a survey of how other cities and towns around Stoneham 
were using their Auxiliary Police, more on this elsewhere in this report. 


During the year the department moved from rental quarters to the Town 
Hall Annex (the former police station) thus saving the town better than 
$2000.00 per year in rent and other expenses. This amount may seem small 
but add to that the money received from the sale of one of the auxiliary fire 
trucks, and we find a return to the town of almost 50 percent of the depart- 
ments operating budget. During 1974 we plan on surplusing six large 
gasoline driven generators. These generators are too large, costly to operate 
and outdated as well. Selling them would be in the best interest of the town. 


The Auxiliary Police were asked to operate as an observing and 
reporting unit, and a survey was conducted to see how other communities 
handled this request. It was found that many communities were using their 
auxiliary police in just such a manner. Communities with fewer men than 
Stoneham, to New York City with over 6000 men were using these volun- 
teers in every phase of police work, and were very pleased with results. 


To allay any fears that anyone may have concerning the use of these 
men, may we Say for the record; These men when used for this purpose DO 
NOT REPLACE any of the regular police officers, but, augment them, they 
cannot by law take any position held by a regular police officer, not even to 
fill in for absence due to any reasons. Because legal questions and insurance 
coverage for these men have not all been ironed out as yet, this operation has 
been postponed until 1974. 


Milton E. Roberts was presented a Certificate of Appreciation from the 
Board of Selectmen on behalf of the Town, and a plaque from the members 
of the Auxiliary Police in appreciation of his more than 20 years of volunteer 
service to the town as an auxiliary police officer, upon his retirement as 
Chief of the auxiliary police.

This department was put on a stand by status during the last quarter of 
the year as a result of the energy crisis, and we are still on standby. All in- 
dications point to greater involvement on all levels by civil defense in the 
energy crisis.

Dear Mr. Chairman: | 
I respectfully submit the 1973 Report of the Fire Department. 


The Personnel of the Fire Department consists of: One Chief; Four 
Captains; Four Lieutenants; and Thirty Privates. 


Firefighting 


1286 fires, or other emergencies, were reported in 1973. This is a 20 
percent increase over last year. 


Of the 1286 Alarms, 210 were Box Alarms (81 of these were False), 50 
were Mutual Aid to other communities, 79 were for fires or emergency 
problems in homes, apartments, and business establishment’s. 


There were also 1076 still alarms (95 of these were for brush and woods 
fires) 221 car and truck fires and accidents, 39 water problems, 95 calls for 
oxygen and several hundred more for many varied reason. 


The Amount of property endangered by Fire - $2,470,800.00 
The Amount of property destroyed by Fire 115,380.50 
The Amount of Insurance paid 96,680.50 
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The Amount not covered by insurance 18,700.00 


The Amount of damage to Motor Vehicles 43,450.00 


Fire Prevention 


The Department conducts inspections in all business establishments in 
the Town; All Schools, Nursing Homes and Hospital. 


Also inspections and investigations are made on oil burner installations; 
gasoline tanks; blasting; complaints; and gasoline and oil trucks. 


Fire Drills are held in all Nursing Homes, Schools, Theatre and 
Hospital. 


School programs are conducted in the third and sixth grades and 200 
prospective baby sitters were given instruction in Fire Safety. 


Each year, the State and Federal Goverments are requiring more in- 
spection work from this Department. 


This is good and is in the interest of better Fire Safety. It is becoming 
more difficult, however, to do all that should be done. Consideration will 
have to be given to a full time Fire Prevention Officer in the near future. 


Fire Department training 


Several of the men, including myself, attended Fire Science courses held 
in the Community Colleges. 


Training sessions were held in the Department throughout the year, 
which covered pumping, ladder work, rescue techniques, hose line 
evolutions, building construction and ventilation of Stoneham buildings. A 
flammable liquid drill was also conducted under the direction of Logan 
Airport, Fire Department. 


Fire Alarm 


New alarm circuits were installed at the Boy’s Club, Skating Rink, the 
Gates Apartments, Housing for the Elderly, Eastern Ave, and Town Crest 
Drive. Boxes were tested on all circuits; Edison Co. changeovers were done 
and general maintenance of the system was done including cable and con- 
duit work, trouble shooting and painting. 
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Retirement’s 


Three experienced Firefighters were retired this year. Firefighters Ear] 
Potter, John Hubbard and John Marshall. These men served the Town 
diligently for many years and it is with regret that they have retired. 


Summary 


Two additional men should be appointed. This would make equal shifts 
around the clock and would provide minimum coverage for the Town. 


Engine 4, which answers over 900 calls each year, and is constantly out 
in the worst weather, should be replaced this coming year. It is showing 
signs of deterioration from rust and from normal fire fighting use, 


The cooperation of all Town Officials, Boards, Committees, Members of 
the Fire Department and Citizens of the Town, was excellent throughout the 


year.

The year 1973 marked the first full year of operation at the Unicorn Golf 
Course. 


The Town of Stoneham’s gross revenue was $90,600.00 with $30,120.00 
Nine Hole rounds of golf played supervised by Golf pro Paul Barkhouse. 


Mr. Gregg Deegan, Golf Course Superintendent and Recreation Area 
Manager and employees completed the irrigation installation that was 
started last year. At the beginning of the 1973 golf season the nine hole course 
layout was changed. At this time new tees were built for the 2nd, 4th, 6th and 
8th holes in anticipation of the increase play. In the year 1974 it will be 
necessary to add new tees, tee 1, 3rd, 5th, 7th and 9th holes. 
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The Stoneham Skating Arena opened officially October 6, 1973 under the 
direction of Mr. Alan Alexander, Manager. 


The Golf Course personnel has the year round maintenance respon- 
sibility of the Arena Building exterior, grounds and parking lot. 


An additional activity to the Unicorn Area was the Stoneham High Cross 
Country meets utilizing the 28 acres remaining. 


Future plans include a Little League field, Tennis Courts, Picnic Area 
and Volley Ball.

Annual Report Of The 
Planning Board 


To the Citizens of Stoneham: 


The Planning Board held twenty-six meetings during this past year. 
These meetings are held every other Wednesday night in the office of the 
Planning Board, Town Hall. In addition, four public hearings were held in 
the Hearing Room. 


Two new subdivisions were proposed, one on Marion Street on the 
Wakefield line containing three houselots and one continuing South Marble 
St. containing thirteen houselots. Twenty-two plans were signed ‘‘approval 
under subdivision control law not required’’. 


The Planning Board presented several articles at the annual town 
meeting, of which three were accepted. Of major importance was the ap- 
proval of the revised zoning by-laws. This revision corrected errors and 
made the law easier to use and understand. The second article approved, 
established a moratorium on apartment construction and authorized the 
creation of a moratorium housing committee. The purpose of this committee 
was to study the need and possible location for the costruction of subsidized 
low to moderate income housing. The third article authorized the ap- 
pointment of a central district study committee to determine the best 
method of revitalizing the center of town. The Planning Board member of 
this committee has reported periodically the progress of this committee and 
recently requested funds for outside assistance. 
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The Planning Board has reprinted the rules and regulations for the 
subdivision control law which incorporates all amendments since the 
original printing. This booklet will be self-supporting through sales to 
developers and interested citizens at $1.25 per copy. It is available at the 
Planning Board office. 


The Planning Board enjoyed the services of a part-time planner under 
the EEA program. Late in the year, the funds were exhausted and we lost 
the valuable services of Noel Stone. As mentioned in previous reports, a 
town the size of Stoneham close to the capital is always a prime location for 
developers. A planner is really becoming a necessity so that orderly 
development can be attained. 


Planning Board meetings are open to the public and interested citizens 
are welcome. A member of the press regularly attends all our meetings and 
reports bi-weekly in the newspaper. 


We wish to thank members of all town boards, the town counsel, building 
inspector and the town engineers for their cooperation and interest 
throughout the year. The years ahead will be a challenge to the Planning 
Board members and it is our earnest hope that our recommendations will be 
carefully reviewed by the citizens of the town whenever presented.

Report Of The 
Public Librarian 


I am happy to report the activities of the library for the year 1973 in this 
114th Annual Report of the Stoneham Public Library. 


While statistics show a decrease in total circulation, this alone is no 
indication of total services offered by the library. More and more people 
seem to be using library materials and services in the library and statistics 
do not accurately record all this usage. The Reference Department alone 
answered approximately 8000 reference and research questions (actually 
recorded), in addition to mail and telephone requests from all areas of the 
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United States. Film programs at the library during the year attracted some 
2,149 people, to see a total of 46 different films in the library. Library 
orientation programs were offered to thirteen classes by the Children’s 
Librarian, and to seven classes of older students by the Reference Librarian. 
Along with preschool story hour, regularly scheduled children’s film 
programs, and special reading and film programs, the library was a beehive 
of activity throughout the year. 


The total volumes in the library collection reached 67,401 in December. 
This figure does not include documents, catalogs, and vertical file materials, 
which totaled 7,011. Lack of space is becoming an increasing difficulty. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


Attendance at preschool story hour on Friday mornings from October to 
June was 493 youngsters. The Children’s Summer Reading and Film 
Program during the month of July provided some 136 eager children an 
opportunity to learn about pets and farm animals. 


Movies shown throughout the school year in library hall on the second 
and fourth Thursday of each month proved a great success this past year, as 
in previous years, with an average attendance of 45 children at each showing 


Monthly collections of books were sent to elementary classrooms, 
totaling 30,460 books loaned to the elementary schools of the town. 


ADULT SERVICES 


Through membership in the Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library 
System, the Boston Public Library provided printed reading lists, posters, 
display materials, reference service, films, and revolving book loans. They 
loaned us 336 books to fill individual requests, 100 Foreign Books, and 100 
Paperbacks, as well as providing photocopies of newspaper and magazine 
articles, not available in this library. With the daily delivery service to 
member libraries we were able to meet the needs of the people of Stoneham 
faster and more effectively. We encourage you to take advantage of the vast 
resources of your public library, which are now almost unlimited. 


The library borrowed 300 films from the Massachusetts Film 
Cooperative and the Boston Public Library, and the library loaned out to- 
Stoneham organizations a total of 380 films. 


The Stoneham Library loaned 112 books to local libraries on interlibrary 
loan. 


Library hall was used 343 times by 30 different organizations in town. 
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Monthly service was provided to Nursing Homes, Home for Aged 
People, and Housing for the Elderly, totaling 3,031 books loaned to this 


group. 


Mrs. Maxine Schultz reviewed books once a month for the residents of 
the Sunshine Nursing Home. 


The special program for National Library Week, April 8-14, 1973, was the 
showing of the film Brian’s Song, on April 10, 11, 12, with 100 percent at- 
tendance at each showing. On April 14, the library wound up the week by 
holding a used book sale, the proceeds of which were turned over to the 
general fund of the town. 


In June, the library obtained ‘“‘The Top Fifty in Paperbacks,’’ from the 
Boston Public Library, through its participation in the Eastern Region. In 
September the library exchanged this Top Fifty for the ‘‘Alternate Life 
Styles Collection.’’ The paperback circulation for these borrowed collections 
was so successful, the library decided to establish its own paperback 
collection. In late September the library requested paperback donations 
from the public, who generously responded---and started recirculating these 
popular items. Between late September and December, 893 paperbacks 
circulated. Response from the public has been most enthusiastic. 


Under the direction of Ms. Jean Palmer, the Stoneham Library initiated 
a classic feature film program in September. As a member of the Eastern 
Region, the library has access to a series of classic American and Foreign 
films held by the audio visual center of the Boston Public Library. A dif- 
ferent film was shown each Friday from September through December and 
attendance was most gratifying. 


The British Tourist Authority placed a first edition print of the film This 
Must Be London with the Stoneham Public Library for circulation during the 
month of October. This film was shown six times and viewed by 360 people. 


In April the Trustees, Librarian, Staff, and interested people formed a 
Steering Committee, and were successful in re-activating the Friends of 
the Library. Response to the membership drive was most heatening, 
resulting in a total membership of over 500 adults and students. In the short 
time the new Friends have existed they arranged an evening program at the 
High School with Norm Nathan as guest speaker, sponsored a concert by the 
Black Eagle Jazz Band at the Junior High School, and conducted a used book 
sale in library hall. Under the leadership of Milo Grubb, president, the 
Friends of the Stoneham Public Library are to be commended for their time 
and effort spent in support of the library. 


With the new requirement to meet the standards for State Aid, the 
Trustees voted in favor of extending Stoneham Library privileges to 
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borrowers of other communities, provided they are in good standing with 
their local library. 


In December the Xerox Corporation replaced the old machine with a 
number 1000 Copier, which produces faster and better service. 


The Library Planning Committee is progressing with architect’s 
preliminary plans for the new library, and a full report will be presented to 
the townspeople at the Annual Town Meeting. 


STAFF 


In January, Mrs. Maxine Schultz was appointed to fill the position of 
Reference-Young Adult Librarian. Mrs. Schultz is a 1972 graduate of Nor- 
theastern University, where she majored in English and minored in Library 
Science. Mrs. Schultz writes the book reviews you read in the local 
newspapers. She also gives oral book reviews to the patients of the Sunshine 
Nursing Home. 


Jean B. Palmer was appointed to the library staff in May to fill the 
position of Assistant Librarian vacated by the resignation of Mrs. Patricia 
Naughton. Ms. Palmer received her Masters in Library Science from the 
State University of New York at Geneseo, and her B.A. from Hunter College 
of the C.U.N.Y. 


The following high school employees resigned to either go to college or to 
other jobs: Patricia Callahan, Beverly Freeman, Ellen Lusas, Joanne 
Niestepski, Diane Servello, Phyllis Stone. We were happy to welcome Joan 
M. Covell, Nina Gentile, and Carol Spencer to the library staff. 


Mrs. Ann Pullo, and Mrs. Sara MacDonald attended the Public Library 
Techniques Workshop at the University of New Hampshire this past sum- 
mer. When they complete the required courses a certificate of achievement 
will be awarded by the University. 


Staff members attended meetings of professional organizations as 
follows: Young Adult Cooperative Book Review Group, Department of 
Education Film Review meetings, Boston Public Library Film Review 
meetings, Massachusetts Library Association, New England Library 
Association, Children’s Librarians, Technical Services Librarians, Eastern 
Massachusetts Regional Film Group, North Shore Library Club, and 
Greater Boston Public Library Administrators. 


The library staff held two used book sales, one in April and another in 
November. The proceeds from both sales were turned over to the general 
fund of the town, with a written report to the Obsolete Materials Committee 
of the town.

Report Of The 


Stoneham Youth Commission 


The Stoneham Youth Commission was appointed in April 1970, by the 
Board of Selectmen. It is primarily a co-ordinating board. The basic con- 
cerns of this board are to work with existing groups in the community to 
supplement programs available, to help the youth of the town obtain em- 
ployment, and to uncover possibilities for new programs and sponsors in the 
community. 


YOUTH CO-ORDINATOR 


A full time Youth Co-Ordinator was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
to act as the Administrator of the Commission programs and to co-ordinate 
with the town’s other youth acitivties. The funds for this individual were 
made available from the Federal Emergency Employment Act of 1972. The 
Youth Co-Ordinator for 1973 is John Barrett. Funds for this position ceased 
at the end of 1973. 


YOUTH COUNCIL 
The Youth Council is composed of students in grades 7 thru 12 and in- 


cludes four members from each grade level with co-ordinators appointed 
from the junior and senior high schools. The Youth Council has been in- 
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tegrated into the Commission activities and plays a major role in counciling 
the Commission on the direction of youth programs. The Youth Council 
members include:

ACTIVITIES 


Concert 


A Rock Concert was held on Sunday, August 5th at Recreation Park 
which was attended by over 500 people young and old. It ran from 3:00 P.M. 
to 7:00 P.M. with three different groups performing. 


Dance 


September - A block dance scheduled for St. Patrick’s Schoolyard was 
rained into the High School Cafeteria and was attended by over 500 youths 
who thoroughly enjoyed this activity and asked that we sponsor more like 
this. 


December - A dance was held in the Town Hall which was attended by 
over 200 young people and was enjoyed by all who attended. 


RENT-A-KID 


The Rent-A-Kid Program was started in Stoneham in April of 1973. It is a 
concept of odd job employment. Its emphasis is on odd job and temporary 
employment with private homeowners, residents and local businesses. 


The overall objective of the Rent-A-Kid Program is to provide youths 
from ages 13 to 18 with odd job employment while providing residents of the 
town with efficient and dependable odd job services. 


This program intends only to bring together the youth and employer. Its 
function is a referral agency. Any youth between the ages of 13 and 18, a 
resident of the town, may register for the program with the Youth Com- 
mission Office. Employers may phone in job orders by calling 438-2804 from 
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10:00 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. on Monday thru Friday. There is no fee to the youth 
or er, loyer for this service. The Youth Commission does not establish rates 
for jobs but will volunteer suggestions when asked. All youths will be in- 
formed of the type of work and salary they can expect before they are sent to 
a job. 


At the present time, we have about 300 youths registered with the 
program and job calls from over 200 residents and businesses. The youths 
have earned over $9,500 from April thru December. Out of 100 employers 
surveyed, 91 were very well satisfied with the program and many are still 
continuing to use it. The impact this program has made in this community 
proves the need of continuing it to meet the needs of the public and provide 
employment opportunities for our youth. 


KARATE 


Karate classes, under the direction of Clifford J. O’Connell 3rd degree 
black belt Nippon Shorin Ryu began this past spring. These classes cover 
classical Shorin Ryu karate on a weekly basis. All participants are working 
towards belt promotions with registration directly from Japan. These 
classes are held on Tuesday nights in Stoneham High School and were held in 
the Boys Club during the summer. 65 boys and girls participate each week 
from 6:30 to 9:30 P.M. with more girls than boys involved in this activity. 


OPEN GYM 


An athletic program is offered at the High School Gym on Thursday 
nights from 6:30 P.M. to 9:30 P.M. The program is free form in that there are 
no organized leagues. The gym is open to all young people of Stoneham with 
no restrictions on age or sex, who want to use the equipment or participate in 
physical activities.

Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At the annual town meeting in March $147,000.00 was appropriated for 
Veterans Benefits, for the eighteen month period to June 30, 1974. 


At the end of 1973 our expenditures have been $88,000.00 


This money has been expended for the following catagories of assistance: 
Ordinary Benefits, Fuel, Medicine, Doctors, Hospitals, Dental Care and 
Miscellaneous. These catagories are set up by the State Commissioner of 
Veterans Services who issues a Directive detailing the formula according to 
which benefits are determined. We have not had any nursing home cases 
involving an expenditure. The cases which came to our attention were 
eligible for Medicaid. Most of the hospital cases concerning persons over 65 
years of age came under our Veterans Special Medex program. Some of the 
other cases were eligible for treatment at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital. Our main interest in the early part of 1974 will be the application of 
Supplementary Security Income and Medicaid to recipients of Veterans 
Benefits. 


There has been a revised budget issued by the Commissioner’s Office, 
effective December 1, 1973. This is the first increase since April 1970. This 
budget increase applies to ordinary benefits and fuel. ‘‘Ordinary Benefits’’ 
applies specifically to grants for food, rent, clothing, utilities, house sup- 
plies, personel needs and insurance. For persons over 65 there is an ad- 
ditional allowance for leisure time activity, transportation and in ap- 
propriate cases for special diets. However, this should not require a change 
in our proposed budget for 1974-75. We believe that the increase can be 
balanced by savings in other catagories. 


So far, the unemployment situation has not had a serious effect on 
Veterans Benefits. Layoffs have generally been of short duration. In most 
instances, Unemployment Compensation, which has recently been in- 
creased, has covered the immediate need. What layoffs we have en- 
countered have been of a seasonal nature, with the veteran returning to the 
same place of employment. The situation becomes serious only when the 
person has to find a new employer and a different kind of job. Then the 
veteran with a large family faces serious financial difficulties. Such con- 
ditions, predicted for the energy crisis, do not appear to have arisen in this 
area. 
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The increase for ‘‘Fuel’’ has been a small one. Whether an additional in- 
crease will come to meet the rising cost of fuel is uncertain at this time. 


Our present expectation is to hold our expenditures at about the current 
level. 


This office has had a substantial increase in Veterans Services. This has 
always taken about 75 percent of our activity. There has been a large in- 
crease in applications for pension and compensation. We have been 
sucessful in having a number of service-connected cases reviewed, and 
where unemployability has been demonstrated, the veterans have received 
100 percent awards. 


The returning Vietnam veterans are taking advantage of G.I. schooling in 
larger numbers. It is hoped that during the coming year more opportunities 
for On-the-Job-Training will become available. 


A good deal of our time is devoted to pension claims. These concern illness 
to the head of the veterans family. Together with Social Security, 
Retirement Benefits etc., they make up the income for the family which has 
been struck with serious illness. Most of our cases of Veterans Benefits 
provide income until these benefits come through. This is the reason that 
most of our cases are temporary as far as financial assistance is concerned. 


This office continues to provide assistance to Stoneham Veterans in 
relation to Social Security, Selective Service, Retirement, Housing, 
Schooling and Medical Attention. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to Mrs. Gertrude Hamill who for 
12 years has been the Clerk of this department. Her understanding of the 
programs available to veterans and their families and her ability to deal 
with people is of great value in a service office of this kind.

The Stoneham Housing Authority respectfully submits its report for the 
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year ending December 31, 1973, as requested by Chapter 121B of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts. 


This is the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Authority which was 
established by the unanimous vote of the Annual Town Meeting of 1948. Its 
incorporation as a public body politic and corporate was approved on Oc- 
tober 18, 1948. 


At the Annual Town Election in March 1973, William L. Curran was re- 
elected to the Authority for a term of five(5) years. At its Annual Meeting in 
April 1973, the Authority organized as follows:

With the approval of the Department of Community affairs, Mrs. 
Frances Kenney was promoted to the position of Office Manager. Mrs. 
Kenney has been employed by the Authority for fourteen years and her 
knowledge and competence is greatly appreciated by all the members of the 
Authority. 


The Authority is now completing its sixth housing project in Stoneham. 
This will be a complex of one hundred units of elderly housing. There will 
also be anew Community Building to accommodate the variety of activities 
indulged in by the residents of the four elderly projects. The Authority will 
now have under its management 209 units of elderly housing in addition to 
seventy-two veterans apartments. Included among the new units will be six 
apartments especially designed for handicapped persons. They will have 
ample space for manoeuvring a wheel chair and specially adapted kitchen 
and bathroom facilities. They will be among the first of the handicapped 
apartments built under a new State Law. 


The Authority has made its annual review of tenants incomes and family 
coniposition and established rental charges in accordance with the guide 
lines provided by the Department of Community Affairs. It has also adopted 
a new lease in accordance with changes in the Housing Law and has offered 
to the tenants the opportunity to establish a tenants council and provisions 
for grievence procedures. 


The Authority wishes to commend its maintenance staff and in par- 


ticular Henry Sampson, the maintenance supervisor, who has also served us 
very capably as Clerk of Works for the new project. 
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The members of the Authority and the Executive Director wish to thank 
the tenants and the various officials of the Town for their cooperation and 
assistance during 1973. The Authority is particularly appreciative of the help 
it has received from the Public Works Department and William Reid, the 
Superintendent of Public Works. It also wishes to thank the Stoneham Public 
Library for providing books and services to the elderly tenants at the 
Community Building.

Dear Madam and Gentlemen: 


The Conservation Commission began the year with the following of- 
ficers: 
Norman Norton, Chairman 
Louise Dole, Vice Chairman 
Jean Clark, Secretary 
Barbara Broderick, Recording Secretary (Clerk) 


The Commission held several Wetland Hearings and investigated 
fourteen inquiries of filling or intention of fillings in areas that are wetlands. 
There were five requests of Compliance with the Wetlands act issued to ve 
areas in the Town. : 


The Conservation Commission with Town Counsel Thomas Leahy’s 
assistance finished proceedings for obtaining the two lots of land adjacent to 
Dikes Pond, and, in August received the Department of Natural Resources 
Self-Help Funds of $2300. The Barton Property on North Street was proposed 
for possible purchase and, at the March Annual Town Meeting the voters 
approved obtaining appraisals of the property and applying for State Self- 
Help Funds. The appraisals were finished and application presented to the 
Department of Natural Resources for processing. The State Department of 
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Natural Resources investigated and recommended approval in August. At 
the Special Town Meeting in November the voters approved purchasing of 
the Barton property as soon as approval of Self-Help funds are received. The 
approval was expected by December, but, as this report is written it has not 
been received. 


The Commission also at the November Town Meeting was directed to 
obtain appraisals on land behind the East School for possible acquisition by 
the Conservation Commission. These appraisals are now being prepared. 


One happening that has involved considerable time was acquiring 
possesion of the Crockett estate due to the unfortunate death of Mrs. Angie 
Crockett, in May. The Commission had started investigating the possible 
uses of the property earlier in the year with Dan Towse, Tom Leahy and 
Norman Norton meeting with the Conservation Law Foundation in March at 
their offices in Boston. The land and buildings are controlled as to the uses 
by the General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 8C. The Commission has obtained 
several agencies to give technical assistance or advice by volunteer services 
or from funds allotted by State or private agencies. The Commission 
presented an article at the March Town Meeting for $1500. for the Con- 
servation Fund,which was established in 1972. $1,000 of this fund was set 
aside and the Ford Foundation supplied $1,000 matching funds. This will be 
used in planning at Whip Hill Park (Crockett Estate). An extension of the 
Ford Foundation Grant has been granted the Commission and we are 
awaiting final reports from the state agencies surveying Whip Hill Park so 
as not to duplicate services. 


We have been fortunate in that the estate maintained the housekeeper 
and gardener until the first of August. The Commission has, mostly through 
volunteer services, maintained coverage of the grounds and buildings and 
supplied necessary maintenance. The Commission and the Town thank these 
volunteers for their services in helping to maintain this priceless gift given 
to the Town by Angie Crockett. 


An open house was held in September and many of the townspeople 
observed this valuable asset to the town’s property. The Conservation 
Commission and Friends of Whip Hill are now making plans for the 
operation of the Park. 


The Conservation Commission received three resignations from 
members, namely, Daniel Towse, Jon Hayes and Louise Dole. The Com- 
mission thanks the members for their services. Daniel Towse resigned due 
to being elected Town Moderator. He has been a great help in his services as 
administrator of the proceeds from the Trust Fund for Whip Hill Park, and, 
his volunteer services in other matters at the Park. 


Jon Hayes resigned in March and his unexpired term is being filled by 
Linda Szabo. John O’Doherty was reappointed for three years, and Willard 
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Eldridge was appointed for three years. Louise Dole resigned in December 
and at this date has not been replaced. 


The Commission members attended several lectures, workshops, and 
conservation meetings at several locations, namely, Gordon College in 
Wenham, Holy Cross College in Worcester, University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst, Bedford and Cambridge. Subjects covered were Wetland Act, 
Open Land Planning, Methods of Acquiring Land, Uses and Preparation of 
Programs for Open Land, and, Conservation Areas, and other subjects 
concerning conservation practices. 


The Soil and Water Conservation Division of the Massachusetts 
Department of Natural Resources made a tour of the town with the Con- 
servation Commission members, designated the wetland areas and provided 
a written report on their findings. The Conservation Commission is presently 
updating its 1968 Open Land Plan and preparing information for an in depth 
study by Soil and Water Conservation Division of some of the wetlands. 


We wish to thank all the town departments and officials for their ex: 
cellent assistance to this commission.

Report Of The Town Council 


During the year 1973 a number of cases were disposed of, but it seems as 
though you push them down in one place and they pop up in another, so this 
year faces us with approximately the same number of cases in all but the 
Federal Court.The case that we had in our last report relative to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals was settled in our favor, to which settlement one could 
breathe a sigh of relief because the addendum of the writ was for One Million 
Dollars. Another case of significance that was settled was one which was a 
writ of mandamus against the State Officers for their not having included 
the full entitlement of the Town of Stoneham in the Cherry sheet. It was not 
necessary to try this case to the full degree because prior to the actual fin- 
ding by the Court, a deficiency appropriation provided the necessary funds 
to grant to the Town of Stoneham the amount that they were due under the 
Cherry Sheet. At the present time, the Legal Department has approximately 
ten cases in Superior Court, three in District Court, and thankfully none 
before the Supreme Court. The litigation which at first blush seems least 
impressive are those cases before the Appellate Tax Board, but not- 
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withstanding their appearances,they can have a great effect on the finances 
of the Town. The Legal Department has approximately twenty-two cases, 
both formal and informal,before the Appellate Tax Board at the present 
time. 


It seems to be the attitude of the Commissioners of the Appellate Tax 
Board that where the law says that all assessments are to be full and fair 
market value, they therefore assume that they are full and fair market 
value. This of course results in a percentage of 13.3 being used in 
capitalization instead of a percentage of one-third of that amount, or ap- 
proximately 4.4 where we are presumably on a 35 percent base. Never- 
theless until either the Town revalues to 100 percent or the Supreme Court 
over-rules the Appellate Tax Board, this is the formula which will be 
followed concerning commercial property, much to the detriment of the 
Town. 


As in other years, the requests for opinions were numerous and took up 
much of the time of the Legal Department, because to give an opinion which 
is going to be lasting, it must be researched and not just taken from the top of 
one’s head. Many of the questions which are directed to this office actually 
are not of a legal nature, but merely having to do with the administration of 
the Town government. Of course, these have to be answered, and we do our 
best to comply. It is the opinion of the undersigned that an administrative 
official representing the entire Town could alleviate this situation. 


Once again, my gratitude to all of the fellow Town workers who 
lightened the burden of the Legal Department.

Report Of The Board Of Public Works 


The Board of Public Works meeting April 9, 1973 organized for the year 
as follows: John E. Finnegan, Chairman of the Board with members John E. 
Shaughnessy and Eugene B. Rotondi, Jr. Mr. Shaughnessy was re-elected to | 
the Board on March 5, 1973 for a three year term. Mrs. Eleanor Chase was 
appointed Clerk of the Board. The Board appointed Mr. William J. Reid, Jr. 
as Superintendent of Public Works and Mr. Thomas J. Murphy as Assistant 
Superintendent of Public Works. 


The road resurfacing program was continued this year with funds given 
to the Town from the State Highway Account. The allocation resurfaced ten 
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streets. A water main connection was made from the rear of the Junior High 
School to Boxwood Road giving the Franklin Street section a sorely needed 
cross connection. The amount of sewer mains and water mains increases 
yearly in proportion to the amount of residential and commercial 
development in the Town. These increases are reflected in higher overall 
maintenance costs but the balance in expenditures is maintained by 
reducing the construction appropriations. We have been notified that the 
Legislature will allow the Metropolitan District Commission to change its 
water rate to reflect their actual costs for the water. For many years now the 
M.D.C. has been selling water at a loss and refloating the bond issues. This 
practice creates considerable bonded indebtedness. The Town’s water rates 
will change when the M.D.C. rates change in 1974. 


The cost of almost all materials purchased by the Department has risen 
sharply during 1973. The following are examples of the increases: 


Percent 
increase (12 months) 
Bituminous Concrete 26.5 percent 
No. 2 Fuel Oil 56 percent 
Gasoline 24 percent 
Diesel Oil 12 percent 
Telephone 15 percent 
Electricity 20 percent 


It is obvious that no municipal budget could be planned for the magnitude of 
this year’s increases and, therefore, the Department must cut back usage in 
many areas. 


We compliment the Recreation Committee, whose members are ap- 
pointed by this Board, who have attained a balanced recreational program 
for the youth of the Town within the limits of the funds available. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to express their ap- 
preciation to the many Boards and Committees, to the people of Stoneham, 
and to the personnel of the Department for their assistance and aid 
throughout the year.

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Annual Report Of The Superintendent 
Of Public Works 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Gentlemen: 


The report of the activities of the Department for the year 1973 is 
herewith submitted. The work of the Department, being service oriented, 
centered itself on maintenance with limited improvements in various 
divisions. The high degree of destructive vandalism being reflected on Town 
properties is taking a toll on the budgetary funds, and is occupying a greater 
proportion of the personnel’s time. It is a true shame to have to expend 
money in this manner. 


The winter season was unusually temperate and allowed the Department 
not only to save considerable money under snow and ice but further allowed 
us to perform clearance and re-alignment work on numerous brooks of the 
Town. The work on the brooks allowed for a smooth, uninterrupted runoff of 
the spring and summer rains. 


For the second year the Department was affiliated with the employment 
of yound men and women through the Neighborhood Youth Corps. The 
wages of the young people were paid by the Federal Government and their 
work assignments and supervision was provided by the Public Works 
Department. It was a very worthwhile program for both the Town and the 
young people involved. 


The road resurfacing program was continued this year with funds from 
the State Highway Account. This work is absolutely imperative in order to 
maintain a first class roadway system in the Town. One of the problems with 
the program is the continuing increase in cost of the bituminous concrete 
and the resultant reduction in the amount of work performed with the same 
total monies. The following is a definitive breakdown of the work ac- 
complished within the various divisions of the Public Works Department. 


HIGHWAYS 


The following streets were resurfaced with 1!2”’ of bituminous concrete: 


Bellevue Road 680 feet 
Broadway 1150 feet 
Capen Street 223 feet 
Crescent Avenue 473 feet 
Endicott Road 776 feet 
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Franklin Street 380 feet 


Gould Street 370 feet 
Hersam Street 490 feet 
Lindenwood Road 825 feet 
Pomeworth Street 415 feet 
Sheridan Road 650 feet 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance funds in the amount of $6,000. were used to 
resurface a portion of Spring Street near the Wakefield line and a portion of 
North Street between Main Street and Pope Street. The State and the County 
pay two thirds of this cost. 


I am pleased to report that the State Public Works have let a contract 
under Chapter 90 Construction to rebuild a section of North Street from Main 
Street westerly to Erickson Street. This sorely needed job had been proposed 
since 1969. The contract was executed late in the year and we are looking 
forward to work commencing in the early Spring of 1974. The State and the 
County will reimburse the Town for three fourths of the cost of this project. 


Bituminous concrete sidewalks were installed at three locations as 
recommended by the Safety Committee and authorized by the Town 
Meeting. The three locations were: 


Forest Street 210 feet 
Franklin Street 647 feet 
Perkins Street 358 feet 


All of the above work was performed under the Betterment Act with the 
abuttors being charged for one half of the cost. 


SIDEWALK MAINTENANCE 


This year the emphasis and funds were placed on cement concrete 
sidewalk repair. The work encompassed 19 various locations involving a 
total distance of 352 feet. 


We expect to be able to apply more time and a greater proportion of our 
funds to this work next year. 


STREET SIGNS AND BEACONS 


This work consists of renewing, replacing and repairing all street signs 
and regulatory traffic signs. We install regulatory traffic signs at new 
locations at the request of the Board of Selectmen. Vandalism of signs 
continues to increase and an ever-increasing proportion of the time and 
money is spent replacing vandalized signs. Competitive bids were received 
for the purpose of installing pavement markings such as centerlines, 
crosswalks, school insignias, etc. The 1973 contract was awarded to Harbro 
Striping Co., Dedham, Mass. being the lowest qualified bidder. During the 
year approximately 77,000 feet of centerline and 11,000 feet of crosswalk 
were painted on streets. 
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Joint cracks were sealed on five of the major roads as well as the en- 
trance area at Recreation Park. This work keeps the water from penetrating 
the road surface which extends the life of the surface. 


The roadway drainage systems are dependent upon the catchbasins to 
perform their job porperly. There were 1,371 catchbasins cleaned this year. 


ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
The Department constructed Vernon Avenue for a length of 390 feet. 
This work was performed under the Betterment Act with the abuttors being 


charged the actual cost.

The work performed by the Department is as follows:

WATER CONSTRUCTION 


As reported last year, the trial program of reaming out older water 
mains to remove accumulated tuberculation proved to be effective. The 
program was continued this year on High Street, Spring Street and Linden 
Street. The total length of mains reamed was 3,305 feet. The effectiveness of 
this remedial procedure shows up very clearly when hydrant flow tests are 
conducted before and after the operation. 


The Department installed a 12 inch loop connection from the rear of the 
Junior High School to Boxwood Road, which gives better circulation and an 
alternate feed into the Franklin Street - East end area. A new 8 inch line was 
also installed on Columbus Avenue replacing the old 2 inch pipe. 


In addition to the above work water mains were installed at the following 
locations by private contractors at the expense of the developer:

The total water distribution system now contains 71.31 miles of various 
sized water mains within the Town exclusive of the M.D.C.System. There 
were 9 hydrants added to the system bringing the total number of hydrants 
in the Town to 513. 


The number of water services increased by 62 bringing the total number 
of metered customers to 5251. In addition to this work, 30 water services 
were relayed. ALL water services are metered and read semi-annually. 


SEWER CONSTRUCTION

sewer mains:

The above listings indicate the rate at which the sewerage system grows 
annually. This continuous growth increases the maintenance work and 
therefor, the cost of operating the system. A section of the Marble Street 
sewer main collapsed on December 18 of this year affecting the sewage flow 
from approximately 890 residents in this area. The work of repairing the 
section was time-consuming and dangerous due to the depth and soil con- 
ditions. This section of line from Main Street to Congress Street has given 
problems in the past and should be replaced at some time in the near future. 


The number of active sewer services increased by eighty-seven (87) 
bringing the total number to 4683. Thirty-four were installed by Department 
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personnel and fifty-three were installed by private contractors. The ap- 
plicant is obliged to pay the entire cost of the initial installation and all 
subsequent maintenance costs are borne by the Town. 


SNOW & ICE 


The winter season was very mild as indicated by a total snow fall of 2314 
inches. The 1946 Barber Greene snowloader was used only once. Because of 
the limited snow fall we were able to reduce our budgetary request by 
$61,000, at the March Town Meeting. There is no question that snow is the 
most expensive decoration the Good Lord ever thought of. Plowing and 
sanding operations were performed as needed. The snowloader mentioned 
above is showing its age and must be replaces next year if this operation is to 
be reliably continued. 


ROAD MACHINERY 


The Department maintains all of its trucks, equipment, pumps, 
generators, stationary motors, and pipe cleaning apparatus. The Capital 
Outlay Committee, as appointed in 1966, indicated in 1967 that the Depart- 
ment should replace equipment by expending approximately $40,000. an- 
nually. Due to the monetary inflation which has taken place in the Country in 
the last six years, $40,000. no longer replaces sufficient equipment to 
maintain a stable operating account. Prolonging the life of the equipment is 
reflected in higher maintenance costs. Hopefully we will be able to balance 
the plan next year.

DRAIN CONSTRUCTION 


The work performed by the Department under this appropriation is as 
follows:

Relay 181 feet of 8’’ drain pipe from catchbasins to brook. 
Montvale Avenue at Sweetwater Brook - 
Replace section of roof in Brook culvert. 
Raise south headwall face to conform to grade of new sidewalk. 
Elm Street - 
Install 2 manholes and 115’ of 24”’ drain pipe in easement off MacArthur 
Road. 
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PARK DIVISION 


The Park Division maintains the various public parks and play grounds 
of the Town, the Town Hall grounds, Police Station grounds, twelve triangles 
located on different street intersections and the grounds at four sewerage 
pumping stations. The project of cutting out, filling and grading the three 
infields at the Pomeworth Street Field was completed during the Spring. The 
Little League Field off Calthea Street was harrowed, graded and seeded. 
Recreation Park and Broadway Field were overseeded and fertilized. 


Again this year we were allowed to use some young men and women of 
high school age to help us in our work. Their wages were paid by the Federal 
Government through the Neighborhood Youth Corps. Some of the jobs 

performed by them under supervision were: 
} Paint Cemetery building lower trim and garage doors. 

Paint Cemetery main gates. 

Paint chain link fence surrounding Recreation Park. 

Paint Pomeworth Field benches. 

Paint curbing red at approved locations in the Square and vicinity. 

Weed Town Hall lawn. 

Intermittant cleaning of the larger parks in the Town. 

Sweeping out of the Public Works garages. 

I compliment the boys and girls in the program who performed the work to 
the benefit of the Town. 


The Recreation Committee, through their planned program, set aside 
money in their budget to upgrade the out door lights at the Recreation Park 
Skating Rink. The work was performed by Dodge Electrical Corporation, 
Malden who was the lowest qualified bidder. 


TREE DIVISION 


A new problem of growing magnitude has appeared in the Town in 
relation to the public shade trees. The problem encountered is called wanton 
vandalism. Smaller trees planted in recent years are being uprooted, broken 
off at the base or stripped of all their branches. The unnecessary losses are 
reflected in the one hundred ten trees removed this year. This figure 
represents an increase of 25 removals over last year. The tree crew planted 
one hundred eighty five new trees during the year. 


The public shade trees were sprayed twice and a fertilizer was included 
in the spray. This procedure seems to especially benefit the Maple trees 
which suffer from a disease called ‘‘dieback’’. The trimming of dead wood 
from the trees took place throughout the year. 


The gravel pit continues to serve as the area for brush disposal, 


requiring the use of a bulldozer to push the material over the banking from 
time to time. With the recent energy crisis, many residents have been cut- 
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ting up and removing most of the wood deposited in the pit. The tree crew 
has aided in the plowing and sanding operations during the winter and has 
assisted both the Cemetery and Park Division when needed. 


CEMETERY DIVISION 


This year saw the opening of the new section in the lower part of the 
Cemetery. Sales were brisk for a short period of time indicating that some 
residents have been waiting to purchase grave sites in this location. The 
number of graves sold rose to eighty one (81) with the number of burials 
maintaining at eighty eight (88). Some of the young men and women em- 
ployed under the Neighborhood Youth Corps assisted in the cutting and 
raking of grass and the painting as reported in the Park Division Section. As 
before, the Cemetery personnel and equipment have proven invaluable 
during the winter storms and have assisted the highway crew during periods 
of rain by clearing the tops of catchbasins in that section of Town. 


For a list of the receipts of the year, your attention is respectfully 
directed to the report of the Town Accountant. 


RUBBISH COLLECTION 


The collection of rubbish remains on a weekly basis to all residences of 
the Town. The material is disposed of at the M. DeMatteo dump in Saugus. 
The proposal to construct and incinerator at the Saugus site seems to be 
coming a reality. It is a joint venture called Refuse Energy Systems Com- 
pany which combines the firms of DeMatteo Construction Company and 
Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. It is their intention to salvage, shred and burn the 
solid waste, thereby creating steam which will be sold to the General 
Electric plant in Lynn. Eight other communities and Stoneham have banded 
together for the purposes of negotiating a contract with RESCO. for the use 
of their facility. 


The Department also runs a clean-up collection in the Spring and Fall 
which gives the residents a chance to eliminate unwanted furniture and 
household goods. Metal goods collected during the two clean-up periods are 
sold as junk with the proceeds from the sale going to the Town’s treasury. In 
1973 the proceeds amounted to $1,284.50. 


ENGINEERING 
The Engineering Division, under the authority of the Town Engineer, is — 
responsible for the planning and design of the maintenance and enlargement 


of the Town water, sewer and drain systems in addition to the construction 
and maintenance design of the Town roads. 


Cost estimates were made on such matters as street construction for 
acceptance, sewer and water main extensions, sidewalk construction and 
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numerous other items requiring estimates during the year. This work is in 
addition to such functions as cemetery lot layout, establishment of street 
lines, inspection of houses before blasting, various traffic surveys, making 
out and filing applications for sewers with the E.P.A. and the makeup of 
specifications for all jobs and equipment put out for bid by the Department. 


The Engineers also extend a courtesy to the Planning Board by 
reviewing the engineering street layouts of subdivision plans submitted to 
that Board and by recommending the monetary sum that is used by the 
Planning Board to determine the necessary bond. All street construction 
work done by private contractors in subdivisions is also supervised by the 
Engineering Division, and it is on the satisfactory completion of this work 
that bonds are released. 


ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF 


The work of the clerks has grown from an increase in the population as 
well as the more complex procedures of modern living. The size of the staff 
has not changed in over ten years indicating the type of work load assigned 
to each individual. The business concerns the functions of water, sewer, 
highway, engineering, park, cemetery and tree divisions which includes 
answering the phone calls, preparing contracts, computing weekly payrolls 
and bill warrants, computing and mailing of approximately 11,000 water 
bills, purchasing of necessary materials, maintaining all records, etc. As the 
work load continues to grow, consideration must be given to enlarging the 
staff so they may meet the requirements of the department. 


During the year, Mr. Durland Hayes, Mr. Edward Regan and Mr. 
William Callahan retired from the Department. We would like to take this 
opportunity to express our sincere appreciation to them for their competent 
and faithful service of many years and to wish them well for many years to 
come. 


I would like to thank the Recreation Committee for their cooperation and 
zeal on behalf of the young people of the Town, and to thank the School 
Committee and Mr. Daniel Hogan, Superintendent for allowing the use of 
school facilities to aid the Recreation program. 


I would also like to thank all those who have aided and assisted us 
throughout the year, especially the members of the Board of Public Works 


and the other Town Departments without whose cooperation the work would 
have been more severe and certainly less productive.

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Annual Report Of 
The Board Of Selectmen 


ORGANIZATION 


The Board, comprised of five members, organized with Rudolph G. 
DiLuzio, Chairman, and members June M. McTaggart, Paul E. Means, 
Frank P. Pignone, Jr., and Albert R. Symes. 


GENERAL 


Recognizing its responsibility for the role of executive leadership but 
hampered in the execution of governmental day-to-day operation without 
adequate full-time administrative assistance such as an Executive 
Secretary or Town Manager, the Board attempted to maximize its efforts by 
an internal functional alignment of responsibility. In so doing, the Board 
identified major areas of local government to which it felt it should address 
its attention during the year and assigned individual member responsibility 
for the development and attainment of specific objectives. This was over and 
above the general administrative duties of the Board such as licensing 
matters, appointments, site plan hearings, civil service matters, and the 
like. 


MAJOR PROJECT AREAS 


ELDERLY AFFAIRS. The Council on Aging, created at the March 1973 
Town Meeting, has been extremely active; among the beneficial programs 
either established or in the planning stages are discount taxi fares, weekly 
shopping bus service, discount cards for goods and services, hot meals, and 
a social center. Selectwoman McTaggart has been the Board’s liaison in this 
critical area and did sponser the article which established the Council on 
Aging. The Duties of the Council read in part “‘identify the total needs of the 
community’s elderly population....design, promote, or implement services 
to fill these needs, or coordinate present existing services in the com- 
munity....promote and support any other programs which are designed to 
assist elderly programs in the community....’”” Members of the Council in- 
clude Reverend Judith Urquhart, Edwin Fortini, Goerge Deroo, Claire 
Emery, Michael Quirk, Helen Rosenberger, Frank Jackson, and Select- 
woman McTaggart. 


MANPOWER AFFAIRS. The Board has been involved in many 
programs coordinated and funded by both the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the Federal Government. The Emergency Employment 
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Act (Federal) funded Stoneham fifteen employees throughout the municipal 
departments. This program is being phased out, and all amployees will be 
terminated by June, 1974; however, some have been taken on by their 
respective town departments and others have gone to private employment. 
Another program, Operation Mainstream, has recently begun which will 
employ people who were displaced because of layoffs. There are other 
Federal employment programs that affect Stoneham citizens; these 
programs are coordinated through the Woburn office of the Massachusetts 
Department of Employment Security. A unique program, the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, has put twenty-eight Stoneham teenagers to work over the last 
two summers. In addition, ten students are working eight hours a week 
during the school year. This program will again be in operation next sum- 
mer. Stoneham’s manpower affairs are coordinated by Selectman Paul 
Means who sits on the regional Ancillary Manpower Board for eleven towns 
and cities in this region. This regional board also has a local businessman 
and a client of one of the programs serving on it. 


ELECTRONIC DATA PROCESSING. The Board established the 
Stoneham Computer Commission as a follow-on to the Computer Study 
Commission which had through its highly professional and comprehensive 
report identified areas of need and possible electronic data processing ap- 
plications to meet those needs; the report further recommended that the 
computer in use by the School Department be replaced by a more 
economical and efficient system. Appointed to the Computer Commission 
were Sheila R. Barry, Chairperson, Charles M. Adams, and Thomas F. 
Mangone. Assigned as Board liaison to the Commission were Selectmen 
Albert Symes and Rudolph DiLuzio. The Commission, in cooperation with 
the School Department and School Committee, developed the specifications 
for a new computer system to meet the total needs of the community, both 
municipal and educational. The specifications were advertised by the Board 
and contract was awarded to National Cash Register Corporation (NCR) for 
a system to replace the existing IBM 1130. Delivery is expected in April 1974. 
Further developed by the Commission was the job description for a 
Municipal Applications Data Processing Coordinator; this position, to be 
presented to the 1974 Town Meeting, is the key element to the im- 
plementation of municipal data processing methods in the Town of 
Stoneham. 


VOTING MACHINES. Following the advertising for a punched-card 
voting system for the Town, the Board conducted an exhaustive review and 
evaluation of the bids submitted by the two respondees, Computer Election 
Systems of Berkeley, California, and Keane Associates of Wellesley, 
Massachusetts; the Board awarded the bid to Keane Associates on the basis 
of ‘‘low bid’’ and equal technical competence. Serving as liaison for the 
evaluations were Selectmen Albert Symes and Rudolph DiLuzio. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY AND ENGINEERING. The project under the 
program known as TOPICS for the installation of traffic lights at the in- 
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tersection of Broadway and Main was started in the fall of 1973; however, 
due to legal technicalities of eminent domain, the project was stalled for 
several months. It is anticipated that the difficulties will be resolved and the 
lights operational by the spring of 1974. Of more wide-ranging impact to the 
Town was the agreement by the State Secretary of Transportation and 
Commissioner of Public Works to work with the Town to plan, design, and 
construct traffic imporvement programs as were identified in the TOPICS 
study conducted in 1972. It is hoped that actual construction projects will be 
advertised by the spring of 1975. The successful culmination of this 
agreement was preceded by the cooperative efforts of this Board, the 
Planning Board, and the Department of Public Works, together with State 
officials. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS SURVEY. The 
Board initiated a management systems survey of the Department in 
February 1973 and designated Selectman Rudolph DiLuzio as liaison for the 
study. Among the objectives of the study were (1) to foster a cooperative 
management effort between the Board and the Department and (2) to en- 
sure the fulfillment of the Board’s obligation as an executive body to both the 
community and the individual members of the Department. The principal 
areas to which effort was and is to be directed are administrative 
management, personnel management, information processing systems, and 
data control. The first phase of the study was concluded in February 1974 
and has resulted in a major functional and organizational change in 
Department structure. This reorganization, which was announced jointly by 
the Board and Chief of Police is effective March 1, 1974. Anticipated benefits 
and improvements to be realized are (1) establishes a functional grouping of 
activities and allows for a more efficient Executive Officer which will enable 
the Chief to address the majority of his time and effort to major policy 
planning and evaluation on a broad base, long range planning, and depart- 
mental external relations; (3) the position of Executive Officer creates a 
focal point for the day-to-day Department operation; (4) allows for greater 
visibility and evaluation of operations by grouping related activities into 
three major functional categories; (5) strengthens the lines of authority 
while establishing definitive lines of responsibility for the effective ac- 
complishment of clearly identified functions; (6) eliminates overlap in 
related functional areas; (7) provides for emphasis and visibility of critical 
support acitivities; (8) establishes a clear chain of command. The 
remaining phases of the survey will be conducted in conjunction with the 
Chief and Department personnel during 1974. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE AND IMPROVEMENTS. Selectman 
Frank Pignone was designated responsibility for this vital area. Among the 
areas of concern was the review of the building which formerly housed the 
Police Department; this building, redesignated the Town Hall Annex by the 
Board, will house numerous municipal offices such as Civil Defense, Dog 
Officer, and Youth Commission. To be coordinated are the physical im- 
provements to the building and the identification and allocation of office 
space plus the office moves. Also included within this functional category 
was the development of a maintenance plan for the Town Hall proper. 
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REGIONAL SERVICES CENTER. The Board has initiated com- 
munication with the Northeast Vocational School with a view toward a joint 
venture of converting the Town Infirmary building into a regional social 
services center. The idea, and initial steps, were the product of Selectwoman 
McTaggart who presented the plan to the Board. Among the suggested uses 
for the facility are day care center, center for the elderly, and special 
educational needs. Recognizing that for the community to support the 
building use and renovation would be a heavy economic burden, steps have 
been taken by the Vocational School, in agreement with the Board, to secure 
funds through either Federal or State sources, to hire a project director who 
would identify feasible uses, methods of implementation, and continuing 
sources of funding for programs to be implemented. 


PRINCIPAL ADMINISTRATIVE AND EXECUTIVE ACTIONS 


SITE PLAN RULES AND REGULATIONS. The Board adopted 
comprehensive rules and regulations to guide and govern their actions in the 
conduct of site plan approvals. 


ENERGY CRISIS. Established an Energy Committee to act as a focal 
point for local problems relating to the energy crisis. Appointed Bennie 
Pasquariello, Thomas W. Foster, Leslie F. Kannheiser, and Joseph H. 
MacKay, with Selectman Albert Symes as the Board’s liaison. 


AUXILIARY POLICE. Appointed Bennie Pasquariello as Chief upon 
the retirement of Chief Milton E. Roberts. Reviewed the operation of the 
force with the intent of expanding its functions as a surveillance arm of the 
regular force. Problems of adequate insurance coverage for auxiliary force 
personnel impeded the full implementation of the plan; however, research is 
being conducted relative to various insurance coverages available. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL MANNING. The Board 
continued to experience difficulties with the State Civil Service Commission 
insofar as obtaining certified lists of eligibles for Department vacancies. 
Coupled with two serious injuries to officers, the Department experienced 
personnel manning problems impacting both manpower and financial 
resources. These problems were only partially alleviated with the ‘‘tem- 
porary’ appointments of provisional officers; this manning problem has 
projected itself into 1974. 


PUBLIC DRINKING. The Board presented and supported the so-called 
“public drinking law’’ at the October 1973 Special Town Meeting. The law, 
which was favorably voted, restricts the consumption of alcoholic beverages 
on public grounds or ways. 


SOLICITOR CONTROL. The Board also presented and supported an 
article at the October 1973 Special Town Meeting which established 
definitive guidelines for the conduct of solicitation activities within the 
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community. The article was favorably voted; it is felt that the new By-law 
will afford greater control over the types of solicitor abuses experienced in 
the past. 


APPOINTMENTS. Aside from those appointive positions established 
by statute and reporting to the Board such as Building Inspector, Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, and so forth, the Board effected forty appointments 
to twelve committees, commissions, and boards. 


OPERATING BUDGETS. The Board accomplished a review of all 
department budgets within their areas of responsibility; the Board has also 
begun a long-range program to modernize its budgetary procedures and 
develop a program budgeting system in order to better define priorities and 
assess cost relative to service provided. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE. This subject was once again reviewed with 
the consensus that service could be provided more economically by a private 
company rather than by the Town. Alternative courses of action were 
discussed with both the Police and Fire Chiefs. Two articles resulted and 
have been presented to the 1974 Town Meeting regarding ambulance service. 
One would establish private service; the second would establish a municipal 
rescue service. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS. Once again, public hearings consumed an 
inordinate amount of formal meeting time during the course of the year. The 
Board conducted a total of sixty-two (62) hearings, broken down as follows: 

site plans, 18; pole locations, 29; transfer of location, 3; fuel and gasoline 
storage, 6; alcoholic beverage license violations, 2; other miscellaneous, 4. 


SUMMARY 


The Board of Selectmen, working as a cohesive unit, accomplished 
much during 1973. It was naturally constrained by the fact that it is a part- 
time Board and lacks a full-time professional administrator; however, the 
individual dedication of each Board member went far in achieving desired 
goals. Particular acknowledgement is made by the Board of the assistance 
provided by Town Counsel Thomas Leahy which far exceeds that of legal 
counsel.

With the passage of the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, 
Public Law 92-512, better known as Federal Revenue Sharing the Town 
received its first check of $160,028. in December 1972.

Combining the amount of Revenue Sharing receipts with the estimated 
receipts through June, 1974 the Town voters authorized an appropriation of 
$695,500, at the 1973 Annual Town Meeting. A sum of $348,000. for Police 
Officers salaries and a sum of $347,500. for Firemen salaries. 


A financial report as of December 31, 1973 is listed below. A schedule 
listing the estimated amount on hand as of June 30, 1974 is also provided.

GREETING: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are directed to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Stoneham qualified to vote in 
elections and town affairs to meet in Town Hall on Tuesday, March 5, 1974 at 
six o'clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles of this warrant: 
ARTICLE 1.

One (1) member of the Stoneham Housing Authority for (5) years. 

‘Shall this town approve the new charter recommended by the charter 
commission (now considered an optional charter under the provisions of 
Section 12A, Chapter 43B of the G.L.) summarized below?”’ 

“Upon approval by the voters, this charter will become effective on July 
1, 1974. The charter proposes an open town meeting - Board of Selectmen- 
Town Manager form of sovernment, and it makes the Town Manager 


responsible for general administration, budgetary procedures, public 
works, public safety, and personnel’’.

ASSISTANT GOLF COURSE SUPERINTENDENT Job Con- 
trols: Works under the general supervision of the Supt. Mgr., who would 
periodically evaluate his work for administrative, operating, and super- 
visory techniques. Supt./Mgr. would assign priorities and advises of ad- 
ministrative and technical changes. 


Must demonstrate tact and diplomacy to maintain effective relationship 
with fellow employees and with the public. 


Major duties: Assists, and in his absence, acts for the Supt./Mgr. in his 
entire scope of responsibility which includes efficient and profitable 
operation of the Recreational Area and or Golf Course, maintaining and 
repairing equipment, making work assignments and otherwise controlling 
activities to insure a well-maintained golf course and recreational area. 


Performs all types of general maintenance operation of equipment plus 
basic plumbing, electrical and carpentry skills. Would be responsible, in the 
Supt./Mgr.’s absence, to keep the Arena plowed and accessible and act 
otherwise to insure operations at the Arena. Must be willing to work varied 
hours, Saturdays, Sundays and holidays if needed by the Supt./Mgr. 
Together, in conjunction with the Supt./Mgr. would be willing to be on call at 
all times. 


Qualification Requirements: High School Graduate plus at least two 
years formal education beyond High School, plus a minimum of two years in 
a related field. Mechanical aptitude is a pre-requisite. 


Additional years of experience may be substituted for (2) years of 
formal education beyond high school. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 
ARTICLE 7 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’, by 
adding to Section 13, as follows: Subsection (P) 


(P) FENCE VIEWER Works under the general supervision of the 
Board of Selectmen. Recommendations and decisions of a major nature are 
reviewed for soundness, feasibility and fairness. Performs varied and 
responsible duties requiring judgement in applying state laws and local 
regulations to frequently changing conditions and problems. 
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DUTIES He shall provide and perform functions in connection with 
matters which are the subject of citizen complaints.

To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XI of the By-Laws of the 
Town of Stoneham, entitled ‘‘Wage, Salary and Classification Plan’’, by 
adding to Section 13, as follows: Subsection (0). 

(O) Youth Coordinator 


Qualifications: Applicant must have 1) a BA degree with a major in a 
field of human services. A Masters degree is desirable. 2) Have at least two 
years experience in a human service agency with preferably one year 
servicing youth and one year in a supervisory capacity. 3) Have a proven 
interest in the concerns of youth, awareness of existing youth resources and 
programs and an ability and desire to act as an advocate for youth. 4) Have 
knowledge of grantmanship and fund raising. 5) Have a working un- 
derstanding of a suburban community; its characteristics, educational and 
socio-economic features, and its form of government. 


Distinguishing Characteristics: The Youth Coordinator will be expected 
to exercise considerable judgement in planning, promoting, and ad- 
ministering a comprehensive youth program for the community. He (She) 
will act as a responsible counselor in referring young people seeking 
assistance, guidance and adult experience. He (She) will also make contact 
constantly with all youth-related activities in the Town such as the police to 
facilitate better youth-community relationships and to combat juvenile 
delinquency incidents and in working with established civic and community 
organizations like the Stoneham School system, Atlantis, Boy’s Club, Our 
Place, 735 Inc., the Recreation Commission and all youth related and 
oriented agencies and services. 


Examples of Work: As an employee of the Town of Stoneham, the Youth 
Coordinator will be directly responsible to the Youth Commission which is a 
commission appointed by the Board of Selectmen. Specific duties of the 
Youth Coordinator will be to administer, promote and coordinate the 
programs of the Youth Commission. These include the Rent-A-Kid Program, 
dances, youth-oriented classes and concerts. The Youth Coordinator will 
work closely with the Youth Commission in developing and employing 
methods of evaluation.

be of good moral character, with references as to integrity and honesty. 
Must be familiar with the three approaches to value for ad valorem pur- 
poses. Some basic knowledge of computer operations would be desirable.

Inspections for cleanliness and sanitary ice 
cream manufacturers, bakeries, grocery and variety stores, bottling con- 
cerns, candy manufacturers, fish and meat markets, roadside stands, 
laundries, Home for the Aged, nursing homes, hospitals, Girl Scout camps, 
motels, jail cells, swimming pools (public and private), kindergartens and 
nursery schools, and milk plants, gas stations for Methyl alcohol licenses 
and public toilet cleanliness, factories, public toilets, apartment houses, 
etc., and to see that all are properly licensed that are required to be. In- 
vestigate complaints consisting of cesspools and septic tanks overflowing, 
keeping of rabbits, horses and chickens and roosters in restricted areas; 
odors from factories, brooks, drains, oils, etc., smoke and soot nuisances 
from factories, burning of trash, garbage and other articles and unsanitary 
conditions in public places and homes. Garbage complaints and dog bites. 
Qualified to take solid and percolation tests in preparing a sanitary system. 
Help to plan sanitary systems in proper area of developments according to 
the regulations to the State, Town, F.H.A. and Veteran’s Housing and to 
inspect the same before final covering. 


Coordinate a Workable Program on insect, mosquito and rodent control.
